Edmund Fanning, eldest son of Edmund and Ellen ( ) 
Fanning, the American ancestors, was bom in Ireland about 
1651 and came to this coimtry with his parents at the time of 
their settling in Connecticut. He was reared on his father's 
farm in Stonington, and resided there until he grew to man- 
hood* ' 

In. 1678 he married at Stonington, Margaret, daughter of 
William and Mary Billings (spelled both Billing and Billings 
in the Connecticut Records). William Billings removed from 
Dorchester, Mass., the day of his marriage, $ February, 
1657-8, to what is now North Stonington, Conn., where he 
located and where he resided until his decease 16 March, 
1712-13. His homestead farm, as granted and laid out to 
him, was on Cossaduck Hill, and contamed about four hun- 
dred acres. His will, dated 3 October, 171 2, proved 14 April, 
^7i3> on file at New London, mentions wife Mary, sons 
William and Ebenezer, daughters Lydia, Margaret, Mary, 
Mercy, Abigail, Dorothy and Patience, granddaughter Mary 
and grandson Beriah Grant. 

Previous to his father's death, Edmund Fanning had lo- 
cated on his Groton lands, on the west bank of the Upper 
Mystic, on the original grant of fifty acres to the elder Fan- 
ning in 1664. He resided on this farm until his decease 
about the year 1715. The farm appears to have been al- 
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lotted to him during his father's lifetime and was confirmed 
to him at his death, when in the settlement of his estate the 
sons make acknowledgment in the Probate Court that they 
are satisfied with the portions that had been allotted to each 
of them during theic father's lifetime. 

It is to be regretted that the deeds (except the original 
grant of fifty acres to his father) arc not on record showing 
the acquisition of Edmund Fanning, Junior's, farm. No 
record exists that can now be found showing purchases of 
additional land by either father or son. Whether they ac- 
quired it by grant or purchase is not clear. It may be that 
the original grant of fifty acres covered much more than that 
area, as was frequently the case in early grants. Certain it 
is, however, that in 1715 Edmund Fanning, Junior's, farm 
contained about four hundred acres. At his death the farm 
descended to his two sons Edmund and Jonathan, who, on 
the first day of July, 1715, agree upon a dividing line between 
their portions,* Jonathan taking the northern and Edmund 
the southern part of the farm. Edmund's share was trian- 
gular in shape, and bounded on the west by a brook running 
into Mystic River, on the cast by Mystic River, and north by 
his brother Jonathan's land. Jonathan's share lay north of 
Edmund's and extended to Lantern ("Lanthom") Hill 
Lower Pond and Lieut. Stanton's land, and was bounded on 
the west by William Williams' farm, and on the east by 
Mystic River. This four hundred acres was the homestead 
farm of Edmund Fanning, Jimior, eldest son of Edmund the 
American ancestor. As akeady stated, it remained in this 
branch of the Fanning family nearly one hundred and fifty

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years, a portion of it being owned and occupied by Phineas 
Fanning, a descendant in the fifth generation, as late as 1799. 
In that year Phineas sold his remaining part of it, seventy 
acres, to Capt. John Holmes of Stonington.^ 

On this Groton farm is located the old Fanning biuying- 
ground, about twenty rods west of Mystic Brook and about 
one himdred rods south of Abnzo Main's house. 

The lands occupied by the remnant of the Pequot tribe of 
Indians at Noank * were early taken away from them (about 
1667) and afterward were distributed to the inhabitants. 
(See map.) In the distribution of these *' Noank Lots,'* so- 
called, in July, 17 1 2, Edmund Fanning liad laid out to him in 
Noank Neck Lot No. 24 in the first tier in the first division, 
which descended to his son Edmund, who sold it in turn to 
Samuel Burrows, 25 June, 1715.* 

Edmund Fanning was given a grant of land of tliirty acres 
by the town of Stonington on the east side of Pawcatuck 
River, 11 Peccmber, 1672, as appears from the following 
record on the Stonington books:

Edmund Fanning was one of the English volunteers in the 
Narragansett War,* and for his services therein received a 
grant of land in Voluntown, which was the ninety-seventh 
lot in number, and "ye 4th lot in ye 8th tier," and laid out to 
him in March, 1706, consisting of eighty-nine acres.* This 
lot descended to his son Jonathan, who sold it to John Butler 
of Voluntown 9 September, 1742.* 

It is difficult to determine to a certainty in which of the three i 
old houses on the Groton farm Edmund Fanning resided, 
but there is reason for believing it was the old house called 
the Barnes house (described in the article under Edmund 
Fanning No. 10, 3d generation, in the Biographical part of 
this volume). This house is first mentioned in 1769, when 
George Fanning sold thirty acres of the farm to Ezra Barnes,^ 
in which deed he referred to the old house as the '* mansion 
house." It was a very old house at that time and was soon 
after torn down to make room for a new structure, and in its 
stead the present Barnes house was erected near its site, 
which house is still standing. Whether the first of these 
houses was erected by Edmund Fanning, Junior, or his 
father is not known.

He and his wife were without doubt buried in the old;

Thomas Fanning, second son of Edmund Fanning, Senior, 
the first of the name in Connecticut, was bom, it is supposed 
on Fishers Island, N. Y., about 1655, No record of his birth 
however, is obtainable, and thedate can only be approximated. 

He resided with his parents on their Stonington, Conn., 
farm, until his father's decease in 1683, and after marrying 
in the following year, continued to reside there for a few 
years. At liis father's death he inherited one-half of the 
homestead farm of 120 acres at Stonington, his brother James 
having the other half, the southern portion.^ 

He sold this 60 acres with the homestead buildings thereon 
in 1693 to Lieut. James Avery as appears by the following deed : 

*'Know all men by these Prefents that I Thomas faning of Ston- 
ington In the CoUony of Conecticott have sold allieniated tranf- 
fered and made over I Doe by thefe prefents sell allicnate Con- 
firm and make over unto Leiut. James Avcrie of New London of 
the CoUony aforesyd: the one half part of the Land which my 
father lived upon: the halfe part of the farm: Containing fixtie 
acres more or Lesf : Bounded to the South with my brother James 
fanings Land now in the pof lesion of Leiu.

Thomas Farming's particular residence in Stoningjton after 
the year 1693 is not known. There are no deeds on record 
conveyinpr property to or from him after this date* He was 
of Stonington^ however, at the time of his decease in 1704, 
and his death is recorded in the Stonington Records of 
'*BirthSy Marriages and Deaths/' showing that he still re- 
, sided in that town. 

Thomas Fanning and his brother John, in the distribution 
of their father, Edmund's, estate in 1683, came into posses- 
sion of a one hundred acre lot called the '*Pukhunganuck 
Lot"^ near Pendleton Hill, North Stonington, which was an 
original grant to Edmund Fanning, Senior. This tract of 
land they sold xa July, 1701, to William Billings of Preston* 

Thomas Fanning had another Grant of land in New Lpn« 
don: 
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''At a Town Meeting holden at New London on September 
the zst z686 Thomas ffaning hath given & granted to him thirty 
eacers of upland on the East side of the River fonre mile frome 
the meeting house not hindering former Grants." 

. This Grant, however, was not laid out until ten years 
afterwards in 1696, and was sold on the 28 January of that 
year to William Williams, Jimior, as appears by the Records 
at New London: 

''Thomas (Fanning having Given him thirty Acres of Land at 
A Town Meeting held at New London September i, z686 and 
having Sold Sayde Grant unto William Williams Junior wee 
have Layed out Sayde Grant: unto Sayde Williams as foUoweth: 
Beginning at a small white oake tree: marked on four Sides, Ad- 
joining to Land in the possession of Richard Williams on the 
north Side and So Running west and by north neerest Seaventy 
poles to a Red oake tree by a Small Runn of water frome thense 
South and by west to A Create Walnut tree marked on ffoure 
sides being allso Seaventy Rods: from thense Elaste & by South 
to Land in the possession of William Williams Senor and bounded 
upon his Land Seaventy Rod Then north and by Easte to the 
first boundary: highways "Excepted" & allowed ffor: January 
38th 1696 

Samuel! Chester 
Samuell Rogers." 

Thomas Fanning had a Grant of 50 acres of land from the 
Town of Stonington on the east side of Pawcatuck River, 
10 August, 1683.* 

He also came into possession of 150 acres on the east side 
of "New London River," which he purchased 31 January, 
1694-5, of Samuel Chesten* 
. Thomas Fanning (as well as his brothers Lieut. John and

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Edmund, and their father Edmund) was one of the Volun- 
teers in the Narragansett War and in return for his services 
received a Grant of land from the Colony of Connecticut 
This Grant as afterwards laid out in March, 1706, and relaid 
out 23 April, 1730, embraced eighty- two acres of land in 
Voluntown. It was Lot No. iii of the Volunteer lands, 
and "the 6th Lot in the 9th tier." 

Stonington Town Records (Book i, p. 130) give the mark 
of Thomas Fanning as follows: 

"The mark properly belonging to the houfe of Thomas ffan- 
ing is a crop on the neer eare and A half e penney under the off eare. 
Entered A^ch the 6*, x688: per me John Stanton Recorder". 

He is mentioned in the Thomas Minor Diary, p. 137: 
'^Aug. 14, 1676, Thomas Fanning was here to mow." 

He died at Stonington, 27 April, 1704. The date of his 
widow's death, however, is not foimd, nor the btuial places 
of either. No settlement of his estate appears, and these 
records no doubt were destroyed at the burning of New Lon- 
don, 6 Sept., Z781.

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LIEUT. JOHN* FANNING (No. 5), AND HIS FORT 
HILL FARM. 

(For Genealogical data concerning him, see page 94.) 

Lieut. John Fanning, the third son of Edmund Fanning 
Senior, the American ancestor, was bom on Fishers Island 
it is supposed about 1657. His parents removed to New 
London, Conn., previous to 1662, and settled in that part 
afterward called Groton. Part of the farm was in Stoning- 
ton. There he grew to manhood. His father dying in 1683, 
he married and settled on the west bank of the Mystic 
River. 

He purchased a farm there of John Burrows of New 
London, for j£io.-, 26 February, 1683-4. It was a ten-acre 
lot located one-lialf mile south of Old Mystic Village, and 
was originally included in a grant of "yc town of New 
London unto Robert Isbell." Its location was just south of 
the old Thomas Welles house (occupied in 1904 by Nathan 
S. Holloway). The bounds of the farm can easily be traced 
at the present lime: — the brook, still called Spring Brook, 
the river, the creek, tlic cold spring and iiie old cellar hole, 
and traces of the old cider mill, but no buildings remain. 
Mr. Holloway, who moved into the Welles house adjoining 
this farm in 1855, states the Fanning buildings went down 
before his recollection. 

Lieut. Fanning resided on this farm a number of years 
and sold it 13 March, 1705-6, with all the housing, fencing, 
buildings, etc., thereon, for £60.-, to Joseph Welles, of 
Groton, a shipwright, and removed to his other farm on the 
east side of Fort Hill, where he resided until his decease. 
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Historic Fort Hill ' (spelled in olden times ''Fourt HiU") 
lies three miles east of the River Thames in the Town of 
Groton.' On its highest point the Pequot Indians had, 
previous to 1637, erected their fortress, whence they could 
communicate by signak with their other stronghold on the 
neighboring '* Pequot Hill," which lies about a mile and a 
half in a northeasterly direction. From either hill a com- 
manding view of the Sound could be obtained as well as a 
view of the entire country round about. No better localities 
for a fortress could be imagined. 

In 1636-7 Capt. John Mason and his band of English 
soldiers conquered the Pequots and drove them from their 
habitation, burning their fort on Pequot Hill and scattered 
death and destruction throughout their tribe. Sassacus, their 
leader, escaped for a time the doom that befell his braves, 
by fleeing to the western fortress on Fort Hill. Later, how- 
^cver. he too shared the fate of his unfortunate kinsmen, 
and eventually the entire tribe of Pequots were subjugated 
and most of them destroyed. 

Fort Hill to-day is covered for the most part with woody 
districts. Many of its forests have been cut down, only to 
grow again and give little change to the gcneml appearance 
of the country. Two liighways were early laid out, and 
cross the hill at right angles to each other, the older one 
being the New London and Mystic road nmning cast and 
west. Its cross highway is called the Handers road at its 
northern part and Fort Hill road or Drook Street at its

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southern point. One or two' less important highways give 
free access to and from the hill, and numerous paths and 
cart-ways old and new skirt the woods and fields. Many 
cellar holes dot the surface here and there and are reminders 
of the time when Fort Hill was more tliickly inhabited and 
interspersed with farms and houses. These houses have 
nearly all disappeared. 

The northern part of the hill is elongated and forms an 
extension running due north about a mile and a lialf. 

A number of brooks have their rise in this locality, the 
largest of which is Noank or Great Brook, as it was called 
in olden times. This brook sldrts the east bounds of the 
hill and empties into the Sound at Palmer's Cove, the 
Indian name of v/hich was "Tuskhcgonuck" Cove.' 

Capt, Samuel Fish and Lieut. John Fanning purchased 
II Januaiy, 1695, in partnership for ^£90 a large tract of 
land on the eastern slope of Fort Hill of Col. John Pynchon 
of Springfield, Mass.* This land was divided 3 March, 1702, 
Capt. Fish taking the northern part and Lieut. Fanning the 
southern.* The east boimds of both farms was Noank 
Brook. Both Fish and Fanning settled on their respective 
portions and resided there until their decease. 

The Fish farm, handed down through many generations 
ol the family,, finally went into other hands about 1854. 

The Fanning farm changed ownership many times from 
its earliest period until 1877, when it became the William 
Ecdeston Farm* by which name it is known to-day. 

Tracing out the original owners of tliis tract of land, it

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appears on the records that the two hundred acres was first 
granted to Edward Culver of "Pequit" previous to the year 
1655.* An unbroken record of deeds traces the' land from 
his ownership down to the time it came into possession of 
Fish and Fanning.' Culver deeded the land to Robert Parke 
z8 March, 16S5-6/ and he to James Avery 14 July, 1656, 
and he to Edward Codner 30 September, 1660,* and he to 
Antipas Newman 25 January, x66i,* and he to Amos 
Richardson 16 October, 1663,' and tic to Col. Jolm Pynchon 
of Springfield 35 October,* 1665, for >^6o, and he to Fish 
and Fanning as before stated. Col. Pynchon also sold tliem 
nine acres of salt meadow, on "Six- Penny Island," so called 
which "lud somclime been and now is the improvement of 
said Fish and Fanning." The division of this two hundred 
acres is on record at Groton, Book i. Page la, of the Land 
Grants, and is as follows: — 

, '' To clII Christian People wherever these presents shall come 
"Sergeant Samuell ffish and Mr. John ffanning both of the 
"County of New London in his Majesties Colony or provence 
" of Connecticut sendeth greeting Know yee that whereas wee 
"the aforenamed formerly made purchase of a certain tract or 
"tracts of upland and meadow ground of CoUonell John 
" Pinchon of Springfield Esq. the said purchase being in part- 
"nership, and in consideration of the full and just sume of 
"twenty two pounds current silver money lent by the said 
"Sergeant Samuell ffish unto his loving kinsman Mr. John

This Fish-Fahning property was added to materially after 
1700, and especially the northern part belonging to Capt. 
Samuel Fish. He purchased land extensively of John Rogers 
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of New London, and later of his son Samuel Rogers of Wes- 
terly, R. I., and greatly extended his northern and eastern 
boundaries. His western boundary, however, remained prac- 
tically the same through successive generations. 

The Fanning farm would contain about one hundred and 
eighty statute acres at the present time, but was estimated 
in Lieut. Fanning's inventory in 1738-9 at one hundred and 
thirty.* 

By a provision of Lieut. Fanning's will twenty acres of 
woodland, lying at the south point of his farm and adjoining 
it, which belonged to his grandsons, John and Thomas 
Fanning, were made a part of the farm in its distribution^ 
at the time of his death, increasing the farm to two hundred 
acres. 

The west bound of the Fannmg farm was a matter of 
early settlement. Common or sequestered land bounded it 
at that point until after its acquisition by the Walwprths. In 
'1737 Lieut. Fanning and Thomas Walworth decided upon 
the division line of their farms. A survey was ordered made 
by the County Surveyor and a line run south, eight degrees 
west, from the north line of their farms, two hundred and 
twelve rods to the highway. This line had mere stones and 
piles of stones erected every forty rods. A very old wall 
built at that time locates this bound. The southern termi-

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nus of the wall was "Indian Rock" ' so called and referred 
to many times in the Groton Records. 

The south bound of the Fanning farm was Common land 
until about 1733 when some twenty acres was lotted out by 
the town to the heirs of John Fanning, Junior. 

The east bound was Noank Brook and Packer land. 

The common oudet of the Fanning and Fish farms was an 
old way (never a road, but simply a pent-way), which led 
south from Capt. Samuel Fish's house, crossing the New 
London and Mystic road and running down through the 
plain and by Lieut. Fanning's house, southwesterly and 
southerly \mtil it reached the Fort Hill road that leads to 
the head of Palmer's Cove. For a long distance it runs just 
west of and nearly parallel to Noank Brook. Part of this 
old way still remains. The old highway running east and 
west across Fort Hill, and at that time across the southern 
part of the Fish property, said to have been first used about 
1652, was a further outlet for the farms. 

This old pent- way, running north and south, passed Lieut. 
Fanning's house on the north side. On this pent- way (on 
the southern part of the Fanning farm), John Fanning, 
Junior, lived, and the old way is frequently referred to in 
the early Groton Records as "leading down from Lieut. 
Fanning's to his son Jolm's house.'' 

An old highway was the Fort Hill road running north 
from the head of Palmer's Cove and joining the New London 
highway near the Merritt house on top of Fort Hill. It 
was relaid out in 1733* and again in later years. The

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original road ran close by the southern terminus of the 
Thomas Walworth farm (see map), but was changed after- 
ward to a more westerly course in order to enable the quar- 
ries to be worked that are located there. The old road is 
very plainly seen to-day. Its southern part is now called 
Brook Street. 

When this highway was relaid out in 1733, the town ap- 
propriated an acre from the southwest corner of Lieut. John 
Fanning's farm. In exchange for this one acre the town 
gave Lieut. Fanning a deed of three acres out of the Common 
lands.^ This three acres was just north of the one acre 
and was sold by Lieut. Fanning in 1737 ^^ Thomas Wal- 
worth, and formed the extreme southern point of the Wal- 
worth farm. It had on it a ledge of rocks, and no doubt 
this was the Indian Rock referred to as the southern termi- 
nus of the "lane" which bounded Lieut. Fanning*s farm on 
the west, mentioned in the Fish-Fanning agreement previ- 
tfusly referred to. 

In the early part of 1700 a strong effort was made to lay 
out the New London and Mystic highway from the end of 
the Poquonnock road to Mystic Ferry, running it directly 
cast through Lieut. Fanning's farm, across Noank Brook, 
through the Burrows and Packer lands to Mystic Ferry. 
This highway was to pass dose to, and just north of, the 
Fanning house.

6 1 8 History of the Fanning Family 

The Selectmen of Groton 5 July, 1709, passed the follow- 
ing order, laying out the highway from Fort Hill to Mystic 
River:— 

"We whose names are under written being selectmen of said 
Groton have laid out a Road for people to pass and repafs: be- 
gining at the hill usually known by the name of Fourt hill from 
whense the Countrie Rode is started; from thence eastwardly 
through LeP John fanings land on the north side of his now 
Dwelling house, over the Brook and so from thence through 
comon Lands to land now in purfshefson of James Packer and 
through s"* Packers land by marked trees unto land in possefsion 
of the Burrows and from thence by marked trees through s^ Bur- 
rows land unto Mystick ferry: wee say laid out by us Selectmen, 
James Morgan, Samuell Fish, John Morgan." 

This highway, though laid out by the town, was never 
built. The nearest there ever came to being a road through 
there was in 1769, when a "private way'^ two and Iel half 
miles long* was laid out on the 9th of January that year, 
from Pistol Point to the head of Poquonnock road near the 
Francis E. Merritt house, then the Amos Burrows place.. 

It ran by "Fanning's Rock" and the old Lieut. John 
Fanning house on its south side (then owned and occupied 
by Capt. John Fish), and can still be traced to-day, little 
changed Ih its course. 

A committee was appointed by the Town of Groton 25 
December, Z729, "to relay out*' all the open highways and 
to lay out new highways where necessary. 

This committee, consisting of \A^lliam Morgan, James 
Avery, Jr., William Latham, and Capt. Moses Fish, there- 
upon relaid out 14 February, 1723, an eight-rod highway in 
Noank Neck to the salt water, running from the road that 
was to go past Lieut. Farming's house by the brook, south-

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erly, along the top of the hill to the Sound. This road was 
to come out where the Noank schoolhouse now stands, and 
would have joined the present road south of the school- 
house. 

This highway also was never constructed. 

Few people, probably, are aware that the original road on 
top of Fort Hill ran direcdy north from the present town 
house building (instead of northeast as now) and joined the 
New London and Mystic highway fifteen rods west of 
Charles Mox^gan's house. The road tlicn crossed the high- 
way and led on up to the old pent-way, which Later became 
tjie Flanders road. An old stone wall bounds the east side 
of tliis very old highway, but otherwise there is no trace of 
any road there to-day. The Groton Records, however, 
prove such a way existed in 1737.^ The highway, as it 
runs at the present time, from the Town House to the New 
London and Mystic road, was laid out between. 1737 and 

'1757- 

The Pcquonnock road at that time ran westerly by 
Charles Morgan's house (then William Latham's), and on 
over to Poquonnock Village. 

The Flanders highway was laid out 5 November, 1802, 
and previously to that was only a pent-way. It was a much 
travelled way, however, and probably dates from quite early 
times. It is referred to in the Groton Deeds on one occa- 
sion in 1765 as a highvray, but was not strictly so at that 
time. 

The old Lieut. John Fanning house as it stands to- 
day, and known as the William Eccleston house, is a 
one-and-a-half-story structure with hip-roof and ell and

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faces south. (See photogravure.) It is 40 x 29 feet, with 
interior arrangement similar to other old houses built early 
in the eighteenth century, having two large front rooms on 
either side of entrance, and a long, narrow kitchen in the 
rear, and two bedrooms and two pantries at cither end. 
The usual large chimney is direcdy in the centre of the 
house. 

The oldest inhabitants say that the house was an old 
one in their earliest rccoUectioUi but that it has been re- 
modelled somewhat and made larger, and the top of the 
chimney rebuilt. 

There is little doubt that the original house was built by 
Lieut. John Fanning when he located on this property about 
1705. The house is referred to in 1709 when the town voted 
to build the New London and Mystic highway through his 
farm, and the record reads that the road sliall rxm ** easterly 
on the north side of Lieut. John Fanning's now dwelling 
house by the brook.'* 

The old well-sweep still in the rear of the house, and the 
old lane westerly with its sheds on either side, attest their 
age. The old bam stood on the site of the one recently 
burned. Traces of the garden referred to in Lieut. Fan- 
ning's will can still be seen south of the house, and also the 
'two-aci;g plot of land he gave to his daughters Prudence and 
Thankful. 

The ancient willow, estimated by some to be fully one 
hundred and fifty years old, grows by the "brook that runs 
down by Lieut. John Fanning's house" at a distance of 
eight rods southeast of the dwelling. Its immense trunk 
proves its age and takes one back to Lieut. Fanning's time. 
Part of the tree fell during the summer of 1899. 

Fifty rods west of Lieut. Fanning's was the house of 
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Samuel Fish in 1800. The latter was the grandson of 
Capt. John Fish. Nothing but a cellar hole remains. 

Southerly from Samuel Fish, about forty rods, lived his 
brother John Fish, who was remembered in his grand- 
father Capt. John Fish's will in 1795. Tliis old house was 
removed to Noank, and nothing remains but a lot of stones. 

Ten rods farther south, and across a dividing wall, was 
the Peter Baker place. 

Sixty rods north of the Ecdeston house recently lived 
Oren Smith Eccleston, an uncle of William Eccleston. This 
house, however, is a modem one. 

The old schoolhouse, concerning the location of which 
there is so much doubt, stood on the Fort Hill road, just 
opposite and north of the Brook Street burying-ground, 
about five rods back from the highway on a knoll near a 
stone wall. This was the earliest schoolhouse in the locality, 
and is mentioned in the Fanning deeds in 1744. It was 
torn down or removed the early part of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, and rebuilt on the site of the present schoolhouse at 
Noank, on top of the hill. 

The house recently occupi^ by the widow of Robert Lamb, 
on the extreme southern part of the Fanning farm, is not 
an old house, but was built by Thomas and HoUoway Latham 
(grandsons of Joseph Latham) about 185 5-60. 

Forty-five rods directly north of the Lamb house is a 
little knoll and evidence that a house stood there at one time. 
This is supposed to be the location of John Fanning, Junior's, 
house, and a path led from it up to his father's place, 
Lieut. John Fanning. John Fanning, Junior, died in 17 19. 

One of the oldest buildings in this vicinity is the old red 
house at the head of Palmer's Cove, known as the Palmer 
house. The date of its erection is not ascertained. 
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About twenty rods north of the Cove in which Noank 
Brook empties, on the east side of the highway, stood the 
old Joseph Latham house during Revolutionary times. The 
present Thomas Latham ho\ise stands opposite the site and 
was built by his grandfather Joseph about 1791 when the 
old house was torn down. 

Fifty or sixty rods north of Joseph Latham, lived his 
brother Jasper Latham, on the west side of Noank road, 
which house was also built about 1791. It is still in a good 
state of preservation, and now known as the John and 
Peter Chipman house. 

Farther north, up the Noank road, is the Brook Street 
burying ground, formerly the "Fish burying-ground." 

Continuing on up Fort Hill, one comes to the Town 
Farm on the right. Some twenty rods north of that on the 
west side of the highway, is an old one-story hip-roof house, 
formerly the Comfort Brown place, now unoccupied and a 
part of the Town Farm. 

On the brow of the hill, direcdy opposite the Poquonnock 
highway, where it ttums sliarply to the north, is the resi- 
dence of Francis £. Merritt. Tb's is the old Amos Bur- 
rows house, and previously the Thomas Walworth place. 
The house is a very old one, but has been added to in the 
present generation. A very old bam and well are near the 
house — the well referred to in the old records in 1769 as 
being the '*well of Amos Burrows" near his house and near 
the private way that ran easterly from this point. It is 
supposed this house dates back to the time Thomas Wal* 
worth bought the farm of his brother William in 1732* 

The town house is the next building one comes to on the 
right. This was the old Baptist Church. 

Charles L. Morgan's house, a few rods west of the high-

way, at the point where the New London and Mystic road 
intercepts the Flanders road» is said to have been built 
during Revolutionary times, by William Latham. James 
Lathami residing in Noank in 1899, was bom in this house 
about 1807. His father was William Latham (who married 
Sabrina Ashby)» and grandfather William Latham (who 
married Eunice Mason). 

North of this old Latham house lived the Denisons, Ben- 
jamin Burrows (on the site of whose house stands the pres- 
ent Mosher dwelling), Joshua Baker, Zebediah Gates in 
1779 (now Peter Crandall), and others. On the east of the 
Flanders road were Nathan Mix, who lived opposite Ben- 
jamin Burrows fifty years ago; Andrew Denison, the Wal- 
worths, Deacon Simeon Smith, Richard Williams and others. 

The building known as the Middleton house, one mile 
up the Flanders road, on the east side of the highway, was 
John Walworth's in 1742, and may have been erected by him 
about that time. It is not supposed to be as old, however, 
as the Deacon Simeon Smith house that stood seventy rods 
south of it. The original house on this Smith site was no 
doubt the one occupied by the widow Walworth referred to 
in the Groton Deeds in 1712. Her son William Walworth, 
Junior, was living there in 2742, and her son John in the 
Middleton house. The old Simeon Smith house is reported 
to have burned down during the Revolutionary War and 
after Deacon Simeon Smith came into possession of it. A 
new house was immediately erected by Deacon Smith, and 
this stood the ravages of time until about 1891, when it also 
was burned. Nothing remains but the cellar hole. 

It is difficult to determine the age of the old Fish house, 
standing east of the chapel on the New London and Mystic 
highway. It was occupied by James Fish in i8tj (son of 
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Joseph), and it may have been the residence of Capt. John 
Fish before 1760. Its antiquity is apparent. 

The Daniel Brown house, so called, farther east, was 
Joseph Fish's in 1799: he was son of Capt. John Fish, and 
grandfather of the present Thomas B. Fish of Noank, Conn. 

The old Prentice house, now owned by the heirs of James 
Chesebrough, north of Brown, with its long row of red build- 
ings, is without doubt the original house of Capt. Samuel 
Fish, which he built soon after he bought his farm in 1695. 
The house has been somewhat remodelled and changed, and 
new buildings and annexes added. This Fish house and the 
Lieut. John Fanning house were the first two houses erected 
in this locality or on Fort Hill. 

After Lieut. John Fanning's death in 1738-9, by the 
provision of his will the northern, or larger part of the 
farm, with the buildings, descended to his grandson John 
Fannmg, who sold it for £^\fyoo to Lieut. Nathan Smith 23 
April, i744,*^th all the housing, fencing, etc., thereon. 

Lieut. Nathan Smith does not appear to have lived there, 
however, as he resided at the old Smith homestead near 
Smith Lake, Poquonnock, all his life of eighty-two years. 
He had an eldest son Nathan, who married Betsy Denison 
in 1744, and perhaps he purchased the farm for his sons' occu- 
pancy. Nathan, Junior, was the father of Charlotte Smith, 
bom 2763, who married Major Simeon Smith in 1784, son of 
that Deacon Simeon Smith who married Eunice Walworth and 
lived on the Walworth Farm north and adjoining the Fish's. 

Deacon Nathan Smith sold his Fanning farm 4 Novem- 
ber, 1760, to Lieut. John Fish who resided there until his 
dece«isc in 1796. Thus the bulk of the Fanning farm finally

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became merged into the Fish property. Capt. Fish willed 
his Fanning farm to his sons, Joseph and Ebcnczer, except 
40 acres which he gave to his grandsons, Samuel, John and 
Anthony. Ebenezer received the homestead and resided in 
the old Fanning house until 22 March, 1825, when he sold 
his one hundred and twenty-five acres for. S1680 to Capt. 
Silas Beebe, with ''dwelling house, bam and com house." 
Capt. Beebe did not reside on the farm, however, but rented 
it for a period of nearly fifty years. His heirs finally sold 
the farm, wliich at that time was known as the "Fish Town 
farm of Capt. Beebe" and contained about two hundred 
acres, to William Eccleston, 3 August, 1877, who owns and 
occupies it at the present time. 

The southem extremity (forty acres) of Lieut. John Fan- 
ning's farm was given by will to his four daughters. He 
directed his grandson, John Fanning, to give them' also 
twenty acres more which lay south of and adjoining their 
share. This sixty acres the daughters sold in 1742 to Cliris- 
tophcr Stark. He sold it to Nathaniel Palmer in 1758. 
From the Palmer family it went to Joseph Latliam about 
i8oO| and from his grandchildren to Robert Lamb about 
1850-60. The widow of Robert Lamb owns the property 
at the present time. 

''Fanning's Pasture," so called, is a tract of land of 
about twenty or thirty acres, lying east of Noank Brook. 
At its southem bound lies "Fanning's Rock," which has 
been used as a landmark many years, and is known to all 
the older inhabitants. The rock is referred to in the rec- 
cords in 1769 and earlier. 

1 -^t us turn to the neighbors of Lieut. John Fanning. On 
the north was the Fish family, and north of them the Wal- 
worths, and north of the Walworths was Aaron Stark in 1721.

It is not a diHicult matter to trace at the present day the 
bounds of the Walworth farm. When William Walworth 
died in 172I9 his homestead farm, adjoining the Fish farm, 
contained about two hundred and eighty acres, and was 
nearly in the form of a rectangular parallelogram, two hun- 
dred and sixty-two rods in length, and two hundred deep. 
In its distribution that year William Walworth's widow re- 
ceived as her share of the estate the east end of the farm. 
It covered an area of about one hundred acres, and ran.east 
and west seventy-five rods, and north and south two hun- 
dred rods. To the eldest son, William, was allotted a double 
share of nearly one hundred acres in the southwest comer of 
the farm, bounded south by Fish, east by the Widow Wal- 
worth, and north by liis brother Thomas Walworth. This 
farm of William Walworth's is to-day kno\vn as the Deacon 
Simeon Smith place. 

Thomas' share was a single share lying north of William, 
ar.d John's a like share lying north of Thomas*. The latter 
was bounded still farther north by Aaron Stark, which land 
in 1802 was the Nathaniel Niles farm. 

John Walworth appears to have bought out his brother 
Thomas' interest, for in 1742 John and William both have 
an equal share of their father's farm, John living on the 
northern portion and residing in the old house now known 
as the Middleton house, and William on the southern por- 
tion, since called the Deacon Simeon Smith place. 

The southern bounds of all this Walworth property was 
in 1734 a line riuining east 3} degrees north, two hundred 
and sixty-two rods from the highway at the turn of the 
road near the Peter Crandall House of to-day (known as the 
Zebediah Gates place). 

William Walworth resided on that portion that he inherited 
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until X July, 1765, when he sold his farm to John Kneeland 
of Boston. John Kneeland's widow Abigail and other heirs 
in 1777 and 1794 sold the property to Deacon Simeon Smith. 
It has ever since been known as the Deacon Simeon Smith 
farm. 

The old Walworth burying-ground of about one-half an 
acrci now grown up with bushes and trees, is in the south- 
west comer of this farm. 

After Deacon Simeon Smith's deathi his executor, Rufus 
Smithf sold his farm of one himdred and twelve acres to 
Nicholas Chester of Groton, 30 March, 1834. In 1833 it 
was sold by the Chester heirs to Elisha Rathburn, and in 
1853 by Elisha Rathbum to David Nelson Prentice. It 
was thus merged into the Prentice farm and was sold by his 
creditors about 1873 with the balance of his farm to Chese- 
brough and Brown. The latter selling out his interest, it 
then became the Chesebrough farm, by which name it is 
known at the present time. 

South of the old Walworth property, later known as the 
Simeon Smith farm just described, and adjoining it, was the 
farm of Capt. Samuel Fish, who bounded Lieut. John Fan- 
ning on the north. The Fish farm was originally, in 1695, 
only about one hundred acres, but was extensively added to 
by purchase in later years. 

Capt. Samuel Fish deeded to his son, Capt. Moses Fish, 
I July, 1 71 3, the northern part of his farm, and to Samuel, 
Junior, the southern part. Moses' share was two hundred 
and fifty acres at that time, and his north line was the south 
line of the Walworth or Deacon Simeon Smith farm. This 
line extended, however, farther east than the Smith line, and 
ran to Noank Brook, which formed the east boimd of Moses 
Fish's property. His southern bound was an cast line run- 
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ning from the Flanders road and passing sixty rods south 
of the Fish dwelling-house and continuing on to the Brook. 
His west line was the Flanders road. 

Samuel Fish, Junior's, portion of his father's farm that 
was given him x July, 171 2, consisted of one hundred and 
forty acres and lay directly south of Moses' share. It 
crossed the present Mystic highway and lay on both sides 
of the road. It was bounded on the north by Capt. Moses 
Fish, on the east by the brook, on the south by Lieut. Fan- 
ning, and on the west by Common land. The Daniel 
Brown house and the old house just east of the chapel on 
the north side of the New London highway, were both 
built by descendants of Samuel Fish, Junior. The latter 
house was owned and occupied some years by Lieut. John 
Fish, and about 181 1 by James Fish. This farm remained 
in possession of the Fish family until 1854, when Hannah 
Fish, widow of John Fish, and other heirs sold the property 
to John D. Williams, and he to Daniel Brown. This 
whole locality has long been known as "Fish Town." , 

Capt. Samuel Fish, son of John Fish, the first of the name 
in Connecticut, died 27 February, 1733, in his seventy- 
seventh year, and is buried in the Packer burying-ground. 
Sarah, his wife, died 11 December, 1722, aged about sixty- 
two years. 

On the east of the Fanning farm lay the Packer lands, 
separated therefrom by Noank Brook, This Packer land 
was a large tract owned by John Packer of New London 
and bequeathed by him previous to 1713 to his three sons, 
James, Benjamin and Joseph. It was bounded at that time 
on the north by land of John and Samuel Burrows, on the 
east by the Mystic River, on the south partly with the salt 
water and partly with Noank Neck, and on the west with 
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land of Lieut. John Fanning. Capt. James Packer bought 
his brother Joseph's interest in 1713, and resided on the 
farm until his death 24 April, 1765, in his eighty-fourth 
year. Capt. Packer married for his second wife Thankful, 
daughter of Lieut. John Fanning, who survived her hus- 
band several years. 

Between Lieut. Fanning and the Fort Hill road was the 
William Walworth farm, after\vards Thomas Walworth's for 
twenty-five years. It contained 65 acres, and was sold by 
him 6 December, 1757, to Amos Burro\vs, and remained 
in the Burrows family until sold to the present owner, Mr. 
Merritt. 

On this Walworth property was the old Indian Fort of 
the Pcquots about wliich so much has been said. Authori- 
ties differ as to its exact location, but there is evidence and 
ample proof that it was just north of the Francis E. Merritt 
house on top of Fort Hill on the east side of the highway. 
(See map.) Groton Deeds, Book i, p. 654, records a wood- 
lot laid out on Fort Hill 30 September, 1721, to William 
Walworth, and reads as follows: ** begin ai the Southwest 
corner of the Fourt at Fourt Hill at a heap of stones by the 
Highway," etc. This wood-lot is shown by dotted lines on 
the Fort Hill map. It was sold by William Walworth to his 
brother Thomas Walworth 25 December, 1732, and recorded 
in Groton Deeds, Book 3, p. 136. A wood-lot just north 
of this was laid out to Abial Sammons 30 September, 1721, 
and the bounds of this lot also are described as nmning 
from the *' Southwest comer of the old Fourt on Fourt Hill^** 
etc. (Groton Deeds, Book i, p. 654.) From the very clear 
description given of the bounds of these wood-lots, and an ac- 
tual survey taken to make their location possible, there seems 
to be no question as to the locality of the old Indian Fort. 
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Lieut. John Fanning had a grant of 50 acres of land from 
the Town of Stonington 4 August, 16839 wliich he sold to 
John Parks of New London.* 

He received also a grant of 50 acres from the Town of 
Stonington 10 August, 1683,' which he sold 24 January, 
17x8-19, to Philip Palmeter of Westerly, R. L* He came 
into possession of his brother William Fanning's 50-acre 
grant, and sold tlmt also to Philip Palmeter at the same time. 

He inherited from his father Lot No. 13 of 12 acres which 
was granted Edmund Fanning, Senior, by the Town of 
Stonington as a home lot. This land he sold to William 
Chesebrough 23 January, 1709-10.* 

Among the town votes at Groton is tlie following: — 

" Proposals made to the town of Groton for dividing of a cer- 
tain tract of land lying & being in the town of Groton in the 
county of New London — That all that tract of land lying & being 
in s** towTi as above s** comonly know by the name gf Nawayunk, 
bounded northerly with Leut John Faning his land, & west- 
erly by the brook tfll it comes to the Salt cove near Afr. Ashbe, 
his dwelling house, and then southerly with the sound till it comes 
to the turning up to goe up the Salt cove or river comonly called 
& know by the name of Mistic River, & so bounded with the 
salt v.-ater easterly ti]1 it conies to the land now in the possession 
of James Packer of s<* Groton & then with s<" Packer's till it 
comes to s^ Faning's land first mentioned; which s^ tract of land 
the Pequit Indians have had a privelege upon; be divided or 
loted out into equal lots of equal value or worth (as near as may. 
be) that all the proprietors of s^ Groton, that have rights therein 
may draw out each man or person their lots which shall stand 
good to them, tlieir heirs &: assigns forever. Only the Pequit 
Indians & nevertheless to enjoy their privelege above mentioned

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as it was formerly granted to them by the Town of N. London. 
Voated May 22, 1712 
Attest Nehemiah Smith Clerk 
Samuel Fish Townsman."

In accordance with the foregoing vote, Lieut. John Fan- 
ning had granted him from the Town of Groton, Lot No. 
5, first ticri first division, of the Noank Lots wlien they were 
first laid out in 1712. He sold this lot 4 July, 1730/ to Dea- 
con James Morgan, and it has remained in the Morgan 
family ever since. The old house now standing on this lot 
was probably erected by Deacon Morgan soon after his 
purchase of the land. 

The next Noank Lot southerly was No. 4, laid out origi- 
nally to Samuel Rogers. Li 1752 this lot was owned by 
Lieut. Fanning's grandson, John, who purchased it that year 
of Samuel Clark. Lieut. Fanning also owned Lot No. 8, 
first division, second tier. In the second division of Noank 
Lots, he owned Lot No. 28, second tier. 

Lieut. John Fanning was in the Narragansett War, and 
his name appears among the list of volunteers in that service. 
(Edmund Fanning, Senior, and his sons Edmund and 
Thomas, also served therein.)' 

He received a grant of land from the Connecticut Colony 
for his services, being Lot No. 19 of 93 acres in Voluntown 
("the Volunteer Country'*), which was laid out to him 29 
March, 1706.* This he sold to Samuel Avery, Junior, 30 
March, 1709-10.

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Where he earned his lieutenantcy has not been oscer* 
tained. He does not appear other than as a private 0:1 the 
Narragansett rolls, nor do the ''Colonial Records" show his 
appointment as lieutenant. He is recorded, however, time 
and time again on the Groton Records and elsewhere as 
"LUtU. John Fanning,'' and in his Inventory, "Capl.'* John 
Fanning. It is supposed, therefore, he must have earned 
his tide in the local militia or ''train-band," as it was called, 
and after his return from the Indian Wars. 

Lieut. Fanning was very prominent in town afifairs and 
held many local offices of trust and honor. His name is 
found recorded in nearly all the town meetings, and he 
seems to have been a prominent factor in directing its affairs. 

In Miss Caulkins' copy of New London Books appears 
the following:* — 

"Town Officers July ii, 1694 
*' Gollcctors of Minister's Rates 
'* John Fanning, Samuel Bill cast side (of the River) 
" John Richardb, Samuel Waller west side (of the River) 

"Dec. 30, 1701 Constables: 
" John Fanning cast side." 

Kis wife Margaret Fanning was baptized by the Rev. 
James Noyes m the First Congregational Church at Ston- 
ington with her daughter Mary 26 August, 1686, as appears 
by the records of that church. 

No record of his birth, marriage, or death is fotmd at 
New London, Groton, Stonington, or elsewhere, nor that of 
his wife or children. 

Lieut, John Fanning died m February, 1738-91 and left 
an estate inventoried at £1^46. It comprised one hundred

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and thirty acres of land (so inventoried, but equal to one 
hundred and eighty acres now) in the homestead farm on 
Fort Hill, valued at j£i56o. His will, on file at New Lon- 
don, was dated i February and probated 13 February, 
1738-9. A copy foUows. (See also photogravure.) 

" LAST WILL AND TESTAMENT OF LEFT. JON 
FANING, RECEIVED AND RECORDED 13 FEB., 1738-9."

of my house with ye lean too agioyning with tow acors of 
land ajoying to said house to improve after her mothers 
Decese During ye time She is unmarrid or lives singel. 

itim my will is that my Dagter Thankfull martin shall live in 
said house with her sister prudance and improve with her. 

itim I give unto my loving grand Dagter Katharin Martin one 
three year old hcffer after my wifes Decese. 
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itim I give unto my four Dagters (vis.) Maxy fox Margret Arch- 
craft prudance fanning and Thankfull Martin all ye reste of 
my movables after my wifes Decese that is to say tow fifths 
to prudance and to IVfary Margreat and thankfull one fifth 
apece. 

itim also I give unto my foure Dagters above named ye South 
eand of my farm or home Sted Bounded as foUoweth be- 
gining at a small maple tree now marked on three sid* 
standing in ye low meddow Neare a ploughing path that 
goes from my house to where my son John fannings house

Edmund Fanning, the third of the name in direct line, 
son of Edmimd and Margaret (Billings) Fanning, and grand- 
son of Edmund the American ancestor, was bom in the 
town of New Londonj Cobny of Connecticut, in 1682, in 
that part which was in 1705 set off to form the new town of , 
Groton, and again in 1836 to form the new town of Ledyard. ! 

At his father's death about 171 5 he inherited a double j 
portion of the Groton farm that descended from Edmund 
Fanning, Senior, and which included within its bounds the 
original grant of 50 acres laid out in 1664. The smaller 
' portion of the farm was allotted to his brother Jonathan. 

Edmund and Jonathan agreed upon a dividing line of 1 
their farms, which then amounted to nearly 400 acres, 
I July, 1 715, Edmund taking the southern part and Jona- 
than the northern. Edmund's bounds were the Mystic 
River on the southeast, Jonathan's land on the north, and a 
brook that runs into Mystic River on the southwest. 

Edmund Fannmg resided all his life on this farm of his 
ancestors. He was a thrifty, well-to-do farmer, and his name 
appears on the Groton Records as well as at Stonington in 
the transfers of real estate, time and time again. 

Of the Noank Lots laid out to the inhabitants of Groton 
in 1 712, he owned the 24th Lot in the first division, first tier,

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which he inherited from his father. He sold it to Samuel 
Burrows 25 June, 171s* 

He also owned Lot No. 50 of 2\ acres, second division, 
second tier, which lie sold to James Packer 28 December, 
1719. 

He appears to have been prominent in town affairs and a 

regular attendant at the Town meetings, on the records of 

which his name frequently occurs. In the Groton Town 

Meeting Book, Vol. I, pages 4 and 6, mention is made of 

him as follows: — 
% 

''At a Town Meeting Dec. 23, 1735 Edmond Faning chosen 
fence viewer." 
''Dec. 21, 1738 Edmond Faning chosen Tything man." 

As the bulk of the original Fanning farm at Groton de- 
scended to him, and his name seems more closely identified 
with it than perhaps any other descendant, a description of 
the farm and the oldest houses thereon is given under this 
article, as follows: — 

The oldest house standing to-day on this Groton farm of 
the Fannings is the Jonathan Fanning house, located a few 
rods northwest of Alonzo Main's residence, and described in 
the article under Jonathan Fanning (No. 11). There are 
traces of an old house, called the "Tenty" (Content) Fish 
house. It stood four or five rods southeast of the old Fan- 
ning burying-ground on or near a small hillock. Nothing 
remains of it to-day, nor is it known who built the house. 
It was early occupied by Ambrose and Content Fish. Am- 
brose died about 1830 and left it and ten acres of land to 
his grandsons Ambrose aiid Allen Fish, who sold it to Charles 
S. Bennett's father the following year, and the house was 
torn down soon after. An old bam and well were located 
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south of the house and a blacksmith shop southeast, on the 
road. East of the shop on Mystic Brook was Fish's saw 
mill, referred to in the deeds in 1777 and 1787. 

The liouse was one story with a straight barn roof, and 
faced south. 

. One hundred and fifty rods a little south of west of the 
burying-ground is an old cellar hole. This was the house 
of Samuel Williams 2d, in 1787. 

A cellar hole on that portion of the Groton farm owned 
by David Fanning (No. 33) is still visible. (See page 127.) 

In 1777 Capt. Manasseh Short lived a little southwest of 
David Fanning's house on land that he bought of Fanning 
in 1765. Only a cellar hole remains there to-day. 

The Seth Williams house, so called, now owned and oc- 
cupied by Stephen Caswell, is known to all the old inhab- 
itants, and stands at the sharp turn of the old highway lead- 
ing from Mystic to Preston. It was built by- Capt. Jacob 
Gallup for Seth Williams, Senior, and is not a very old house. 

Northeast of the Seth Williams house about sixty-five rods, 
is the Ezra Barnes house (see photogravure). It was re- 
cently owned by the Charles S. Bennett heirs, and was 
bought by him of the Barnes descendants about 1S77. This 
house is next to the oldest one on the old Fanning farm, 
and was built by Ezra Barnes, grandfather of the present 
Ncithan Barnes of Mystic, soon after 1775. In that year 
.Ezra Barnes bought of George Fanning thirty acres of the 
old farm with the Fanning mansion house thereon, and 
which Mr. Barnes tore down, a part of which he used to 
construct the new house. The old ovens and doors were 
said by the late Charles S. Bennett to have belonged to 
the old house. In addition to the dwelling, there are two 
bams, com crib, and two old wells on the premises. 
81 
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The old Fanning "mansion" house, so called in tlie deeds, 
stood about ten rods southwest of the Barnes house. (See 
map of the Groton farm.) There is no trace of the old 
building or cellar hole. There is very little reason for doubt- 
ing that this oldest Barnes house was the first house built on 
the Fanning farm at Groton, and was constructed by cither 
Edmund Fanning, Senior or Junior. It is first referred to in 
the deeds in 1769, and was then spoken of as the "mansion 
house" of the Fanhings, and was old enough then to be in a 
condition to be torn down within a few years thereafter. 
Furthermore, it stood on the original fifty-acre grant to 
Edmund Fanning, Senior, in 1664; and while it may not be 
proved to a certainty, it probably was the house originally 
built by him in that year or soon after. 

There arc three burying-grounds on this Groton farm of 
the Fannings, viz., the "Williams," "Barnes," and the old 
"Fanning" burying-ground. 

Edmund Fanning died at Groton in March, 1768, aged 
eighty-six years. 

His will, dated 26 July, 1762, recorded at Stonington 5 
April, 1768, and on file there, is as follows: — 

"The Last Will and Testament of Mr. Edmund 
Fanning, late of Groton Deed, was Exhibited in this 
Court and being proved is approved and ordered to 
be Recorded. 

In The Name of God Amen ye 26th day July A-D., 
1762 — I Edmund Fanning of Groton and County of 
New London &c being weak and Infirm of body but 
of Perfect mind and memory thanks be given to God, 
therefore Calling unto mind the mortality of my 
Body, and knowing that it is appoinied for all men 
once to die, Do make and ordain this my will and 
Testament, that is to say, Principally and first of all 
I give and Recommend my Soul into the hands of 
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God that gave it, and my Body, I Recommend to the 
Earth to be buryed in decent Christian Burial at the 
Discretion of my Executors, nothing Doubting but at 
the General Resurrection, I shall receive the Same 
again by the Mighty Power of God, 
and as Touching such worldly Estate wherewith it 
hath pleased God to bless me in this Life, I give de- 
mise and dispose of the Same in the following manner 
and form 

Imprimis. I give and bequeath to Hopestill, my dearly beloved 
wife one third part of my Real and personal Estate 
and the use of my Negro woman Silva, During her 
Natural Life, but in case She marr}', I give her Twenty 
Pounds LawfuU Money to be paid her by my Execu* 
tors, out of my Estate, She quiting all her right of 
Dower and thirds 

Item. I gi\e and sequester one half acre of my Land to be 

laid out conveniently to the burying Place in the 
north east comer of my Land near mistick River.* 

Item I give and bequeath to my Two Gmnd Suns Wilim 

Fanning and James Fanning, all my Lands Ikying in 
Groton or Elsewhere by them and their heirs frcdy 
to be posscd and enjoyed Sd Lands I "order to be 
Equally Divided for quantity and quality & James to 
have the first choice, for the consideration of what I 
shall hereafter order them to pay, 1 also give my 
grandson James Farming two thirds of all my stock 
and Debts due to me, and all my farming Tools, and 
my Negro woman Selfa after the Decease of my 
Widow 

Item. I give and bequeath to my beloved Daughter Serviah 

one fourth part of all my household goods after my 
wives third are taken out Exclusive of my wearing 
appearil 

Item. T give and bequeath to my beloved daughter Freelove 

one fourth part of all my household goods after my 
wives third are taken out, and exclusive of my wear- 
ing apparil. 

Item. I give and bequeath to my beloved Daughters Fear 

and Deborah, one fourth part of all my Household

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goods Each after my wives thirds arc taken out Ex- 
clusive of my wearing apparil, and a good Cow 
each 

Item I give and bequeath to my Grandson Daniel Harris 

one Likely young mare worth about Six or Seven 
pounds Lawfull Money. 

Item I give and bequeath to my three grand Daughters 

(viz.) Hannah, Hopestill and Abigal Harris, Each a 
good Gold Ring worth twenty Shillings Lawfull Money

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No record of Edmund Fanning's birth, marriage, or death 
appears at New London, Groton, or Stonington, nor the 
death of either wife. Nor are their burial places positively 
kno^vn, but they are supposed to be in the family burying- 
ground on his Groton farm, and with headstones that are 
not inscribed, as there are many such stones there. 

By his will it will be seen that his grandsons, William and 
James Fanning, were made executors. James, however, 
died intestate less than a year afterward, and William executed 
the trust alone. 

Later the court appointed Nathan Niles of Groton ad- 
ministrator of that part of his estate not included in his 
will, and he served in that capacity. 

His estate inventoried 4 April, 1768, £956-10-0. This 
included his homestead farm of three hundred acres and 
buildings, valued at £750.* 

Freeholders were appointed by the Stonington court to set 
out to the -ividow Hopestill her interest in the estate, and 
they made the allotment 21 April, 1769. 

Widow Hopestill Fanning died intestate in June, 1772, 
and Joseph Elliott of Stonington was appointed by the court 
administrator on the estate 7 July, 1772, but he died before 
the completion of the trust, and William Fanning was made 
administrator in 1776.

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JONATHAN' FANNING (No. 11). 

(For Genealogical data, see page loi.) 

Jonathan Fanning, youngest son of Edmund and Mar- 
garet (Billings) Fanning, and grandson of Edmund Fanning, 
Senior, the ancestor in America, was born in 1684, in the 
town of New London, in that part afterward named Groton, 
and now Ledyard. 

He came into possession by inheritance of the northern part 
of the Grolon farm that descended from his grandfather, and 
resided on it during his lifetime. (Sec map of the Groton 
farm of Edmund Fanning, Senior.) 

Jonathan and his brother Edmund agreed uix)n a dividing 
line between their farms i July, 1715.* Jonathan's bounds 
were the Mystic River or brook on the cast that divides 
Groton and Stonington towns, his brother Edmund's land 
on the south, William Williams' land on tlie west, and Lieut. 
Joseph Stanton's land and Lantern Hill Pond on tlie north. 

The old house occupied by Jonatkm Fanning, built prob- 
ably by him or his father, is still standing, and is much the 
oldest appearing house in that locality (see photogravure). 
It is difficult to determine the year in which it was built, but 
it has every appearance of having been constructed as early 
as 1700. It stands on the northeasterly portion of the farm 
near Mystic Brook and the Lantern Hill road and close to 
the present residence of Alonzo Main, It lias the typical 
long, sloping roof of early times, with ell, and faces south.

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A lights modem porch has been constructed on the front of 
the building, but otherwise the structure is little altered. 
It had an outside cellar a few rods west of the house (men- 
tioned in Jonathan's will in 1757)1 and this was in a fair 
state of preservation up to within a few years, but is now 
covered by a shed or bam that has reccndy been built 
The farm and buildings are now owned by Alonzo Main* 

Jonathan Fanning's name occasionally appears on the 
Groton Records among the land transfers. 

In the Hempstead Diary he is frequendy mentioned be- 
tween the years 17 13 and 1745. 

He married at New London 17 May, 1714, Elizabeth, 
daughter of Thomas and Ann (Lester) Way, and bom 20 
April, 1695. The Hempstead Diary gives intentions pub* 
lishcd 3 January, 17 13-14. 

Thomas Way was bom about 1665 or '70, and died at East 
Haven, Conn., in I726. His wife Ann was the-daughter of 
Andrev/ Lester. 

Thomas Way was the son of George and Elizabeth (Smith) 
Way. George Way was born in England, and died in Say- 
brook, Conn., about 1690; was one of tlie colleagues of 
Roger Williams of Rhode Island, and left Providence after 
its burning by the Indians. He was there known as Ser- 
geant George Way. 

George Wiiy was son of Thomas Way the Puritan bom in 
England (Dorchester, probably) in 1583, emigrated to Amer- 
ica in 1630, settled at Dorchester, Mass., where he died in 
1657. His wife Elizabeth died there in 1665. 

In the distribution of the Indian lands at Noank in 17x2 
by the town of Groton to its inhabitants, Jonathan Fanning 
was granted Lot No. 12, first tier, first division. He sold the 
lot 17 February, 1715-16, to Huraplurey Avery. 
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Jonathan also received Lot No. 59, second tier, second ' 
division, which he also sold to Avery, in whose name both 
lots appear on the Groton Records. 

Jonathan appears to have inherited from his father, Ed- 
muad Fanning, Junior, Lot No. 97, containing eighty-nine 
acres, in Voluntown, Conn., which was the fourth lot in the 
8th tier of lots laid out to Edmund Fanning in March, 1706, 
for services in the Narragansett War. This land Jonathan 
sold to John Butler of Voluntown 9 September, 1742.^ j 

. Jonathan Fanning died at Groton 28 April, 1761, in the j 
seventy-eighth year of his age. The widow Elizabeth died 
there 24 July, 1772, in her seventy-eighth year. Both are 
buried in the Fanning burying-ground on the farm, where 
their headstones still stand and in a good state of preserva- 
tion. They are almost the only stones, however, among 
twenty or thirty there, that are inscribed. 

By his will on file at New London, dated 18 August, 1757, 
he bequeathed the western part of his farm with the house 
thereon to his son David. The eastern part, with the home- 
stead buildings, he gave to his eldest son Jonathan. His 
will follows: — 

" In ye name of God Amen. August ye 18th 1757 
I Jonathan Fanning of Groton in ye County of New London 
Being aged and Infirm in Body But of a Sound mind and knowing 
it is appointed for all men once to Die Do make and ordain this 
my Last will and testament and Principally I Give my Soul to 
God, and my Body I Recommend to ye Earth to be Buried and 
my Worldly Estate I Give and Dispose of in manner and Form 
Following. 

Imprimis: I give to my Loving Wife Elizabeth Fanning ye use 
and Improvement of one Third Part of my Lands During her 
natural Life also ye use of ye west room m ye House where I 
dwell with ye chamber over ye same, and a PrJviledge in ye

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Cellar west of my House and ye Com Crib During her natursi 
Life I also give her all my House hold Stuff and one Cow and one

my Homestead Farm in sd Groton, Bounded Beginning at a 
Button Wood Tree Standing in or near ye South Line of Joseph 
Stanton's Land thence Southerly to a Black oak staddle marked 
on Two Sides standing in ye Edge of ye Field near ye Barrs: 
Thence Easterly to a maple Staddle marked Standing in ye fence 
on ye Edge of ye Swamp. Thence South to Edmimd Fannings 
Land and so Bounding Southerly on Edmund Fannings Land 
East on Mystick River imd north on Joseph Stanton's Land with 
all ye Buildings (after my wifes Decease) and appurtenances to 
be to him his heirs and assigns For Ever he Paying what is here- 
after in This Will ordered For him to Pay. I give my sd Son 
Jonathan, and his heirs ye Libertie of getting Fire wood and 
Timber For Their own use of from ye west Part of my sd farm. 
I also give to my sd son Jonathan all my Farming Tools and 
utensils for Husbandry, and one half of my wearing apparel For 
Ever. 

Item. I give to my Son David Fanning ye west Part of my sd 
homestead Farm. Bounded on ye East with ye part given to 
Jonathan on ye South with Edmund Fanning's Land on ye west 
with William Williams Esqrs Land and on ye north with Joseph 
Stantons Land with ye Dwelling House There on and ye appur- 
tenances (Excepting ye Libertie above granted to Jonathan to get 
Wood) To be to him his heirs and assigns For Ever, he Paying 
what is here after in This Will ordered For liim to pay. I also 
give to my sd Son David ye other half of my wearing apparel 
For ever. 

Item, I give to my grand daughter Dorothy Holdridge Four 
Pounds Lawfid money to be paid her when she arrives to ye age 
of eighteen years by my two Sons above named. (Provided she 
lives with my wife Till That Time.)

His estate inventoried £456, including the farm and build- 
ings valued at £aoo. 
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CAPT. JAMES' FANNING (No. 15). 

(For Genealogical data concerning him see page 103.) 

Capt. James Fanning^ son of Thomas and Frances (Ellis) 
Fanning of Stonington, Conn., was born in that town 30 
April, 1695. {Vidt^ Note i| on page 93 of this work.) 

It is said he was brought up by his imde Lieut. John 
Fanning, who lived on Fort Hill, Groton. He removed to 
and settled on Long Island some time previous to I7i8» 
and was the progenitor of all by the name of Fanning in 
SuiTQlk Co.| N. Y. He first resided at Smithtown in that 
County, v/here he married Hannah, daughter of Justice 
Richard Smith in 1718. His name first appears on the 
Long Island records as a witness to the will of Richard 
Smith in that yean* 

Mr. Pelletreau states in his "Records of Smithtown'* that 
"Richard Smith's homestead was at Nissequogue, on the 
"north sice of the road, and descended to his son Richard, 
"and now belongs to the Misses Harries." 

Justice Richard Smith was son of Richard Smith, patentee 
anld sole proprietor of Smithtown, L. I. The latter was 
known as " Bull Richard," and was the ancestor of the fam- 
ily caUcd the "Bull Smiths." These Smiths were not re- 
lated to Col. William Smith of Long Island, whose descend- 
ants were called the "Tangier Smiths." Justice Richard 
Smith died early in 1720. His will, dated 23 June, 1718, 
proved 28 March, 1720, recorded in the New York Surro- 
gate's office, mentions among other heirs, daughter Hannah,

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to whom he gave one hundred and thirty acres of land in 
Smithtown, which was laid out to her in the general allot- 
ment in 1736. Hannah, wife of James Fanning, had a sis- 
ter Sarah, who married Nathaniel WoodhuU and became the 
mother of Gen, Nathaniel Woodhull of Revolutionary fame. 

Record is found of Capt. James Fanning residing at 
SmithtOAvn up to April, 1726.' Between that date and 
May, 1734,' he settled in Southold town in tliat part called 
Aquebogue. The district where he located was at the head 
of the river and early known as the "River-head," being so 
called many years previous to Revolutionary times, but was 
not legally set off from the town of Southold as a new town 
until 1792. There is no record sliowing the acquisition of 
Capt. James Fanning*s farm at Rivcrhead, but there is a 
deed of sale of part of the farm by liis sons Thomas and 
James in 1753 and 1757.' Thomas Fanning's sale of one 
himdred and thirty acres in April, 1753, soon after the 
death of his mother would indicate that his possession of it 
came through her and may have been an estate of inher- 
itance. The Fanning farm went into the liands of the 
GrifiSiigs in 1753. Thomas Fanning sold one hundred and 
thirty acres of it to John Griffing that year, reserving the 
burial place thereon, which is the first known burial place 
in that locality. The plot was where Jetter & Moore's 
bottling works now are at the southeast comer of GriBing 
Avenue and Railroad Street. The GrilEng House, a large 
hotel, is situated on the Fanning farm. 

Capt. Fanning lived for a time in New York City, where 
he was residing in 1747. He married for second wife, at

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Stonington, Conn., 25 February, 17521 widow Thankful 
Hinckley, Thompson Chesebroughi and went to Stonington 
to live. He appears on the records there from June, 17521 
to November, 1753. In June, 1754, however, he had re- 
turned to Southold, L. I. WhUe at Stonington he doubtless 
occupied his mill property at Wequetequock, which he bought 
7 May, 1734, of Samuel Yeoman, Senior, and which he gave 
in 1754 to his son Gilbert. He owned other property at 
Stonington which is found mentioned in his will. He prob- 
ably spent the remaining years of his life at Southold. 

Capt. James Fanning was for several years a captain in 
his Majesty's service, taking an active part in the French 
and Indian War in 1746-47. In June, 1746, he received a 
commission to raise a company of mfantry for service on 
an expedition against Canada.^ In July a company of 100 
men were enlisted, 78 from Hempstead and aa from Ja- 
maica. Tliis company was mustered into the ist Battalion 
of Foot, Capt. Fanning's commission dating from the 6th 
of July, 1746.' The term of service of this company expir- 
ing on the 25th of November, 1747, Capt. Fanning raised 
another in Southold and Brookhaven in which his son 
Phineas was commissioned lieutenant. He served several 
years \mder Col. Charles Clinton, during which they formed 
a friendship which lasted while they lived. Col. Clinton, 
the ancestor of the Clintons of New York, was bom in Long- 
ford, Ireland, in 1690, and emigrated to America in 1729, 
when he settled in Ulster Co., N. Y. Like Capt. Fan- 
ning's grandfather, his grandfather was also an adherent of 
Charles I. and lost his property by confiscation during the 
Cromwellian regime. 

' Through Capt James Fanning*! services int he French and Indian War, 
his descendants arc eligible to membership in the .Society of Colonial Wan. 
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It is said Capt. James Fanning owned the mill site at 
Wading River, was a carpenter by trade, and built the first 
jail in the town of Riverhead, the Meeting House at Setau- 
ket, and owned a farm two miles east of Riverhead, after- 
wards called the Youngs' farm and later owned by Manas- 
seh Fanning, a descendant. He was connected with the 
Presbyterian church at Mattituck, L. I., on the records of 
which church his death is recorded. Capt. Fanning's wife 
Hannah died on her passage home from England lo Septem- 
ber, 1750, in the forty-eighth year of her age, and was buried 
in the family burial lot on her farm. Her remains and tomb- 
stone were removed in 1861 to the Riverhcad Cemetery. 

Capt. Fanning died at Southold 15 April, 1779,' it is sup- 
posed at his son-in-law John Wickham's in Cutchogue. His 
daughter Hannah wife of John Wickham, had died the No- 
vember previous. (" Salmon Record " and Mattituck Church 
Records.) He was buried in the family burying-ground on 
the Fanning farm at Riverhcad, and, it is said, without head- 
stone. In 1849 a large headstone was erected, which was 
removed together with the remains in 1861 to the Riverhead 
Cemetery. (See article under " The Riverhead Tombstone.") 
His will was dated 29 August, 1775, ^^^ inventory dated 
13 August, 1779. His wife Thankful is not mentioned in 
his will, and it would appear, therefore, that she died be- 
fore 1775. Mrs. Henry Stanton of Stonington, Conn., claims 
Thankfid Chesebrough Fanning survived her husband and 
resided at Stonington many years thereafter.

One of the most prominent families connected with the 
Fannings in this country is that of Wickham. Thomas 
Wickham, the American ancestor of this family, who emi- 
grated to Wethersfield, Conn,, was admitted to the privilege 
of the franchise on 20 May, 1658. He was probably from 
Berkshire or Kent, England, and was bom about 1620, He 
died II January, 1689, leaving a widow (Sarah), who died 
7 January, 1700, and whose will is dated 15 December, 1699, 
and is recorded in Hartford, The sixth child of this uniqn 
was Col. Joseph Wickham, bom about 1662, who removed 
to Southampton, L. I., about the year 1697. He married 
Sarah Satterly about 1684, and among other cliildren had 
Joseph, who was bom 4 June, 1701, married Abigail Parker 
of Long Island, and died 21 May, 1749, leaving five sons 
and four daughters, namely: Abigail, Parker, Joseph, Sarah, 
Thomas, John, Elizabeth, Jerusha, and Daniel Hull, Of 
the above, three are worthy of special mention. Parker, 
known as CoL Parker Wickham, was prominent as a loyal- 
ist at the time of the American Revolution, and with other 
members of the family suffered from the political reverses 
of that period, liis estate being confiscated by the govern- 
ment of New York. 

Daniel Hull Wickham, a yoimger brother, was the pro- 
genitor of another branch, whose representatives in the 
third and fourth generations are resident in New York City. 

John Wickham, another brother, married Hannah, daugh- 
ter of James Fanning, and sister of Gen. Edmund Fanning, 
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Jolrn and Hannah (Fanning) Wickham had six childreni 
one of whom, John, was the progenitor of the Virginia and 
Missouri Wickhams. This son early developed qualities 
wliich gave promise of his later distbction and attracted the 
notice of his uncle Edmund Fanningi who early introduced 
him into the military service, but on the side of the British. 
While the war was in progress Fanning wrote to his sister, 
16 March, 1778: "If you will send me your son John, I will 
take the best care of him 'till he is one and twenty years old 
without expense to his Father." (See Appendix F.) Very 
soon after this date the lad, who was then not quite fifteen 
years old, having been born 6 June, 1763, was sent to his 
uncle, as the following letter testifies: — 



" Camp Kings Bridge, 5^/* AprU, 1778. 

To Msis. Hannah Wickham. 
My deer sister: — 

I yesterday had the pleasure of seeing your Son John. He 
is grown very iast since I saw him and I think improved in his 
looks and Education and upon the whole I am very much pleased 
with him. I have put him under the care of Mr. Humphreys an 
old Friend and Classmate of mine. Johnny will remain with this 
Gentleman in New York for three months certainly. You will 
often hear from him and I hope he will behave & improve himself 
in such a manner as will make us both huppy. You need not 
send him any article of dress or clothing for none will suit him to 
wear here that you can get where you live. He shall not want 
for anything You may depend on it. 1 thank You, my dear 
Sister, for your present of some Eggs but I desire You may not 
send me any more, or anything Else for I do not want anything. 
We have plenty of everyThing. I desire you will give my tender- 
est Love & Duty to our good old Father & tell him I will pay 
him a Visit before next Christmas, if we both live so long. Give 
my Love to Brother John and to my dear little Girls Abby & 
Nancy, and tell them if they do not sit up straight & hold up 
their Heads & look very pretty, that their Uncle will be xtry

much disappointed when he has the Happiness to see them. I 
have only Time to add that I am

Most Afleclionately Yours,

In due time his uncle secured for John Wickham the place , 
of ensign in the celebrated King's American Regiment of ! 
Foot, commanded by Col. Edmund Fanning. i 

He was then sent by his uncle to the Military School at j 
ArraSy France; after his return to Virginia, he studied law, 
and in 2785 began to practice his profession in Williams- 
burg, Va. In 1790 he removed to Richmondi where he 
resided until his death 22 January, 1839. He achieved high 
distinction as an advocate and amassed a large fortune, but 
was not accorded political honors on account of his course 
in the Revolution. In 1807 he was one of the counsel for 
Aaron Burr in his trial for treason. A contemporary says 
of him: "He was, perhaps, on the' whole, the ablest lawyer 
then practicing at the Richmond bar. He had learning, 
logic, wit, sarcasm, eloquence, a fmc presence, and a per- 
suasive manner. In single endowments he was excelled; 
but no other man possessed such a variety of talents and 
resources as Wickliam/' 

He was mtimate with and was greatly esteemed by the 
eccentric John Randolph, of Roanoke, who mentions him 
in his will as "John Wickham, Esqture, my best of friends 
. • • and the best and wisest man I ever knew except Mr. 
Macon"; and bequeaths to him his mare Floyd and his 
stallion Gascoigne, together with two silver cups and two 
tankards, desiring that he would have engraved upon them 
his arms, with the inscriptions: "From John Randolph of 
Roanoke to John Wickham, Esquire, as a token of the 
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respect and gratitude which he never ceased to feel for his 
unparalleled kindness, courtesy, and services/' 

John Wickham numbered many distinguished persons 
among his friends and acquaintances. Thomas Moore, the 
poet, and George Ticknor, the author of the "History of 
Spanish Literature,*' have both borne testimony to his graces 
of manner and his scholarly qualities. 

Mary Smith Fanning, the first wife of John Wickham, 
was the daughter of his uncle, the Rev. William Fanning, 
an Episcopal clergyman of Greensville Co., Va., and grand- 
daughter of James Fanning of Long Island. She was born 
25 September, 1775, and was married to Jolm Wickham 
34 December, 1791. She died i February, 1799. Two sons 
were bom of this marriage: William Fanning Wickham, 23 
November, 1793, and Edmund Fanning Wickham, 31 July, 
Z796. These brothers married sisters, the daughters of 
Robert Carter of Shirley on the James River and his wife 
Mary, daughter of General Thomas Nelson of Yorktown, a 
signer of the Declaration of Independence. 

The second wife of Jolm Wickham was Elizabeth Seldcn 
McClurg, daughter and sole heir of Dr. James McClurg, of 
Richmond, a man of eminence in his profession, a staunch 
supporter of the Federal party, and a member from Vir- 
ginia of the Convention which framed the Constitution of 
the United States. The descendants of this marriage are 
numerous in Virginia, among them being Judge Thomas 
Ashby Wickham of Henrico County. 

William Fanning Wickham, the eldest son of John Wick- 
ham, married Anne Carter 9 December, 1S19. She was 
bom 27 June, 1797, and died 25 February, i868. They had 
two sons: Williams Carter, noticed below, and John, who 
died without issue. 
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Wflliam Fanning Wickham was a great favorite in Gen. 
Edmund Fanning's family, and there was always an inti- 
mate association, and eventually all the plate engraved with 
the Fanning arms became the property of his descendants. 
He specially prized two seals that belonged to Gen. Fanningi 
— one a carnelian set in gold, the other a silver seal, said to 
have been brought from Ireland by the first Fanning in 
America, and which Gen. Fanning prized very highly. 
William Fanning Wickham died 31 July, 1880. 

Williams Carter Wickham, the eldest son of William 
Fanning Wickham and Anne Carter, was bom in Richmond 
21, September 1820, and moved with his parents to Hickory 
Hill in Hanover Coimty in 1827. He was educated at pri- 
vate schools and at the University of Virginia. He studied 
law and was admitted to the bar in 1842, in Hanover Coimty, 
but after practicing in a country circuit for a few years he 
gave up his profession for the life of a Virginia planter. 
On the nth of January, 1848, he married Lucy Penn Tay- 
lor, daughter of Henry Taylor deceased, granddaughter, of 
Jolm Taylor of Carolina, and great-granddaughter of John 
Penn, one of the signers of the Declaration of Independence 
from North Carolina. He was elected to the Virginia House 
of Delegates in 1849, and was Presiding Justice of the 
County Court of Hanover County for many years prior to 
the war. In 1858 he was commissioned Captain in the Vir- 
ginia Volunteer Cavalry. In 1859 ^^ ^^ elected to the 
State Senate as a Whig from the district composed of Hanover 
and Henrico. In i86x was elected from the County of 
Henrico to the State Convention as a Union man, and was 
the only member of that body representing a county of which 
he was a non-resident. He was opposed to separation and 
voted against secession. After the ordinance was passed, 
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however, he decided to share the fortunes of his own people, 
and took his company into active service, participating in 
the first battle of Manassas and its preliminaiy engagements. 
Subsequently he was commissioned Lieutenant-Colonel of 
the 4th Virginia Cavalry, and on 4 May, 1862, he was des- 
perately woimded at the battle of Williamsburg, and later 
taken prisoner, but was exchanged by private cartel for 
Lieutenant-Colonel (subsequently General) Thomas L. Kane 
of the Pennsylvania Bucktails Regiment and a near kinsman 
of Mrs. Wickham. 

In August, 1862, he was made Colonel of his regiment, 
and served through the campaign in the battles of Second 
Manassas, Boonsboro', Sharpsburg, and the cavalry engage- 
ments under Gen. Stuart. CoL Wickham was again 
wounded, but recovered in time to take part in the battle of 
Fredericksburg on the 12th of December, 1862. The next 
spring he was active in the conflicts preceding the battle of 
Chanccllorsville, and was posted on the right flank during 
that battle. Soon after this event he was elected to the 
Confederate Congress, but did not take his seat, remaining 
in the field with his regiment 

Col. Wickham was present with his command on the ex- 
treme left at the battle of Gettysburg, and aided in covering 
the retreat. In September, 1863, he was commissioned Briga- 
dier-General and put in command of Wickham's Brigade of Fitz. 
Lee's Division, and was active in the engagements which en- 
sued until the following February, He was with Stuart in 
the battle of the Wilderness and in that at Spottsylvania Court 
House, and was also at Cold Harbor. He served under Early 
in the VaUey campaign during the succeeding fall. 

As a cavalry leader in the war he made a reputation sec- 
ond to none in the saddle; he was one of the most skilful 
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and hardest fighters of the cavalry of the South, and led his 
men in fifty-nine engagements; when the conflict ended he 
was as much the idol of the Confederate soldier as his high- 
est ambition could have desired. 

Gen. Wickliam resigned his commission in the Confeder- 
ate anny on the 6th of October, 1864, and took his seat in 
the Confederate Congress when the session opened. He 
soon perceived that the end of the Confederacy was drawing 
near, and he had the hope that reunion could be brought 
about upon a basis which would in no way tarnish the honor 
of the armies and people of the South, and would save the 
lives of thousands of noble men and preserve some of their 
property from the wreck of war. After the surrender of the 
armies Gen. Wickham addressed himself to the effort to 
restore friendly relations between the sections, and to induce 
his fellow-citizens to accept the situation and throw off the 
gloom which surrounded them. He stood side by side with 
his old constituents and shared their fate. 

He had been educated as a Whig and a Union man. He 
regarded the Democratic party as responsible for the war 
and its results. When the war ended his political faith re- 
mained imchanged, and as the Whig party had disappeared 
he adopted the principles of the Republican party, which he 
regarded as its legitimate successor. On the 23d of April, 
1865, he, in an open letter, allied himself with that party, 
and by this step estranged many of his old associates from 
him. 

In November, 1865, Gen. Wickham was elected President 
of the Virginia Central Railroad Company. In November, 
1868, he was elected President of the Chcsap'^akc and Ohio 
Railroad Company in which the Virginia Central had been 
merged by contract between the States of Virginia and West 
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Virginia. In 1869 Gen. Wickham found it necessary to 
bring new men and means into the enterprise, and was made 
Vice-President of the Company with C. P. Huntington as 
President, and continued as such until 1875 when he was 
appointed its receiver, which position he held imtil July x, 
1878, when upon reorganization of the Company he be- 
came its second Vice-President and so continued until his 
death. 

In 1871 Gen. Wickham was elected Chairman of the Board 
of Supervisors of Hanover County, and was unanimously re- 
elected as long as he lived. 

In 1872 Gen. Wickham was a member of the Electoral 
College of Virginia and cast the vote of the State for Gen. 
Grant. In 1880 he was honored by a tender of the then 
vacant Naval Portfolio by President Hayes, but declined on 
accoimt of business engagements. He headed the Garfield 
Electoral ticket in Virginia, and in August, 1881, was ten- 
dered the Republican nomination for Governor, but owing 
to the division in the party on account of the "Mahone 
Movement," declined. This movement under the name of 
the "Coalition Readjuster Party'* he denounced, and on this 
issue was again elected to the State Senate, and was Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee of that body until his death, 
although he occupied an independent position. While not 
an impassioned speaker he was brave and calm and cool; 
and he possessed in a remarkable degree the attribute of 
personal magnetism and the capacity to arouse manifesta- 
tions of enthusiasm and personal attachment. 

On the 23d of July, 1888, he died in his oflfice in Rich- 
mond of heart failure, and "the State of Virginia bowed in 
a profounder sorrow than any that has befallen her since the 
death of Gen. Lee.'* 
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On 5 March, 1890, the General Assembly of Virginia 
adopted the following — 

•'Joint Resolution fixing a site on the Capitol Grounds for the 
statue of General Williams C. Wickham. 

'* Whereas the City of Richmond, through its council and mayor, 
has requested the Wickham monument association to present the 
statue of General Williams C. Wickham to the said City, to be 
placed by it upon one of the public parks; and whereas the whole 
State of Virginia is interested in preserving this memorial of one 
whose devotion to the Commonwealth has rendered his name 
to the people of Virginia; now, be it 

"Resolved by the Senate (the House of Delegates concurring) 
Tliat a site for the said statue, be, and the same is hereby, dedi- 
cated by the Commonwealth of Virginia in honor of his memory, 
upon such portion of the Capitol grounds as may be selected by 
a committee consisting of the President pro tetnpore of the Senate, 
the Speaker of the House of Delegates, and the Superintendent 
of public buildings and grounds; and full power and authority 
is hereby given said committee in the premises." 

On the 29th of October, 1891, there was unveiled in Mon- 
roe Park in the City of Richmond, in the presence of a vast 
assemblage of the people, Valentine's bronze statue of Gen. 
Wickham, bearing the inscription: — 

" Soldier" " Statesman " " Patriot" " Friend " 

He is represented in the uniform of a Confederate Briga- 
dier of Cavalry; and the sculptor, himself a Virginian, was 
successful in both pose and portraiture. ''As an artistic 
achievement it possesses the highest merit." The total 
height of pedestal and statue is seventeen feet, and the general 
effect is impressive and realistic. The presence of the Gov- 
ernor of Virginia, the Governor of North Carolina, Supreme 
Court Judges, Mayor and Council of the City of Richmond, 
the Veteran organizations of the Confcdenite Army, the Vol- 
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untcer Soldiery of the State and the various associations of 
organized labor (with which he was always in the closest 
touch), gave dignity to the occasion, while Gen. Fitzhugh 
Lee, the former Governor of the State (more recently Consul- 
General in Cuba and Brigadier-General, U. S. A.), delivered 
the oration, which was alike worthy of the soldier speaker 
and the soldier subject. 

Henry Taylor Wickham, son of Williams Carter and 
Lucy (Taylor) Wickham, was born at Hickory Hill in the 
County of Hanover, Virginia, 17 December, 1849. He was 
prepared for college at home schools, and in 1864 was sent 
to Washington College at Lexington, Va. (now Washington 
and Lee University). He was an inmate of the family of 
the late Gen. W. N. Pendleton, and had the advantage of re- 
suming his studies under the supervision of Gen. Robert E. 
Lee, who after the war was made President of the college. The 
influence of Gen. Lee and the desire to win his approval at all 
•times exercised a very marked influence upon the young men 
of his day. 

After completing his course there he studied law at the 
University of Virginia under Professor John B. Minor, 
graduating in 1870, and immediately began the practice of 
his profession in the city of Richmond, Va. 

Li 1S74 he was appointed Assistant Counsel for the Ches- 
apeake and Ohio Railroad Company. 

In 1879 ^ was elected to the House of Delegates of Vir- 
ginia from the County of Hanover as a "Debt-payer," 
served one term, and declined re-election in favor of Hon. 
R. H. Cardwell, now a member of the Supreme Court of 
Appeals of Virginia, whom he warmly supported. 

In 1886 he was made General Solicitor of the Chesapeake 
84 
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and Ohio RaSway Company and still holds this position. 

In 1888 he was elected to the Senate of Vii^inia to fill the 
vacancy occasioned by the death of his father, Gen. Williams 
Carter Wickham, whose statue stands in Monroe Park as 
an evidence of the love and admiration of his fellow Vir- 
ginians. 

When Mr. Wickham first entered the Senate the State of 
Virginia was being harassed by the '' Debt question/' and from 
the first he took an active part in tlie settlement of the' debt, be- 
ing a member of the Finance Committee, and the mover of 
the resolutions for the appointment of the'' Debt Commission.'' 

For several years after, as a member of the Commission, 
by his industry in investigating the problems which came up 
for solution, the financial friends which he had made in his 
business, and his active work, he did his full part in accom- - 
plishing the settlement of the question to the mutual satis- 
faction of the creditors and his Stafc. 

In 1891 he was re-elected to the Senate of Virginia, and 
again in 1895 without opposition, when he became Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee, and was also Chairman of 
the Democratic Conference of the Senate. 

In 1897 he was made the President fro tern of the Senate, 
and still holds the positions named, being agam elected 
to the Senate of Virginia without opposition. 

In 1885 Mr. Wickham married Miss Elise W. Barksdale 
of Richmond City, Va., and has two sons, Wlliams Carter 
and George Barksdale Wickham. 

He resides at Hickory Hill in the "Slashes" of Hanover, 
where he has extensive farming interests, to which he is 
delighted to give all the time that can be spared from his 
professional and public duties.

Jolin Fanning, Junior, eldest son of Lieut. John and 
Margaret (Culver) Fanning, of Groton, Conn., and grand- 
son of Edmund Fanning, Senior, the ancestor in America, 
was bom about 1688 in the town of New London, Conn., 
in that part which was in 1705 set off to form the new town 
of Groton. 

His father resided at that time on the west bank of Mystic 
River, one-half mile below the present village of Old Mystic, 
but afterward removed to his Fort Hill farm, where John 
Fanning, Junior, was brought up. 

He was admitted an inhabitant of Groton 22 May, 171 2. 
He married about the year 17 16, Deborah, daughter of Wil- 
liam and Hannah (Frink) Parke, of Preston, Conn., and 
had issue two sons, John and Thomas. His residence, at 
the time of his dcatli, cannot now be determined, but it 
was jirobably on his ftithers farm at Fort Hill. There is 
mention in his fatlier's will in 1738-9 of a path that leads to 
•* where my son John Fanning's house formerly slood." This 
path is slill used to-day, and near by are Ihc cellar holes of 
two or three old houses, one of which, no doubt, was the 
residence of John Fanning, Junior. 

In 1712 the town of Groton distributed to its inluibitants 
the reservation of the Pequot Indians at Noank. The In- 
dians had been removed in 1667 to Mashantucket. In this 
distribution of lands John Fanning, Junior, received as a 
grant from the town. Lot No, 45, second tier, second 
division. This he sold ?n the loth of January, 1714-15, 
to Edward Yeomans, and bought of the latter Lots No. 64 
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and 66 in the first tier, second division of same. The lots 
were the eighth and ninth lots south of the highway that 
was to run east and west over Fort Hill by Lieut. John 
Tanning's house, which highway was laid out by the town 
of Groton, but was never built. John Fanning also owned 
Lot No. 33, first division, first tier, which lot was originally 
laid out to him by the town 7 May, 1712. It was the sec- 
ond lot from the most northerly one in that tier, and was 
probably sold before his death, as it was not included in the 
inventory of his estate. 

John Fanning died intestate, early in life, from the cut- 
ting of an artery in his leg, and the widow Deborah was 
appointed by the Court administratrix upon his estate, and 
took oath 7 April, 17 19, which administration is recorded at 
New London, Probate Journal No. 2, p. 45. His inventory 
was taken 13 December, 1718, a copy of which is found on 
the New London Probate Records, Book B, p. 457. (Ori- 
ginally recorded 14 April, 1722, in the fourth book of Wills, 
folio 210. which book was among those destroyed by fire 6 
Scptcmly^r, 1781, when the town of New London was 
burned.) Inventory, jgi 26-25-1 ici. It mentions "debt due 
fromc an Indian sold to Mr. Nchcmiah Smith, £06-07 j-oorf.," 
and siLso mentions "2 great loots of I^nd In Nawuunck 
Neck containing 5 acres the two," Viducd at £8-0-0. The 
estate was divided 18 July, 1722, when the widow received 
one-third and the children, John and Thomas, their por- 
tion, — a double one to the eldest son John, and a single 
one to Thomas. Lieut. John Fanning, the grandfather, was 
appointed by the Court guardian over John, and William 
Parke of Preston, Conn., was appointed guardian over 
Thomas Fanning, 25 July, 1722.

Edmund Fanning, son of Capt. James Fanning, and 
great-grandson of Edmund Fanning, the first settler of the 
name in Connecticut, was born in Suffolk Co., L. I., 24 
April, 1739. He was educated at Yale College where he 
became a Berkeleian scholar and graduated with distinction 
in 1757, receiving the degree of Bachelor of Arts. He soon 
after removed to North Carolina, where he studied law with 
Attorney-General Jones of that province, was admitted to 
the bar in 1762 and settled at Hillsboro, Orange County. 

At that time William Tryon was governor of North Caro- 
lina. Tryon was trained to arms, yet was well versed in 
all the arts of diplomacy; knew when to flatter and when to 
threaten. He was cool and calculating — devoid of all re- 
ligious principles, but free from all religious intolerance. 
His administration was disturbed by the agitation caused on 
account of the excessive taxes imposed on the people, as 
well as by the knavery and venality of many of the civil 
officers. 

The Icariiing and ability of Edmund Fanning attracted the 
attention of Gov. Tryon with whom he soon became a great 
favorite. In 1765 the Governor appointed him Clerk of the 
Supreme Court, and afterwards Recorder of Deeds and 
Colonel of Militia for Orange County, which county he also 
represented in the General Assembly for several years. For 
various reasons Fanning was the most unpopular officer in

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North Carolina in 1766, and it is stated that his conduct 
more than anything else caused the insurrection of the 
Regulators of Orange County. 

In April, 1768, the inhabitants of that county banded 
together under the name of Regulators and resolved to pay 
only such taxes and fees as were imposed by tlie General 
Assembly. At the September term of the Court during the 
same year Fanning was indicted on six several counts of 
which he was found guilty; but being protected by the power 
of Gov. Ttyon, he was fined only one penny in each case. 
Three Regulators whom he had arrested and brought to 
trial before the same Court were each sentenced to pay a 
fine of £50 or to be imprisoned for six months in case the 
fine was not paid. 

During the March term of the Court in 1770 the Regulat- 
ors prevented the Judge and lawyers from attending the 
Supreme Court at Hillsboro, so that the session was ad- : 
joumed to the September term. When the people learned • 
that the Court had adjourned they proceeded to wreak ven- ' 
geance on those whom they considered their enemies. At 
an inquiry held on tlie 9th of October, 1770, relating to the 
outrages committed on this occasion, Ralph McNair, one of 
the witnesses, deposed that on the 24th of April he saw the 
Regulators at Hillsboro armed with cudgels and cowhide 
whips. He saw them beating and pursuing Col. Fanning 
until he took refuge in a store which they assaulted with 
brickbats. On the 25th of April his house was torn down 
and all the rich furniture which he had imix>rtcd from 
England destroyed. 

The same year the Regulators resisted the tax collectors, 
and beat and othenvise maltreated many of the sheriff's of- 
ficers. Col. Fanning, as the chief official of the county,

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raising a clamor against the odiousness of rebellion, called 
out the militia of Orange G>unty, but not more than one 
hundred and twenty^en responded. Gov. Tryon, as the 
King's representative, empowered Fanning to call out the 
militia of eight counties besides Orange* 

On the 24th of April, 1771, the Governor marched from 
Ncwbem at the head of a military force for the purpose of 
suppressing the Regulators and overawing the people. On 
the 9th of May he encamped near Hillsboro, where he was 
joined by Col. Fanning with a force of militia. Soon after 
the combined forces attacked the Regulators at Alkmance 
Creek, where after a conflict of two hours the Regulators 
were completely defeated. After this battle Tryon and 
Fanning resumed their march, forcing all the men on their 
route to take the oath of allegiance to the King. 

When Gov. Tryon was transferred to New York in 1771, 
Edmund Fanning accompanied him as private secretary. 
Gov. Martin, who succeeded Gov. Tryon in North Carolina, 
presented Fanning's losses to the General Assembly ; but 
that body refused to even consider the petition, and rebuked 
the Governor for thus interfering with the business of the 
House. In 1779 all of Fanning*s property in North Caro- 
lina was confiscated to the State. 

It is not improbable that Edmund Fanning's unpopular- 
ity while in North Carolina was greater than his offences 
deserved. Party spirit ran high at the time, and neither the 
members of the Assembly nor the people at large were in a 
frame of mind to do justice to opponents. Some contem- 
porary historians describe him as haughty and supercilious, 
and his conduct as an officer overbearing and extortionary; 
loading the estates of Orange County with doubt as to their 
titles, and demanding new and seemingly unnecessary deeds. 
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There can be no doubt but he was of a haughty, stern and 
unyielding disposition; but he was very highly talented and 
well educated, and is described by his political opponents 
as courteous and gentlemanly at all times. In 1771 a pam- 
phlet was published in Boston entitled, "A Fan for Fanning 
and a Torch for Tryon/* in which both were unmercifully 
excoriated. 

Soon after, the arrival of Col. Fanning in New York in 
1771 he was appointed Surrogate-General of the Province 
of New York, and in 1774 to the lucrative position of Sur- 
veyor-General by letters patent from the King as a recom- 
pense for the losses he had sustained in North Carolina, 
still retainmg the position of private secretary to the Governor. 
In the latter part of 1775 Gov. Tryon, Col. Fanning, and 
several other royalists were forced to leave New York City. 
The Governor and Col. Fanning remained on board the 
ship Duchess of Gordon until the following summer, under 
the protection of His Majesty's ships Asia and Phoenix. 

In December, 1776, Col. Fanning received a warrant from 
Gen. Howe to raise a regiment of loyalists for the King's 
ser\icc. In furtherance of this object New York contributed 
;£2,ooo, Staten Island ;£5oo, King's County £310, and Ja- 
maica £2ig. This corps was completed and mustered into 
service 8 June, 1777, under the name of the King's American 
Regiment of Foot or Associated Refugees. The regiment 
was in active service during the war, during which Col. 
Fanning was twice woimded. 

At the close of the War of the Revolution Col. Fanning 
sailed for Nova Scotia, of which colony he was appointed 
Lieutenant-Governor on the 24th of February, 1783, with a 
salary of £500 a year — no salary having previously been 
attached to that office. In explaining to the British House 
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of Commons the increase in the estimates for Nova Scotia 
for the year, Lord North stated that "it arose from the cir- 
cumstance that Col. Fanning was appointed Lieutenant- 
Governor of the Colony at a salary of £500 a year, the 
propriety of which appointment he believed no man would 
call in question when he considered the merits of that gen- 
tleman, his sufferings in the cause of tliis country, and his 
unsliakcn loyalty and attachment to his Sovereign through- 
out the whole of the American War." 

Commissioners having been appointed by Act of Parlia- 
ment to inquire into the losses and services "of all such 
persons who have suffered in their rights, properties and 
possessions during the late unhappy dissensions in America 
in consequence of their loyalty to His Majesty's government," 
Col. Fanning presented his claim for compensation to them. 
With regard to his extensive and valuable properties in New 
York and Vermont, the Commissioners refused to take these 
claims into consideration, as no proof of confiscation and 
sale could be obtained. In reference to the North Carolina 
property, he received the following letter from his agent in 
London: — 

London, June 27, 1784. 
5/r, — 

I have at last got your North Carolina schedule before the ' 
Commissioners, and was examined before the same on the 34th 
inst. You have here enclosed the amount as stated in the Schedule 
in Virginia currency, which when reduced to Sterling amounts 
t0;e2i,273. 

' I am, Sir, 

Your obedient servant 
To Gov. Fanning, John McLellan. 

Halifax, N.S. 

Mr. McLellan was a resident of Hillsboro, N. C, from 
1770 to 1777, and for several years acted under William 
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Johnson who was attorney in that province for CoL Fan- 
ning, and as such had the management of liis lands and the 
receipt of the rents thereof after Fanning went to New 
York. The Board of Commissioners closed its proceedings 
in 1789: the amount of compensation finally awarded to 
CoL Fanning for the losses he had sustained in North Caro- 
lina cannot at present be ascertained. 

Col. Fanning resided at Point Pleasant near Halifax while 
Lieutenant-Governor of Nova Scotia. There on the 30th of 
November, 1 785, lie was married to Miss Phebe Maria Bums by 
the Rev. Joshua Wingate Weeks, rector of St. Paul's Church, 
Halifax. Several historians state that Fanning married a 
daughter of Gov. Tryon, but there is not a particle of evi- 
dence to sustain the statement. The fact is tliat Gov. 
Tryon hud no daughter, at least none of marriageable age, 
during his administration of adcurs in America. 

By a despatch from Lord Viscount Sydney,. Secretary of 
State, dated at Whitehall 30th of June, 1786, Col. Fanning 
was empowered to administer the government of the Island 
of St. John (now Prince Edward Island) during the absence 
of its first governor, Walter Patterson, who was recalled to 
answer charges of mal-administration. Fanning arrived in 
Charlottetown 4 November, 1786, but Patterson refused to 
surrender to him the control of the government, alleging 
that the season was too far advanced to enable him to re- 
pair to England. On the 5th of April, 1787, a despatch 
was addressed by Lord Sydney to Patterson, dismissing him 
from office for disobedience of His Majesty's orders, and 
another was sent to Fanning confirming him in the office 
of Grovemor of the Island of St. John. This position he 
held until 5 July, 1805, when owing to failing health he 
resigned. . . 
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During Gov. Fanning's admmistration in the Island two 
provincial corps were raised by order of His Majesty; the 
barracks were rebuilt in Charlottetown by order of the Duke 
of Kent, then Commander-in-chief of the forces at Halifax; 
three troops of volunteer horse were also organized, and in 
1799 the name of the Island was changed to Prince Ed- 
ward Island in compliment to the Duke of Kent. In rec- 
ognition of his long and faithful services His Majesty granted 
Gov. Fanning a pension of ^^500 sterling per annum during 
the remainder of his life, to commence from the time of his 
delivering up the government to his successor. Col. J. F. W. 
DesBarres. He embarked for England 6 August, 1805, but 
returned to Prince Edward Island 27 November, 1807. 
He took his final departure from the Island on tlie 33d of 
November, 1813. In 1816 he closed his accounts at the 
Audit Office, London, when His Majesty's ministers, to 
mark their approval of his administration, deviated from 
their usual course and granted an increase in his salary from 
the period of his appointment in 1786 to the time of his 
resignation in 1805. 

In October, 1793, Gov. Fanning was promoted to the 
rank of Major- General in the British army; in June, 1799, 
he was further advanced to the rank of Lieutcnant-General; 
and on the 25th of April, 1803, he attained the rank of 
General. In 1764 he received the honorary degree of 
A.M. from Harvard College, and in 1772 a similar degree 
from King's (now Columbia) College and Yale also. He 
was given the degree of D.C.L. by Oxford University in 
1774. The honorary degree of LL.D. was conferred on him 
by both Yale and Dartmouth Colleges in 1803, on the 
strength of an application which he made in 1802 to his class- 
mate Burroughs, from which the following is an extract: — 
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*'It is with the most sincere and heartfelt satisfaction that I 
can say, in the time of impending ruin and meditated conflagra- 
tion, she (Yale College) owed her salvation and present existence 
to the mediatorial and supplicating influence of one of her sons 
who has, as well as her own honors, hod the honor to receive a 
Degree of Master of Arts at Cambridge College or University, 
and also at King's College or Columbian University at New York; 
was president of the Cdlege, now University in North Carolina, 
and Doctor of Laws at the University of Oxfoixl. Has been 
many years Governor, first of the proWnce of Nova Scotia, and 
now of Prince Edward Island, and also a Lieutenant-General in 
the service of the King of Great Britain or Emperor of the British 
Isles; and is now desirous of having his name appear with suitable 
distinction in the Catalogue, and receiving from them a proper 
testimonial of such his dvil, military, and literary honors/' 

As regards the claim here made that Yale College owed 
her salvation to Fanning at the time of the British invasion 
of New Haven in July, 1779, it seems probable that the 
college authorities in 1803 thought that it was not without 
foundation. We only know that Gov. Tryon was in com- 
mand of the British on that occasion and that Edmund 
Fanning was his trusted friend and secretary. The daim 
of Fanning to the presidency of a college in North Carolina 
has reference to Queen's College at Charlotte of which the 
act of incorporation in January, 1771, names him first in 
the Board of Fellows or Trustees.' 

Gen. Fanning's only son, Frederick Augustus, a cap- 
tain in the 22d regiment of British infantry, died unmarried 
32 September, i8i2| shortly after returning from the East 
Indies, The General never fully recovered from the loss of 
his son. He died at 7 Upper Seymour Street, Kensington, 
London, on the 28th of February, iSiS, at the age of sev-

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enty-nine years, and was buried in the vault under the 
chancel of Kensington Church. The Centteman^s Magazine 
of the time published the following notice of his death: — 

"General Edmund Fanning died in London at an advanced 
age. The world contained no better man in all the relations of 
life as a friend, landlord and master. He lost a large property 
by raising a regiment in the Revolution. He was Lieutenant- 
Governor of Nova Scotia. Next he was Governor of Prince 
Edward Island nineteen years. He resigned from ill health and 
to attend to his private affairs to the grief of all. He left a widow 
and three accomplished daughters." 

A mural tablet to his memory is placed in Kensington 
Church, and another adorns the walls of St. Paul's Episcopal 
Church, Charlottetown, Prince Edward Island, of which the 
following b a copy: —

**A/y dear General: 

I do myself the pleasure to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter of the 12 th Dec' last, with its indosures, and feel 
satisfied from the whole tenor of my conduct towards you from 
our first acquaintance, that you must be convinced that I could 
have no greater gratification than in serving you as far as lays in 
my power. Under these circumstances I have the less hesitation 
in giving you my candid opinion respecting your Son's promotion, 
which is that, according to the existing rules at the Horse Guards, 
he has no chance of getting a Company after 5 years service, un- 
less by Regimental Seniority, without his pretensions are founded 
upon your just claims to such a favor in consideration of your . 
long and faithful services both civil and military. I have not 
therefore stirred in the business from a conviction that the little

^'In the name of God, Amen. I Edmund Fanning, L.L.D. and 
General in the army, at present resident in Prince Edward Island, 
but bcipg about to embark for the Kingdom of Great Britain, and 
being of sound mind and memory, blessed be God, therefore do 
make this, my last Will and Testament, in manner following that 
is to say; First I give and recommend my Soul into the hands of 
Almighty God that gave it and my body to the earth to be buried 
in a decent manner, and as touching such worldly estate where- 
with it has pleased God to bless me, I give, dei-ise and bequeath 
the same in manner and form following: In the first place I 
desire that all my just debts be paid and satisfied, and after pay- 
ment thereof I do hereby give, bequeath and devise to my beloved 
wife Phoebe Maria Fanning her Heirs and Assigns forever, the 
three farms lately conveyed to her with the stock and farming 
utensils thereon, and every other Horse, Cattle, and other thing 
usually called hers. Item I give and bequeath to my said beloved 
wife, an annuity or dear yearly Rent Charge, of Two hundred 
Dollars to become payable out of and chargeable upon the Rents 
issuing out of my lands, houses and tenements on my half of Lot 
or Township Number (65) Sixty-five, so long as she shall remain 
my widow, and in case of her intermarriage, then and thereafter 
an annuity of one hundred dollars chargeable in like manner, 
durin.^ the term of her natural life which said annuity together

Dower, and all other claims whatsoever, and I do direct that my 
plate, Horses, Carriages, household furniture and other effects 
whatsoever, not otherwise disposed of by me, be sold and dis- 
posed of by public auction within six months after my decease 
and that a credit of twelve months be allowed to the purchasers 
for any sum exceeding five pounds on their giving security to the

THE CONTENTION OF GEN. EDMUND TANNING'S WILL.* 

Gen. Edmund Fanning's brother, Phineas Fanning, of 
Long Island, had a son Barclay, a lieutenant in the King's 
American Regiment in 1777. He after\vards attained the 
rank of captain and was retired on half pay. He married 
in Nantucket and died, it is believed, in London. This 
Capt. Barclay Fanning had a son Edmund, who was born in 
Nantucket in 1785 and who followed the sea. He visited 
Prince Edward Island, and stayed with his grand-imcle, 
the General, for considerable spaces of time. During these 
visits Gen. Fanning often remarked to him that if he had a 
son bom to him and named him after his (the General's) 
son, he would remember him in his will. Edmund Fanning, 
the sea captain, Iiad for his first child a son bom at Nan- 
tucKpt 28 December, 18081 whom he named Edmund 
Frederick Augustus, who like his father followed the sea. 

The General by his will devised entail male to his rela- 
tion, Edmund Frederick Augustus Fanning, whom he 
therein describes as ''a minor son of Capt. Edmund Fanning,

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Grandson of his deceased afifcctionate brother, Col. Phineas 
Fanning, of Long Island/' 10,000 acres of land in Township 
No. 67, two town lots in Charlottetown, and nine pasture 
lots containing twelve acres each in Charlottetown Roy- 
alty, all in Prince Edward Island; also 5,000 acres of land 
adjoining the land of his father in the State of Vermont; 
and the Island called Oak Island or Fanning's Island (con- 
taining about 1,000 acres) and eight lots in the Town of 
Fanningsburg (now Wallace) in Nova Scotia. Township 
No. 67 is one of the sixty-seven townships into which Prince 
Edward Island was laid off when originally granted by the 
Crown. It contained in all 28,480 acres, and on May 36, 
1J329, the boundaries of that portion of it devised to Edmund 
F. A, Fanning were defined under an agreement entered 
into between him and the three daughters and co- heiresses 
of Gen. Fanning. 

By deeds of lease and release dated 24th and 25th of 
September, 1830, and in consideration of 3i,2oo Edmund 
F. A. Fanning granted and conveyed to the General's three 
daughters all the land so devised to him in ?Knce Edward 
Island, without barring the entail therein. 

In 1S44 he commenced legal proceedings to repossess 
himself of the property he had sold on the plea of his non- 
age at the time of the sale and conveyance. He employed 
the late Jonathan Shore of Boston, Mass., to conduct these 
proceedings, who retained the Hon. James H. Peters, then 
Solicitor-General of Prince Edward Island, to bring an 
action of ejectment for the two town lots in order to test 
the question. With Mr. Peters were associated as counsel 
the Attorney-General Hon. Robert Hodgson (afterwards Sir 
Robert Hodgson, Kt.) and Hon. Alexander Stewart, an 
eminent counsel of Nova Scotia, and aftenvards Master of

the Rolls of that province. The defendants were repre- 
sented by Edward Pahner (afterwards Chief Justice of 
Prince Edward Island) and Hon. James W. Johnston, the 
Attorney-General and subsequently Equity Judge of Nova 
Scotia. The grounds of defence were: — 

(i) That Fanning had, by various acts after attaining his 
majority, confirmed the deeds of conveyance. 

(3) That he was an alien, and hence not entitled to recover. 

A very large outlay was incurred in counsel fees and in 
obtaining evidence in England and the United States by 
commissions issued for that purpose and in otherwise pre- 
paring for the trial. For various reasons the trial was de- 
layed from term to term until the first of January, 1848, 
when Fanning died at Oak Island, Nova Scotia, leaving 
three minor sons surviving him: another son was born after 
his death. On the 29th of September, 1848, Mr. Peters 
was raised to the Bench. The conduct of the suit was then 
transferred to Attorney- General Hodgson and afterwards to 
Charles PaKner as attorney for the plaintiffs. Mr. Palmer 
obtained leave to amend the declaration by adding counts 
in the names of the infant heirs, which in some degree al- 
tered the features of the plaintiff's title and of the defence. 
Attorney-General Sir William Young of Nova Scotia (sub- 
sequently Chief Justice Sir William Young of that province) 
was retained to assist Mr. Palmer. 

The appointment of Attorney-General Hodgson as Chief 
Justice in 1853 operated as an additional barrier to the 
suit, as the Bench of the Supreme Court was now entirely 
composed of two of the former counsel for the plaintiff. 
Added to this Mrs. Fanning, after her husband's death, 
removed wth her young children to Richmond, Ind., and 
their helpless ages and distant residence as well as her want

of pecuniary means tended further to delay tlie trial. Ow- 
ing to ttese reasons proceedings were suffered to lapse for a 
number of years. 

In 1871 proceedings were renewed to recover the property 
in question at the instance of the sons of Edmund Frederick 
Augustus Fanning, the youngest of whom had then attained 
full age. They retained Messrs. Alley and Davies» a firm 
of leadmg attorneys in Charlottetown, who took active and 
energetic measures to enforce the claims of the plaintiffs. 
Two ejectment suits were at once commenced, one against 
Lady Wood and Miss Fanning for the recovery of the two 
town lots in Charlottetown, and the otlier against John 
Henry Gates for the recovery of certain pasture lots in 
Charlottetown Royalty, which he held under a title derived 
from the GeneraPs daughters. 

In bringing the former suits it was assumed that Edmund 
F. A. Fanning was bom on the 28th of December, /^o^, 
but on careful investigation by Messrs. Alley and Davics it 
was found that the date of his birth was the 28th of Decem- 
ber, i^oB, as recorded in the family Bible, and tluit he was 
of full age when he executed the conveyances of the lands 
in question. (See note on page 353.) The following are the 
grounds upon which the claims of the sons were based :^ — 

(i) That Edmund F. A. Fanning was of age when he 
executed the lease and release to Lady Wood and the Misses 
Fanning in 1830, and being tenant in tail, his life interest 
only passed under the deed, as the entail had never been 
barred, 

(2) That the right of liis sons to make an entry or bring 
an action to recover the lands first accrued at the time of 
his death on the first of January, 1848; and that as they 
were all at that time under the disability of infancy, the 
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Statute of Limitation would not bar their claim until the 
expiration of ten years after the removal of such disability. 
That the eldest son, John B. Fanning, was bom on the 
X4th of January, 1842, and became of age on the 13th of 
January, 1863, and consequently would not be barred from 
bringing his action until January, 1873. 

The surviving daughters of Gen. Fanning, Lady Wood 
and Miss Farming, were represented in these suits by Ed- 
ward Jar\'i5 Hodgson, afterwards one of the Judges of the 
Supreme Court of Prince Edward Island. The suits were 
brought to issue and notices of trial were given therein for 
June, 187 1, when the trials were postponed at the instance 
of the defendants on the ground of the absence of material 
witnesses. Notice of trial was then immediately renewed in 
each suit for the next term of the Supreme Court held in 
January, 1872, and active steps were taken to bring them 
then peremptorily to trial. Witnesses were brought at great 
expense from Indiana, Rhode Island and Nova Scotia, but 
the trials were again postponed owing to the illness of 
Edward J. Hodgson, the counsel for defendants. 

Before this last postponement negotiations were com- 
menced between the attorneys on both sides with a view to 
compromise. These negotiations led to a setdement bemg 
effected, shortly after the sitting of the Court, on the follow- 
ing terms: — 

(x) The defendants to give up to the plaintiUs the two 
town lots immediately. 

(2) The defendants to give up, after the death of Lady 
Wood, so much of the xo,ooo acres as was then in their 
possession. A few hundred acres, it was said, had been 
disposed of. 

(3) No claim for mesne profits to be made. 
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(4) No claim to be made by the plaintiiTs on purchasers 
of pastxure lots, and Lady Wood's title to be confirmed. 

(5) Plaintiffs and defendants to pay their own costs. 

An agreement embodying these terms was signed by the 
attorneys on both sides on the nth of April, 1872. On the 
following day news was received of the death of Lady Wood 
who expired on the 19th of March previously. It appeared 
by later intelligence that under her will, dated 5th of May, 
1870, she had devised the lands in litigation as well as all 
her other lands in Prince Edward Island to the Chief Jus- 
tice and Attorney-General of said Island, the Rev. Charles 
Lloyd, B. A., of Englishcombe near Bath, and Edward Jar- \ 
vis Hodgson, her attorney, in trust, to sell the same except ; 
the two tow][i lots and to pay the interest of the proceeds to 
her sister. Miss Fanning, for life, and after her death, out 
of one-half the proceeds of such sale to institute an asylum 1 
for deaf and dumb persons bom in Prince Edward Island, 
and to apply the other lialf for the benefit of the Micmac i 
Indians frequenting the said Island; and that the trustees 
should hold the town lots after the death of Miss Fanning to 
build thereon the said asylum for the deaf and dumb. 

This state of affairs gave rise to new complications in the 
carrying out of the agreement previously made, and neces- 
sitated proceedings in Chancery against Miss Fanning and 
the trustees of Lady Wood's will for specific performance of 
its terms, A suit was accordingly brought to which no de- 
fence was entered, and a decree was made vesting in the 
heirs of Edmund F. A. Fanning all the estate of Lady Wood 
and Miss Fanning in the lands embraced in the agreement, 
and directing that the trustees under Lady Wood's will 
should be the trustees of the said land and should hold the 
same for the claimants pursuant to the terms of the agree- 
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mcnt. After the particular farms in Township No. 67 were 
set off for the Fanning heirs under the direction of the 
Court, in order to make up the 10,000 acres, there still re- 
mained subject to Lady Wood's will 2,889 ^^^^ in the Town- 
ship as well as a number of town and pasture lots held by 
her at the time of her death. The 10,000 acres awarded to 
the Fanning brothers were sold by them to the government 
of Prince Edward Island for $25,250 on the 5th of January, 
1877. The two town lots were sold at auction and realized 
S6,ooo. 

With regard to the remainder of Lady Wood's lands in 
Prince Edward Island as herein stated the trusts of the 
will are up to the present time unexecuted. Rev. Charles 
Lloyd expressly renounced the trusteeship, and the other 
trustees have not actively assumed the duties devolving on 
them. 

Of the sons of Edmund Frederick Augustus Fanning, 
John B., the eldest, died intestate and without issue, during 
the pendency of the litigation. The fund derived from the 
sale of the Prince Edward Island lands was therefore divided 
between his surviving brothers, William W., Sylvester H., 
and Edmund F. A. Fanning. 

THE MEMBERS OF GEN. EDMUND FANNINCS FAMILY WHO 
SURVIVED HIM. 

The widow of Gen. Fanning died at Bath, England, 
on the 7th of May, 1853. Her remains were interred at 
Lansdown, Somersetshire, 

In 1849 ^he house in which Gen. Fanning and his fam- 
ily resided in Charlottetown, Prince Edward Island, was 
destroyed by fire. Among the few articles saved was the 
fly-leaf of the family Bible, the only unbumed portion 
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thereof. The entries on this fly-leaf were in the handwriting 
of Gen. Fanning, and contained the records of his marriage 
and the baptism of his eldest child: — 

''This b to certify that Colonel Fanning, Lieutenant Governor 
of Nova Scotia, was married to Miss Phcbe Maria Bums on the 
30*^ day of November 1785 by lum who is with great Respect 
and Esteem his most faithful and very humble servant, 

J. W. Weeks.

''This is to certify to whomsoever it may concern that Louisa 
Augusta Fanning daughter of his Excellency Lieut. Governor 
Fanning & Phcbe Maria Fanning his Wife was baptised by me 
at Point Pleasant on Sunday 22*** October 1786 in the Paridi of 
St Pauls and Province of Nova Scotia.

The paper containing these memoranda remained succes- 
sively in the possession of Mrs. Fanning and her daughters 
imtil their deaths, when, with other family papers, it passed 
into the hands of relatives. Copies of these papers are on 
file in the High Court of Justice, Chancery Division, London, 
England. 

Louisa Augusta, the eldest child of Gen. Fanning, mar- 
ried Sir Gabriel Wood, a Commissary in the British Army. 
He died without issue at Bath, England, on the 29th of 
October, 1845, ^^^ ^^ buried at Lansdown. In accord- 
ance with the provisions of his >vill the Sir Gabriel Wood's 
Mariners' Asylum of Greenock, Scotland, was founded by 
his widow. Lady Wood, and his sister, Miss Frances Ann 
Wood of Greenock, as a harbor of refujjc for aged seamen. 
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These estimable ladies retained a potential voice in the admin- 
istration of the asylum during their lives, always exercising 
their powers with much zeal and discrimination! besides gen- 
erously contributing to the endowment of the institution. 

Lady Wood died at Bath on Tuesday, the 19th of March, 
1872, in the eighty-sixth year of her age, and was buried at 
Lansdown on the 26th of March. In the obituary notice 
of her the BaXh Exfrtss said: — "By the death of Lady 
Wood the poor of this city and elsewhere have lost an ever 
kind and liberal friend and many charitable institutions an 
uniform supporter." When apprised of her death the 
trustees of the Sir Gabriel Wood Asylum ordered liour flags 
to be displayed on the institution. The same ceremony was 
performed at the Mid Church by order of the magistrates, 
and the ships in the harbor of Greenock showed tlicir flags 
at halfmast imtil after the hour fixed for her interment. 

Lady Wood's will, which is very lengthy, contains a num- 
ber of charitable bequests; all her property in Prince Ed- 
ward Island being devised (after the death of her sister 
Maria) to founding a deaf and dumb asylum in that island 
and aiding the Micmac Indians. 

Mariah Susanna Matilda, the third child of Gen. Fanning, 
resided at Bath after her father*s death, where she died un- 
married on the 6th of February, 1879, in the eighty- 
eighth year of her age, and was buried at Lansdown. (See 
pp. 167 and 168.) 

The following is a copy of her last will and testjunent: — 

"This is the last will and testament of me Maria Susanna 
Matilda Fanning formeriy of No. 3 the Circus, Bath, in the County 
of Somerset but now of No. 4 Royal Crescent, Bath aforesaid, 
spinster, and I hereby revoke all otlier wills by me heretofore 
made and appointing my dear sister Margaret William Tr>'on 
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Cumberland wife of Lt CoL Bentinck Hany Cumberland of 
Enham Lodge» Leamington, Warwickshire and William Ford Es- 
quire of South Square, Grays Inn, London, Solicitor, to be Ezecu- 
tors of this my last wQl. 

" Firstly I direct that all my just debts shall be paid as soon 
as they conveniently may be after my decease. To each of my 
Executors above named I give respectively the sum of ;£z5o each. 
To my Brother-in-law Lt. Col. Bentinck Harry Cumberland I 
give and bequeath the sum of ^£500 for his life, and at his decease 
the same sum to be conveyed to my God Son Robert Bruce 
Walsand third son of the late Rev. Theodore Augustus Walsand 
of Lee in the County of Kent, absolutely. I also give and be- 
queath to my cousin WiUiam Fanning Wickham, of Hanover 
Court House, Hanover County, near Richmond, Virginia, in the 
United States of America, the sum of j^soo absolutely and even- 
tually all my plate engraved with the arms of Fanning. I give 
and bequeath to my sister Margaret William Tryon Cumberland 
all my trinkets, wardrobe and personal property of every kind. 
As to the personal property of my sister the late Dame Louisa 
Augusta Wood omitted to be disposed of by her said will which 
2nay have devolved upon me and my sister Mrs. Cumberland as 
next of kin to the said Dame Louisa Augusta Wood, I give and 
bequeath my share of the same and upon the decease of my sbter 
Mrs. Cumberland the same to be conveyed to the Trustees for 
the time being of the Asylum or Institution established by the 
said Dame Louisa Augusta Wood and the late Miss Frances 
Ann Wood near Greenock called Sir Gabriel Woods Mariners 
Asylum to be held by their heirs, survivors and assigns up>on and 
for the like trusts and piuposes as are declared in and by a Deed 
of Constitution dated the 23rd day of May 1854 and a Deed 
of Alteration dated the isth day of January 1S58. The amount of 
the general Bequests and expenses contingent on the execution of 
this my last wiU and testament to be defrayed out of my Russian 
.Bonds of 1862 and the amount awarded me by the Land Com- 
missioners under the Land Purchase Act of Prince Edward 
Island in 1875. 'f ^^ balance I bequeath to my sister Mrs. Cum- 
berland for her lifetime and at her decease to be conveyed to the 
Trustees of the Institution of the deaf and dumb in Prince Ed- 
ward Island, British North America. Lastly I revoke all former 
or other wills or testamentary dispositions by me made at any 
time heretofore and declare tliis to be my last will and testament. 
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''In Witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand thb 34th day 
of March X879. 

Maria Susanna Matilda Fanning/' 
'* Witness. Charles Coward Clark 
70 Miles Building, Bath. 
Lucy Anderton Loyds Maid 
4 Royal Crescent" 
''In Faith and Testimony whereof these letters Testimonial 
are issued. 

'' Given at London as to the time of the aforesaid search and 
the sealing of these Presents this 14th day of October 1879.

Margaret William Tryon, the fourth and youngest child 
of Gen. Fanning, was married to Capt. Bentinck Harry 
Cumberland of the 96th Regiment of Infantry in the British 
army, on the 23d of November, 1833, in All Saints' Church, 
Parish of Marylebone, London, England. Shortly after the 
marriage they went to Prince Edward Island, where Capt. 
Cumberland was commandant of the garrison at Charlotte- 
town, i- By the marriage the Captain acquired Township 
No. 6$, a tract of about 20,000 acres of land near Charlotte- 
town which was let to tenants on long leases. Capt. Cum- 
berland and his wife lived on a fine farm at the entrance to 
Charlottetown harbor known as Warren Farm. Here they 
resided until 1858, when they returned to England, where 
Capt. Cumberland attained the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. 
He died at his residence, Enham Lodge, Leamington, War- 
wickshire, on the 30th of Jime, 1880, without issue. 

The Hon. George Alley, at present a County Judge of 
Prince Edward Island, gives the following account of Capt. 
Cumberland: — "I knew Capt. Cumberland and his wife 
very well. The Captain was a very tall, handsome, and 
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well-proportioned man of striking appearance. He had two 
pronounced cliaracteristics — stammering and swearing. He 
was also professedly a very devout man, and he obliged all 
his farm servants to attend family prayers conducted by him 
night and morning. I have understood that after his return 
to England his fine appearance and soldierlike bearing attracted 
the attention of the Duke of Cambridge, the Conunander-in- 
chief, at a military review wliich the Captain attended as a 
spectator. Through the Duke's influence he was reinstated 
in the army with a lieutenant-colonePs conunission." 

By his will dated the first of February, 1876, Lieut.-Col. 
Cumberland bequeathed all his lands and personal estate to 
the use of his dear wife, Margaret William Tryon Cumber- 
land, and his nephews Col. Charles Edward Cumberland, 
R. E., and the Rev. Henry Cumberland Stuart, upon trust, 
to sell with his wife's consent all such estate as shall not con- 
sist of money. He left to his niece, Adela Russell Cumber- 
land, the income arising from his Prince Edward property. 
By a codicil dated the 3d of April, 1879, he directed that 
the sum of £1,000, in lieu of the Prince Edward property, 
which he had sold, should be held in trust, the income aris- 
ing therefrom to be applied to the use of his niece, Adcla j 
RusscU Cumberland, during her life, and the said sum to be \ 
thereafter divided among her children in such manner as 
she may by her last will direct. 

The will with the codicil was pro%*ed at London on the 
17th of November, 1881, by Margaret William Tryon, the 
widow, and the Rev. Henry Cumberland Stuart, two of 
the executors to whom letters of administration were granted. 

Mrs, Margaret William Tryon Cumberland, the last de- 
scendant of Gen. Edmund Fanning, died at Enham Lodge 
in April, 1887, (Sec Appendix H.) 
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JOHN* FANNING (No. 59). 

(For Genealogical data, see p. 113.) 

Jolin Fanning, eldest son of John and Deborah (Parke) 
Fannmg, was bom in Groton, Conn., in 171 7 or 17 18. His 
father died while he was an infant, and his grandfather, 
Lieut. John Fanning, with whom he resided on Fort Hill 
until maturity, was appointed his guardian. He inher- 
ited from liis grandfather at his death in 1738-9 the 
greater part of the Fort Hill farm, estimated at 114J acres, 
the southern part of the farm being left to the Lieutenant's 
four daughters. John Fanning sold his share with, the 
homestead buildings thereon, for £;itoo to Deacon Nathan 
Smith, 23 April, 1744. 

On the sth of March, 1745-6, he bought of John Dunbar 
a fifty-acre farm in Groton with dwelling-house and sawmill 
at Burnett's Corners (now so called).* The sawmill was later 
known as the Crary sawmill, and was afterwards used as a 
gun shop and is now a machine shop owned by Minor Bacon. 
It is on the road leading north from Burnett's Comers, about 
a quarter of a mile from the centre of the village. 

The dwelling-house was located where Minor Bacon's 
house now stands, but was torn down previous to z8o6, the 
year of the erection of the present building. A few rods 
cast of this is the Jabez Watrous house, built in 1829. 

On the 27th of Aug., 1746, John Fanning bought of 
Thomas Chipman 57 acres more adjoining his farm in two 
tracts, one of 20 and the other of 37 acres,* thus increasing 
his farm to 107 acres. His purchase had a grist-mill, fulling-

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mill and '^ mansion'' house on it. The grist-mill has since 
been made into a ropewalk, and is now owned by Dr. 
Leandcr Barber. The fuUing-mill was east of the grLst- 
mill on Mill Brook, and was afterwards made into a sash 
and blind factory, but was long ago torn down. 

The mansion house purchased with this tract was on the 
south side of the road to Old Mystic, directly opposite the 
house now owned and occupied by Miss Lucy Houch, but 
was torn down many years ago. The old well remains and 
the site of the building is easily discernible. He purchased 
23 Dec., 1749, of Peter Crary, Junior, thirteen acres of land 
for £265.* This land adjoined his other property on the 
south side of the post-road, and was easterly of it, extending 
to the brook. In his deed, Crary reserved a spot four rods 
square, where "the Bodyes of some persons Lyes Interred 
for the use of a bureing place." John Fanning operated 
this mUl property only a few years, however. The fifty acres 
he sold to Daniel Fish 10 Nov., 1749, for £1250.* Forty 
acres, which included the thirteen acres purchased of Peter 
Crary and part of the land purchased of Thomas Chipman, 
he sold 8 Oct., 1750, to Henry Williams for jS245o.' Sixteen 
acres had previously been sold 10 Nov., 1746, to Peter 
Crary for ^£139/ In the forty-acre tract is located the Crary 
burying-ground just south of the post-road. The west line 
of the entire property south of the post-road extended from 
the "Comers'* south by Mj-stic highway about eighty rods, 
thence east, and thence north eighty rods, to Mill Brook, 
thence down the brook, joining tlie tliirtcen acres bought of

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Peter Crary. The south lx>und of the farm was Mill Brook. 
A brook also formed the east bound of that portion south of 
the post-road. 

After selling his property at Burnett's Comers, John Fan- 
ning purcliased a hoase lot with building thereon, at Noank. 
It was the 4th lot in the first tier, first division of lots laid 
out to the inhabitants of Groton in 171 2, and originally 
granted to Samuel Rogers. Fannmg bought it of Samuel 
Clark 22 Dec., 1752, and resided tliereon a few years.* 

There his daughter, Lucy Fanning Watson, was bom in 
1755. In March, 1756, he sold the property for £ico to 
Deacon James Morgan, who ' owned the lot adjoining nor- 
therly (No. 5) having bought it in 1 720 of Lieut. John Fanning. 

After disposing of his Noank lot, he removed to Stonington 
village, and, preferring commerce to agriculture, entered into 
mercantile business, and became the owner of several vessels. 

He eventually failed, and, selling out, he left Stonington . 
with his family, intending to establish himself on Otter 
Creek, Vt., but owing to the difficulties of travelling in those 
days, advanced no further than Walpolc, N. H.,* where he 
settled. After a few years* residence in New Hampshire, 
becoming discontented, he descended the Connecticut River 
with his family, and located at Little Egg Harbor, N. J. 

While residing there tlie war of the Revolution broke out.

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Imbued with the patriotic fervor which animated his family, 
he immediately embarked in the cause of the struggling 
colonies. He built and fitted out a privateer, but had com- 
manded her only a few days when he was captured by a 
British cruiser and transferred to the Stromboli prison ship 
in Nev/ York Harbor, where he died in 1781. His three sons, 
who were officers in tlie American Navy, also met untimely 
deaths. His widow, Abigail, died at Little Egg Harbor, 
•N. J., 27 Sept., 1777, of the "dead palsey." 

The Stromboli prison ship, on which John Fanning died, 
was an old transport changed into a floating prison for cap- 
tured American seamen and anchored near Paulus Hook, 
'the s\:ifferings of these prisoners were almost indescribable. 
Their food consisted of an insufficient supply of mouldy 
biscuit, sour flour and meal, damaged peas, and condemned 
beef and pork which was boiled in a large copper kettle. 
They were imprisoned in the hold, which reeked with filth 
and vermin, the prisoners being allowed no opportunity to 
clean it. Every morning the harsh command came below, 
*• Rebels., turn out your dead." The dead were selected, 
each sewn in his blanket, if he had one, and thus conveyed 
in a boat to the shore by his companions under a guard, and 
hastily buried. Every morning the prisoners brought their 
bedding on deck to be aired. After washing the decks, they 
were allowed to remain above until sunset, when they were 
ordered below with the savage command, "Down, Rebels, 
down,'^ and the hatches closed. In the latter years of the 
war the Stromboli w;is used as an hospital ship. 

Captain William Watson, the husband of John Faniiing's 
youngest daughter Lucy, was imprisoned on board this ship 
for some time. On the loth of Novemter, 1781, his house 
at Burlington, N. J., was set on fire and liimself taken pris- 
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oner by the infamous refugee, Joe MuUiner, who carried 
him to the New York provost, by whom he was lodged in 
prison: but becoming sick from ill treatment, he was trans- 
ferred to the Stromboli hospital ship, in which he was de- 
tained until exchanged on the loth of March following. 
Joe Mulliner was afterwards hanged at Burlington for his 
niunerous crimes. 

The name of Abigail, wife of John Fanning, appears on 
the church records at Groton, Conn., where she was received 
into full communion 8 Nov., 1743.

CAPTAIN THOMAS* FANNING (No. 60). 

(For Genealogical data, see page 183.) 

Captain Thomas Fanning was bom in Groton, Conn., in 
lyig. The same year his father, John Fanning, Junior, 
prematurely died from the severing of an artery in his leg, 
leaving Thomas and an elder brother, John, both mere in- 
fants. Thomas was placed under the guardianship of his 
grandfather, William Park, of Preston, by the Probate Court 
at New London, 35 July, 1722, and John under that of his ; 
grandfather, Lieut. John Fanning, of Groton. 1 

. When of a suitable age, Thomas was apprenticed to the 
carpentry trade, which he successfully followed for several 
years. On the death of his grandfather Fanning in 1739, he 
received a legacy of five pounds sterling; the homestead 
property on Fort Hill and all its appurtenances being left to 1 
his elder brother John- Thomas inherited, however, from ; 
his grandfather, William Park, half of his farm of 190 acres, ' 
that lay partly in Preston, partly in Groton, and partly in 
Stonington, and which now forms part of the Appleton Main 
farm. 

After marrying Elizabeth, daughter of Walter and Hope | 
(Whipple) Capron, in 1744, Thomas purchased of Deacon 
Jonathan Brewster of Preston 24 January, 1746-7, for £1600 
a farm of one hundred acres "with a new bam thereon," 
situated in the northern part of Groton (now Ledyard) near 
the Preston line, at a place now called Shewville. This one 
hundred acres was part of Captain Joseph Latham's two hun- 
dred acre grant, that he sold to Deacon Brewster in 1739.* 
It is seven miles southeast of Norwich, and adjoins the lo- 
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cality known as Preston Plains. He no doubt built during 
that year the house now standing on this property, which may 
therefore rightly be called one of the oldest Fanning houses 
remaining. It is on the northeasterly side of the road, right 
in the middle of this litde hamlet or factory village. In fact, 
this is about the only farmhouse there, the remaining build- 
ings being the Post Office, sawmill, and buildings attached 
to them, and a dozen small houses connected with the mill 
property. Pine trees stand in front of the farmhouse; and 
the entrance, which was in early times at the southeast end, 
is now on the southwest side, facing the road which runs 
southeast and northwest. The old stone chimney, which 
originally occupied the centre of the building, was removed 
some years ago for need of room, and in its place a modem 
chimney erected. Otherwise the house is little changed from 
its early appearance. 

Thomas built a sawmill on Poquetanuck River, which ran 
through the farm near his dwelling-house. This sawmill 
was known for many years as Fanning^s SawmilL It re- 
mained a sawmill until after Elisha Ayer, Senior's, owner- 
ship, when at his death in 1853, other mills were added to 
the property. A shingle-mill and grist-mill were constructed, 
as well as a woollen-mill and blacksmith shopi and buildings 
for carding machinery, clothiers' work, and wagon-making. 

In 1763 Thomas Fanning added to his farm fifty-four 
acres, which he bought of Ebenezer Avery, but in Z770 he 
disposed of thirty acres to John Avery, leaving his farm in 
extent about one hundred and twenty acres. 

Thomas Fanning was prominent in town affairs, his name 
appearing on the Groton records at nearly all the meetings- 
He held many offices of trust and honor. In 1752 he was 
chosen Surveyor of Highways, which position he filled for 
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fourteen years. He was Selectman in 1775 *^d 1776, during 
the troublesome times of the Revolutionary War. On the 
10th of October, 1765, the General Assembly of the Colony 
of Connecticut appointed him ist Lieutenant of the 5th 
Company or "Trainband" in the town of Groton, and in 
October, 1771, he was appointed Captain. 

At the outbreak of the Revolution he espoused with heart 
and soul the cause of his native land, and opened the first 
recruiting office in the State of Connecticut, afterward ap- 
pointed by the Government. Being too old for active ser- 
vice, the Government continued him in the recruiting de> 
partment He was, however, well represented in the field, as 
five of his six sons, inflamed by the enthusiasm of their father, 
took up arms in defence of American liberty; the sixth being 
too young to bear arms, as he was only ten years of age and 
an invalid. Of the five sons who did enlist, Frederick was 
only seventeen, Elkanah nineteen, and Thomas twenty-two 
years of age at the time. 

At Captain Thomas Fanning's death in December, 1787, 
tae -widow Zl:zabeth was appointed administratrix by the 
Probate Court at Stonington, but she declined to serve, and 
upon her suggestion letters of administration were granted to 
her son. Captain Charles Fanning, of Preston, 34 December, 
1787, who executed the trust 

The homestead farm passed from the heirs to Frederick 
Fanning, he bu>"ing out the rights of his brothers in 1789, 
and occupying the premises. Captain Thomas' son, Elisha, 
daughters Hope and Prudence and the Widow Elizabeth, 
retained their equity in the property. On the 25th April, 
1793, Frederick Fanning sold the farm of 136 acres, except- 
ing above equity, to Elisha Aycr, Senior, who married his 
sister Hope. The house was not occupied, however, by 
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him, but by his sons, Elislia, Junior, and Frederick Ayer. 
By will of Elisha Ayer, Senior, who died 20 June, 1853, the 
Fanning farm with the exception of four acres, including the 
Mill, which he ordered to be sold, descended to Ws grand- 
children, James, Frederick, and Lovisa Ayer, children of 
Frederick. The two former gave their share to their sister 
Lovisa, who married Arden Moffitt, and who thereupon 
occupied the homestead. Elisha and Frederick Ayer lived 
at the Fanning homestead until the latter's death in 1821. 
Elisha then moved to Northampton, Mass. Later the farm 
was sold to Philip Karoli, who occupies it at the present 
time, 1904. (See photogravure of house.) Captain Charles 
Fanning, as administrator of Captain Thomas Fannmg's es- 
tate, sold the sawmill and privileges attached to same and 
also eighteen acres of land on Poquetanuck Brook to Captain 
Frederick Fanning, his brother, 15 April, 1790. Frederick 
sold the sawmill and dam privileges to Joseph Latham of 
Groton for £^0. Latham died about, or previous to, 1799, 
and willed the mill and privileges to his sons Jonas, Cyrus, 
and William Latham, who disposed of it in 1806 and 180S, 
to William Witter of Preston. Witter sold it to Thomas 
Hallet of Groton, 24 May, 1809, and Hallct to Elisha Ayer, 
Senior, of Groton, 16 February, 1814. 

Elisha Ayer also bought one-fourth of an acre of land 
with dwelling-house adjoining the mill property on the wc^t 
side of the brook. He owned and operated the mills imtil 
his death in 1853. The mill property was then sold to Eben- 
ezer Stoddard. From him it passed to the Brown Brothers, 
and they sold it to A. P. Sturtcvant of New York (proprietor 
of the well-known hotel, the Sturtcvant House), and from 
whose son-in-law, Mr. Shew, the factory village received its 
name, "Shcwville.*' The Sturtcvant heirs have since that 
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time sold their interest in the property it is stated. 

Captain Thomas Fanning died intestate at Groton on the 
15th of December, 1787, in the 68th year of his age, and was 
buried in the Preston Plains Cemetery, where his gravestone 
still stands (1904). 

The distribution of his property is found on the Stonington 
Probate Records. 

The inventory of his estate, taken 30 January, 1788, filed 
S February following, amounted to £8i5-i65.-5rf., of which 
amoxmt ^^562-105,-0^. represented the farm with dwelling- 
house, "sawmill and Irons" and all other buildings* 

After Captain Thomas Fanning's decease, his widow, 
Elizabeth (Capron) Fanning, continued to reside at the old 
homestead, which was aptly spoken of in 1803 as being "at 
the head of Groton." Her sons Thomas and Elisha, and 
Thomas* v/ife, Susannah Faulkner, resided %vith her (with the 
exception of two or three years) until her decease, which oc- 
curred 27 April, i8io. She v--as buried beside her husband 
in the family plot, in the old Avery Pond burying-ground, 
better known as the Preston Plains Cemetery. Her graver 
ston? st»;.l remains. 

Her will, dated 20 February, i8io, proved 7 August, i8io, 
is on file at Stonington, a copy of which follows; * 

" In the name of God Amen, I Elizabeth Fanning of Groton in 
the County of New London although Labouring at Present under 
some Indisposition of body yet being of sound and disposing 
mind memory and understanding through the mercy of God do 
make and ordain this my last will and Testament in manner and 
form following. First and Principally I Resign my soul with the 
utmost humiUty into the hands of almighty god my creator hum- 
bly hoping for a Blessed immortality through the merits and 
mediation of my Blessed Saviour and Redeemer Jesus Christ

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and my body I desire may be decently buried at the discretion of 
my executor as near as conveniently may be to my late dear 
husband and as for such temporal estate as the lord in his great 
goodness and mercy hath entrusted me to be steward of I give 
and dispose of as follows 

"I give and bequeath to my daughter Prudence Tracy one 
dark chintz gound two pair sheets, one pare pillow cases Like* 
wise my chintz Loose gound and camblet riding hood. 

'' I give to my daughter hopey Aycr one large table dodi. 

"I give to my daughter in Law Susannah Fanning wife of 
Thomas Fanning one bed, bedstead underbed & cord, a pr 
Pillows & Cases two pr sheets one Callico bed quilt and bed cur- 
tains Also one high case of drawers and Table likewise all my 
chairs.

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DR. JAMES COOK AYER, 

Grandson of Elisha and Hope (Fanning) Ayer (Na i6x). 
(For Genealogical data, see page 190.) 

James Cook Ayer, M.D., was bom in that part of Groton, 
Conn., which is now the town of Ledyard, on the 5th of 
May, 1819. He was one of five children of Frederick and 
Persis (Cook) Ayer, and his early years were passed at what 
was known as Ayer's Mills, on the Poquetanuck River, 
where his father operated the works in various lines of 
industry which had been established two generations before, 
and since maintained in the family. Frederick Ayer died in 
1825, leaving his widow with four children. Lowell, Mass., 
was where the subject of this sketch received the foundation 
of his education in the grammar and high schools of that 
place, and at Westford Academy. Desirous of obtaining a 
liberal education, he pursued the study of Latin and Greek 
and other required branches under 'tuition with the inten- 
tion of entering Harvard University, but circumstances pre- 
vented the full carrying-out of his jdans, and he finally re- 
linquished them to take up the study of clicmistry and 
medicine, in which he was directed by Drs. Dana and 
Graves, well-known Lowell physicians of that period. In 
the meantime he entered tlie apothecary shop of Jacob 
Robbins as an apprentice, and this establishment he pur- 
chased three years later, in 1841. He took his medical 
degree at the University of Pennsylvania. 

In order to establish himself in business he was obliged 
to borrow the sum of $2,500, but this venture was the be- 
ginning of his later prosperity. He was one of the first in 
this country to enter into the compounding and sale of 
proprietary medicines on a large scale, and he was also an 
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innovator in his methods and proportions of advertising, 
often borrowing, it is said, large sums of money to be ex- 
pended in this way, which returned liim marvellous results. 
The suggestion to engage in this enterprise came through 
the demand for specifics from emigrants who were about to 
settle in the West and other remote places where the services 
of a physician could not be obtained; and in response to 
this call Dr. Ayer prepared from certain formulas of his 
own the preparations widely known as Cherry Pectoral, 
Sarsaparilla, Ague Cure, Ayer's Pills, etc., the immediate 
success of which induced him to devote his energies and 
time almost wholly for a period to their manufacture. He 
established and maintained the extensive laboratory in 
Lowell which increased in proportions until three hundred 
persons were employed. His Almanac, published in several 
languages to advertise his medicines, reached in some years 
a circiuaticn of fifteen millions of copies. 

His enterprise and clear judgment were not, however, ex- 
hibited in tliis direction alone, for he engaged in many other 
luidertakings, the uniform success of which proved his busi- 
ness acumen, foresight and originality. In 1861 he pur- 
chased several plantations at Hilton Head in Georgia, and 
engaged in the raising of sea island cotton, employing black 
labor on the wage system, and this was a revelation to the 
Southern people, for he produced larger crops with free labor 
than the masters had been able to force from their slaves. 

In 1865 Dr. Ayer invented methods for disintegrating and 
desulphurizing rock by liquid applied while mcandescent, 
by which means the ore could readily be cxtmcted. The 
patents he sold for large sums. 

I^ter he was interested in supplying the city of Rochester, 
N. Y., with water from Hemlock Lake, and afterwards was 

QO 
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connected with the project of a ship canal at Lake Superior, , 
opening a route by which over one hundred miles of dan- I 
gerous navigation was saved, and this great enterprise was : 
mainly suggested by him. He became a large owner in the 
Lake Superior Ship Canal and Iron Co., which built the 
canal. He also acquired large interest in the Trcmont and 
Suffolk Mills in Lowell, and operated them with success 
after they had become bankrupt and idle under former 
management. In addition he assumed various other re- 
sponsibilities, most of which resulted to his benefit. 

In 1874 Dr. Ayer received the Republican nomination for 
Congress from the Lowell District, but failed of election as 
did several other Republicans that year, a Democratic tidal ; 
wave passing over the country. ^ 

Dr. Ayer's benefactions to Lowell and to the town named 
in his honor were notable, a fine town hall in Ayer com- 
memorating his generosity. 

Although he devoted his life in so large a measure to 
business and to the accumulation of wealth, Dr. Ayer did 
not neglect self-culture and mental improvement. He had 
great love for science, literature and art, and he was a scholar ' 
of unconmion attainments. He was familiar with several 
languages, and at the age of fifty learned Portuguese. He 
spoke French fluently, and was a student of the classics. 
He collected a large and valuable library. He died on the 
3d of July, 1878, at the early age of fifty-nine, his life being 
undoubtedly shortened by his strenuous endeavor and \m- 
resting application to the many and diverse interests and 
responsibilities with which he was connected. He left a 
fortune aggregating many millions. 
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LIEUTENANT NATHANIEL* FANNING (No. no). 

(For Genealogical data see page 249.) 

Nathaniel Fanning, eldest son of Gilbert and Huldah 
(Palmer) Fanning, was bom at Stonington, Conn., 31 May, 
1755. Early imbued with the idea that the independence 
of the American Colonies would redound to the advantage 
of the people, he took an active and decided part in favor of 
his native land. 

After having made two successful cruises against the 
British, he embarked on the tlurd at Boston as prizemaster 
of the brig Angelica on the 26th of May, 1778. The An* 
gelica was a new vessel, mounting sixteen guns and carrying 
a crew of ninety-eight officers, men and boys, under Com- 
mand of Captain William Denison. On the 3zst of May the 
Angelica was captured by the British man-of-war Andromeda 
on board of which was General Howe on a return voyage to 
England. By orders of Howe the captured crew were 
treated witn great cruelty as rebels. They were deprived of 
their baggage, stripped of their clothes, and being furnished 
with frocks and trousers, imprisoned in the hold. The 
Angelica was then set on fire and blown up* 

The sufferings of the imprisoned crew from heat and foul 
air, while confined in the hold of the Andromeda, was al- 
most unbearable. So intense was the heat that they were 
obliged to go stark naked. Orders were issued by General 
Howe that they be given only sufficient food to keep them 
alive and a half-pint of water per day for each man. 

The day succeeding their capture a plan was set on foot 
by the suigeon of the Angelica by which they hoped to 
make themselves masters of the frigate. The plan was to 
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be put into execution on the 3d of June at 11.30 p.m. Many 
of the crew of the Andromeda were dissatisfied with their 
officers. The surgeon had frequent conversations with fore- 
castlemen and sentinels, who agreed to join him in his 
daring scheme. Arms and cutlasses were sccrcdy conveyed 
to the prisoners, and all was in readiness when the plot was 
discovered. At 9 p.m. on the 3d of June one Spencer, 
Captain Dcnison's clerk, stole on deck and informed General 
Howe of the intended attack. The marines and sailors were 
instantly called to arms, the lower hatches barred down, 
and the sentinels doubled. 

The condition of the prisoners would have been unbearable 
had they not discovered that they were lodged over the 
water casks. From this source they obtained an abundant 
supply by a proof glass. Soon after they discovered that 
only a plank partition separated them from General Howe's 
storeroom. They soon made a breach in this partition and 
obtained food and wine every night, on which they lived 
during the remainder of the voyage. 

On the 30th of June they arrived at Portsmouth, where 
the prisoners were examined by Commissioners of the 
Admiralty, by whom they were committed to Forton prison, 
near Gosport, on charges of piracy and high treason. Here 
they were watched by peasants with dogs, who received a 
reward of ^^5 for the capture of an escaping American, but 
only half a guinea for the capture of a French prisoner of 
war. In this prison the Americans were treated with ex- 
treme rigor and cruelty. On the ad of July, 1779, it was the 
good fortune of Nathaniel Fanning to be included in an 
exchange of prisoners. On the 6th one hundred and twenty 
of the four himdrcd and eighty American prisoners at Forton 
were marched to Gosport, preceded by a fife and drum band, 
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playing Yankee Doodle, and embarked on a cartd which 
arrived at Nantes on the 12th. From Nantes Nathaniel Fan- 
ning proceeded to L'Orient, where he took service under 
John Paul Jones as midshipman and private secretary. On 
the 14th of August, 1779, Jones sailed from UOricnt on the 
Bon Homme Richard, mounting forty gims, and carrying a 
crew of four hundred and fifteen officers, men and boys. On 
the i6th the Richard took as prize a large English ship laden 
with bales of silk and other valuable merchandise, which 
was sent to France in charge of a prize crew. On the 21st 
Jones captured eleven English vessels. One, being valuable, 
was sent to France: the others were simk. On the aad he 
captured a letter of marque of 22 guns without resistance. 
The companion ship, AlUance, Captain Landais, captured 
a letter of marque of 24 guns the same day. Both were 
sent to France. Jones next cruised around the Orkney 
Islands, where he burned and otherwise destroyed sixteen 
vessels. He next directed his course to the southeast coast 
of Scotland, where he burned four large vessels laden with 
coal. 

At noon of the 23d of September, while cruising off Flam- 
borough Head, the Bon Homme Richard, having in company 
the AUiancc and Pallas frigates, sighted a fleet of forty- 
two sail which proved to be merchantmen under the convoy 
of the British ship Serapis of fifty guns, commanded by 
Captain Pearson, and the frigate Countess of Scarborough, 
twenty-two guns, commanded by Captain Percy. On sight- 
ing Captain Jones' ships, orders were signalled to the 
merchant vessels to disperse and make for port. At 4 P.U., 
after sightmg the enemy's ships, signals were immediately 
displayed on the Richard, as the Commodore's ship, for a 
general chase. The officers were assigned to tlicir duties;

Richard Dale» the first lieutenant, being assigned to duty on 
the second, or middle, gundeck, where he nobly distinguished 
himself during the ensuing fight by his coolness and bravery. 
Nathaniel Fanning, who had received command of the 
maintop from Jones, was ordered on the quarterdeck, as 
were the captains of the fore and mizzen tops, both very 
young midshipmen, neither of them being above seventeen 
years. Here they received orders from Jones in person to 
the effect that at first and imtil the enemy's tops were si- 
lenced they should direct their fire from the Richard's tops 
to the enemy's tops with musketry, blunderbusses, cowhorns 
and swivels. Having received their orders, they mounted 
to their stations, fifteen marines and four sailors being as- 
signed to Fanning as captain of the maintop, ten marines 
and three sailors to the captain of the foretop, and six ma- 
rines and two sailors to the captain of the mizzentop. 

The following accoimt of the noted and bloody battle 
between the Bon Homme Richard under the command of 
John Paul Jones, and the British ship Serapis, commanded 
by Captain Pearson, is from the pen of Nathaniel Fanning, 
who served as captain of the maintop during the engage- 
ment on the 23d of September, 1779: — 

''A few minutes before 8 p.m. we had nearly closed within 
hailing distance of the enemy which now plainly 3howed her 
double row of teeth. Orders were given by the Commodore 
(Jones) to haul up our courses and dew up the topgallant sails; 
at the same time directing by signal for the Alliance to support us. 

'* At first she kept aloof out of gun-shot, and afterwards, when 
she came up, she so badly performed as to do us more hurt than 
she did the enemy, 

"The Pallais was also directed to attack the small ship. The* 
enemy now hailed thus: 'What ship is that?' The answer from 
Captain Jones was: * Come a little nearer and I'll tell you I' The 
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enemy instantly commenced the fight by a broadside from her 
upper tier, we returning it with ours, as well as musquetry, etc. 
In a few minutes we were convinced that the ship we had en- 
gaged was a two-decker, and more than our match as we had by 
this time received several of her eighteen-pound shot, through 
and through our ship; and to add to our hard fortune, the fint 
time three of our eighteens were discharged, th^ burst killing the 
most of the men that were stationed at them. In consequence 
of this, Captain Jones sent orders to the lieutenant of this divi- 
sion not to discharge another of the eighteen pounders, but to 
promptly abandon them. 

''The wind being now very light, and the enemy finding that 
she could outsail us, made use of this advantage and ran under 
our stern, raked us fore and aft, killed the main part of the ma- 
rines that were stationed on the poop, and obliged the colonel 
that commanded them, with the surviving ones, to abandon it, 
besides doing much damage in the other parts of the ship. 

''From this she ran athwart our fore-foot, (after discharging 
her broadside, and giving us an opportunity of returning the same), 
raked us a second time, and killed a number of our men; in fine, 
she galled us in this manner so confoundedly that orders were 
given to lay her aboard; accordingly, as she passed our fore- 
foot, v.'e ran our jib-boom between her roizzen shrouds and star- 
board m:zzea whang. Captain Jones at the same time in an au- 
dible voice, said, 'That's well, my lads! — we've got her now I' 
The enemy, find^g that they were foul of us endeavored to get 
dear, by letting go an anchor, but the wind dying away die 
swung round upon us, and carried away our ensign-sta£f and 
ensign, both falling into the sea, with her jib-boom; her jib-stay 
being now cut away aloft, fell in upon our poop, which Captain 
Jones, and the sailing master made fast to our mizzenmast. The 
firing had not ceased during these manoeuvres except the cannon 
o-nizd-shipSf which now could not be worked or managed on 
beard either skip. Several attempts were now made to board 
the enemy, but they did not succeed. The enemy also en- 
deavored to board us, and actually came on board, but were 
beaten back, and our men pursued them on board their ship 
and were again repulsed in dieir turn; for we both lay so near 
together that it was an easy matter to step from one ship on 
board the other. 

"It now fell entirely calm, and the enemy having an anchor

down, we both rode to It with tlie current, we being then about 
a league from Fiamborough Head. 

"The action had now been commenced about three hours and 
a quarter, when the enemy's tops were silenced, and we now 
directed our fire upon their decks with much success; about this 
time the enemy's light sails got on fire, this communicated to her 
rigging and from thence to ours. Thus were both ships on fire 
at one and the same time; therefore, the firing on both sides ceased 
till it was extinguished by the contending parties. The action 
then began anew, and was continued sharply on both sides, when 
our carpenter went and told the gunner that our sliip had four 
feet of water in her hold, that Captain Jones was killed, and all 
the rest of the officers that ranked above him, and that tlie only 
way for them to save their lives would be to go upon deck — 
call for quarters, and haul down our colours. Upon this the gun- 
ner and carpenter made haste to get on deck, and were joined on 
their way thither by the master-at-arms. As soon as they had 
got upon the quarter deck, they cried, 'Quarters I Quarters! for 
God's sake, quarters! — our ship is sinking.' From this tliey 
mounted tlie poop with a design of hauling down the ensign, but 
finding them missing they descended to the pendant halyards, 
where they were met by Captain Jones, he being upon the fore- 
castle when they first came upon deck; hearing these fellows 
halloo for quarters, he cried out thus: 'What cowardly rascals 
are these? Shoot 'em, kill 'cm I' Having met with tJiem, his 
pistols having been previously discharged, he sent them with all 
his force at these poltroons, who immediately knew Jones and 
fled below. Two of them were badly wound^ in the head with 
Jones' pistols. Both ships now took fire again^ and on board of 
ours it had communicated to the main top, so that we were in 
the greatest consternation imaginable for some time, and it was 
not without some difficulty we quenched it. 

''The enemy now cried, 'If you ask quarters, why don't you 
strike your pendant!' — 'Aye, aye,' said our commodore, 'we'll 
do it when we can fight no longer, but expect to see you strike 
first.' 

"Having now begun the action afresh, it was continued with 
redoubled vigor on both sides. The two ships now lay alongside 
each other with their yards locked and, having cleared the enemy's 
tops of their men, this gallant officer, in daring bravery, now led 
his men under his command, across on the ship's yards and into 
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the Serapis' top and then directing their fire, with hand grenades 
and other missiles, down on her decks, causing so much slaughter, 
as that in half an hour they could not perceive a single man of 
the enemy above deck. They, however, kept playing four of 
their starboard boAv guns into us, which still annoyed us, and 
which induced us in our main-top gang, to redouble our activity 
in the further able and effective acts which succeeded in driving 
their men from their stations at those before-mentioned guns, on 
their gun deck, in spite of their officers, and which acts were ad- 
mitted as prominent in obtaining the victor}'. 

"Thus, at length one of our hand grenades being thrown by 
us, from the top, fell upon the enemy's upper gun-deck — from 
this it rebounded, and fell between decks, where it set fire to some 
powder which lay scattered upon the enemy's lower gim-deck, 
and blew up (as we subsequently learned) about seventeen of 
them. This threw them into confusion, and as they were upon 
the point of crying for quarters — the Alliance unexpectedly made 
her appearance, and began a heavy fire upon us, as well as on 
the enemy, which at first, made some of our officers as weU as 
men imagine she was an English ship of war. 

"The signal of reconnoissance was now ordered to be niade 
on board of our ship, which was three lanthorns placed in a hori- 
zontal line upon the fore, main, and mizzen shrouds, to unde- 
ceive the Alliance; as she had by this time killed eleven of our 
men and wounded several others, by raking us; notwithstanding, 
we did at the first hai{ her, and told them that she was firing on 
the wrong ship. A few minutes after this accident (although 
most of the officers of the Good Man Richard and some belong- 
ing to the Alliance think it was done designedly) ^ and about a 
quarter past twelve, we were pleased with the crying out of 
* Quarters! Quarters P by our enemy. 

" We immediately boarded the enemy's ship. Thus ended this 
long and bloody fight, we having lost on our part one hundred 
and sixty men killed, mortally woimded, and missing. On the 
part of the enemy, one hundred and thirty-eight men were kiUed 
and died of their wounds — which were die number of lives lost 
in both ships, and those exclusive also of the wounded that re- 



* Landais, the captain of the Alliance (a Frenchman) and Captain Jonet 
were bitter enemies, and it b thought that Landais took this opportunity 
of avenging himself on his mortal enemy. 
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covered. Our prize proved to be the Serapis, cominanded by 
Captain Pearson, who, after he had surrendered to us, with his 
lieutenant and other officerSi came on board of our ship and in- 
quired for Captain Jones, for it seems he had been informed who 
conunanded our ship. When they met, Captain Pearson accosted 
his antagonist thus, presenting him his sword, ''Tis not without 
the greatest reluctance that I resign to you this, JFor of all men 
upon the face of the globe, 'tis you that I hate the worst* Jones 
took his sword, saying, ' You have fought like a hero, and I make 
no doubt your sovereign will reward you in a most ample manner 
for it.* Captain Pearson then asked our Commodore of what bis 
crew consisted, mostly Frenchmen or Americans? 'Americans,* 
said the latter. 'Well,* said the former, 'then it has been dia- 
mond cut diamond widi us -:— a desperate family fight — brother 
against brother, for,* said he, 'I must own, that I think the Amer- 
icans equally as brave as the English.* The Serapis had lost her 
main and mizzenmasts during the engagement, the former having 
been cut almost entirely ofif, by our shot, on a level with her 
gangway, and having fallen overboard, as we swung from along- 
side of her. We were now alarmed in having two enemies to 
encoimter, almost as formidable as the one we had just conquered, 
viz. fire and water; we could not keep our ship free with all the 
pumps, and as many hands as could go to and work at them, 
but she kept gaining upon us every minute, which was no great 
cause of surprise, we having received several shot between wind 
and water (and some of these breaches could not be come at). 
The fire had also communicated itself to several parts of the ship, 
where it being dry and rotten it was found impracticable to ex- 
tinguish it In the dilemma, our Commodore ordered the signal 
of distress to be made and the Alliance, Pallais, and Vengeance < 
brig, sent their boats to our assistance, when the Commodore 
embarked with Captain Pearson, in one of them and went on 
board the Serapis, leaving orders with the narrator and another 
midshipman, to get all the powder up out of the magazine, and 
see that it was sent on boani of the other ships of the squadron, 
together with all the wounded men, prisoner$, etc., and after 
having executed these orders, to abandon the Good Man Richard. 
"The fire had now conununicatcd itself to several parts, and 
burned with amazing rapidity within one foot of the magazine. 
Having got the powder and wounded men sent off, the prisoners 
(to the number of about fifty) made an attempt to take the ship 
from us, there being then on board but about tweifity of our crew. 
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They had made themsdves master of our quarter-deck and fore- 
castle, braced round the yards, and got her before the wind, 
with a design to run her ashore* In consequence of this another 
battle ensued, but having the greater part of the arms in our 
possession (suitable for a close fight) we soon got to be masters 
of the ship again, after killing two of them and wounding several 
others. 

" When the boats came alongside again, we caused these des- 
perate fellows to be by them conducted on board the Palkus. 
After the action had ceased, it was not thought advisable to de- 
spatch either of the squadron after the fleet of merchantmen in 
sight, whose convoy we had captured, as the situation of the 
Good Man Richard (lien needed the assistance of the w]iolt of 
'our squadron. 

" Having now executed the orders of the Commodore, left with 
us, we thought of leaving the poor Good Man Richard to the mercy 
of the waves. 

^'However, before doing so, I went down into the gun room 
With some men, to see to Uie embarkation of the officers' trunks, 
which had been deposited here, but, alas, what havoc 1 not a piece 
of one of them could be found as large as a continental dollar 
b?!!; it is true, several shirts, coats, etc., were found, but so shock- 
ingly 'were they p'.crccd and cut in pieces witli the enemy's shot, 
that they were not worth carrying oflf. There was such a breach 
fronn one side of the gun room to the other, that (in the common 
v/ay of speaking) a coach and six could have passed through it 

*'The number and bulk of splinters were prodigious, many of 
thcni as fine as carpenters' chips. After this, and taking a survey 
of the dead bodies that were scattered about the decks, I could 
not help shuddering at the horrid sight. The blood which had 
issued from them covered the decks in such a manner that it was 
over shoe in several pbccs. This dreadful sight I must confess 
sickened the hearts with feelings against ever battling again with 
our fellow-men to such bloody destruction of human life. Upon 
the whole, I think this slaughtering fight may with propriety be 
said to have been a scene of carnage on hoih sides. 

'' During the action, the enemy had thrown into our gun room 
a number of loose cannon cartridges, in order, as tlicy after- 
wards owned, to blow us up. With the destruction of the of- 
ficers' trunks, the narrator lost all his wearing apparel; and those 
remaining on his back at the close of the battle, were partly 
burned in the act of extinguishing the several fires, especially 
those of the tops and rigging- 
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" We thought of nothing now but abandoning the Good Man 
Richard, that was soon to serve so many as a sea coffin, and 
embarked accordingly in the boats, and soon after arrived along- 
side of the Scrapis. Here Captain Jones ordered me not to get 
out of the boat, but to receive two or three additional men and 
to promptly return back on board of the Good Man Richard, 
'for,* said he, 4n such a part of my cabin you'll find such and 
such papers — go and bring them and make no tarry.' These 
orders I went to carry into effect if possible; the Good Man 
Richard was then lying head to the wind with top-sails aback. 
I shot up with my boat under her stem, and was just a-going to 
lay her alongside, when I perceived the water run in and out of 
her lower ports. This somewhat staggered and brought me to a 
stand, but very soon, finding our situation dangerous, I ordered 
the men to use their oars in backing ofiF from her. We thus had 
got, I judged, about three rods from her, when she fetched a 
heavy pitch and disappeared instantaneously; but although we 
were now under brisk sternway gaining fast some further rods 
from her, yet the agitation of the sea and its waves, with the 
whirlpool was such, that we came near sharing the same fate and 
going down with her. Thus, sinking head downwards, went to 
&e bottom the Good Man Richard, about four hours after her 
crew had taken possession of her prize, and it was a thankful 
relief to us, to safely step on the Serapis' deck on our return to 
her. 

'' We now went to work, and in a very short time we had got 
jury masts erected, and sail enough spread to shape our course 
for the Texd in Holland, the wind being contrary to steer for 
France. On the 3rd of October we arrived with our little squad- 
ron and prizes at the Texel. Just as we came to anchor, we dis- 
covered in the offing an English sixty-four gun ship and three 
frigates; these had, as we subsequently learned, been despatched 
in pursvdt of us, as soon as the English had got intelligence of our 
squadron being upon their coast." 
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In a proper time after the action Commodore Jones, in 
presence of his officers, mentioned, as highly praiseworthy 
those daring and brave acts of the command of the Good 
Man Richard's mamtop; and subsequently handed to this 
brave officer the following certificate to the American Con- 
gress: 

Certipicate to Congress. 

*'I do hereby certify, that Nathaniel- Fanning, of Stonington, 
State of Connecticut, has sailed with me in the station of mid- 
shipman eighteen months, while I commanded the Good Man 
Richard, until she was lost in the action with the Serapis, and in 
the Alliance, and Ariel frigates. 

• ''His bravery on board the first-mentioned ship in the action 
with the Serapis, a King's ship of fifty guns, off Flamborough 
Head while he had command of the maintop will, I hope, rec- 
ommend him to the notice of Congress in the line of promotion, 
with his other merits. 

John Paul Jones. 
L'Oricnt, (in France) December 17th, 1780." • 

The Bon Homme Richard vras an old line-of-battle ship 
cut down to a razee. On her lower gundeck she carried six 
eighteen-pounders; on her gundeck twenty-eight twelve and 
nine poimders; and on the quarter and spar decks six six- 
pounders. On entering this engagement she had a crew of 
about. 380 officers, men and boys, the original number with 
which she sailed from L'Oricnt being diminished by the 
absence of prize crews and by desertions. 

The Serapis was a new ship, having on the lower guiv- 
deck twenty eighteen-pounders : on the upper gundeck 
twenty nine-pounders; and on the quarterdeck and forecastle 
ten sLxteen-pounders. She carried a crew of 308 officers, 
men and boys. 

On the 16th of October Jones transferred his crew to the 
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Alliance frigate, and French officers and crews took posses- 
sion of the Serapis and Countess of Scarborough. 

On the 28th of December Captain Jones left the Texel 
on a cruise and captured two prizes off the coast of Spain, 
after which he sailed for the port of L'Orient. While in 
this port the Alliance was transferred to his enemy Captain 
LandaiSi with whom many of his officers and crew embarked 
to the United States, as they were dissatisfied with John 
Paul Jones for withholding their wages and prize money. 

On the 7th of October, 1780, Nathaniel Fanning again 
sailed under the command of Paul Jones on the frigate 
Ariel, twenty-four guns, having imder convoy fourteen 
American vessels, including three letters of marque. They 
were forced to retiun to L'Orient by stress of weather after 
cutting away the masts. During their stay in France the 
officers became disgusted with the conduct of Jones, and 
when the Ariel again sailed on the •15th of December, Fan- 
ning, as well as others, refused to accompany him. While 
staying at L'Orient, Fanning made the acquaintance of a 
merchant named Bellimont, who was then fitting out a 
privateer at Morlaix. He was proffered the command of 
this vessel, which was a lugger mounting fourteen three- 
pounders and called the Count de Guichen; but as the 
officers were conunissioned by the King of France, the prin- 
cipal command was given to Captain Anthon, a capable 
French officer, and Fanning appointed to the second posi- 
tion. Most of the crew being Americans, Fanning was vir- 
tually the commander.' On the 23d^of March, 1781, the 
lugger sailed from Morlaix for the south coast of Ireland, 
where she arrived two days after. Here on the 27th she 
took four prizes, which were ransomed for twelve hundred 
guineas. On the 28th she captured an English letter of 
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marque of four hundred tons, mounting twenty-six guns, 
bound from Bristol to the West Indies with a cargo of dry- 
goods valued at £30|Ooo. This capture was effected after 
a running action of an hour, during which the English 
vessel lost three officersi four seamen and a boy killed, and 
eleven wounded, and the lugger five slightly wounded. The 
prize was afterwards separated from the privateer in a storm 
and fell into the hands of the English. The Count de 
Guichen then sailed for Brest, where she refitted. She 
again sailed for the coast of Ireland on the 7th of April, 
where she arrived on the loth. On the ist of May she took 
three sloops, two of which were ransomed and one sunk. 
By 2 P.M. of the same day had eleven vessels brought to, 
and at 5 p.m. had them all ransomed. At 8 p.u. on the 
same day took two large ships and a brig which were ran- 
somed, the ships for 3200 guineas and the brig for 500 
guip.cas. The lugger then sailed for Morlaix, having in the 
captain^s possession ransom bills amounting to 10,450 
guineas, and eleven men on board as hostages until the ran- 
soms were paid. During the retiun trip she fell in with the 
Aurora frigate of twenty-eight guns, was captured on the 
4th of May, and taken to Mount's Bay. Being searched for 
ransom bills the captain delivered two parcels of bogus bills 
made up during the chase, the genuine ones being secreted 
in his trousers. These bills were afterwards sent to France 
by a safe conveyance and the amounts collected. 
' On the 7th of May the prisoners were landed, being 
treated with every mark of consideration by Captain Collins 
of the frigate. Next day the officers went to the Mayor of 
Falmouth for the purpose of being paroled. Captain An- 
thon, being accused of having broken his parole a few 
months previously, was committed to prison. Being asked 
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if he desired parole, Nathaniel Fanning said that if his cap- 
tain went to prison he thought it his duty to accompany 
him. The same night they were lodged in a prison about 
two miles from Falmouth. Fanning describes this prison 
as the dirtiest and most loatlisome he ever saw. On the 
15th they got permission to walk outside the prison yard 
every day provided they promised to return at sunset, and 
that they would travel no further than a mile and a half 
from the prison. After six weeks' imprisonment they were 
exchanged. Fanning then went to Morlaix, where he en- 
gaged passage on a letter of marque for the West Indies. 
Having made a setdement with the owners of the privateer 
Count de Guichen and received about a thousand dollars in 
cash he invested this sum in wines and drygoods, which he 
placed on board the letter of marque and sailed from Morlaix 
on the i2th of July, 1781. On the 14th they were driven on 
shore by a violent gale, when the brigantine and cargo were 
entirely lost, the crew and passengers barely escaping alive. 
By this disaster Nathaniel Fanning lost every cent of money 
and property he had in the world. In this condition he 
came to the determination of not crossing the Atlantic until, 
the war in America had ceased, considering that it made 
but litde difference whether he fought under the French or 
American flag so long as he fought against the EngUsh, the 
French at the time being the friends and allies of the Amer- 
icans. 

On the 3rd of December the Eclipse cutter under command 
of Captain An thon sailed from Ostend on a six weeks^ cruise. 
Fanning being second in command. On the loth she 
captured two prizes, one of wliich was ransomed for 
four hundred and seventy guineas and the other sent to 
France. On the 14th the Eclipse fell in with a large Eng- 
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lish letter of marquei mounting eighteen guns, which sur- 
rendered after a fierce fight of three-quarters of an hour. 
The weather, which had been heavy, now lightened and 
showed an English frigate nearly within gunshot, which 
caused her to abandon her prize. The frigate gave chase, 
but in about an hour it was found that the Eclipse could 
easily outsail her. The Eclipse next sailed for Land's End, 
where on the 15th of December she took two large sloops, 
which were ransomed. The same day she captured a large 
brigantine richly laden, which she sent to France in charge 
of a prize crew. On the i6th she put into Cherbourg, where 
she refitted. On the 23d she left Cherbourg and fell m 
with' an English frigate which chased her for six hours, 
during which she sprung a leak and was forced to put into 
Cherbourg. After two days she again sailed towards Land's 
End and was chased every day until the ist of January, 1782, 
when she fell in with a letter of marque, carrying twelve 
guns, bound from Plymouth to the West Indies. The letter 
of marque surrendered after four of her crew had been 
killed and seven wounded, the Eclipse having two slightly 
wounded. This prize, being riclily laden, was sent to 
France. On the 13th of January a brig laden with coal 
was captured and sent to France. On the 14th the Eclipse 
put into Morlaix to refit and recruit the crew. She then 
sailed towards the coast of England, and on the 6th of 
March, captured a large ship off Dover and carried her to 
Dunkirk. There the Eclipse was disarmed and the men 
paid off. 

The owners offered Fanning the command for the next 
cruise, which he readily accepted, having some time before 
been naturalized as a French subject. Men were imme- 
diately employed in refitting the Ecli|>sc for another cruise. 
93 
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During these preparations Fanning took a trip to London 
with letters of credit for fifteen hunred guineas. It seems 
he was engaged at this time to undertake this trip for the 
purpose of ascertaining the trend of public opinion in Lon- 
don regarding the continuance of the American war, and 
that it was imdertaken under the auspices of some gentle- 
men high in authority connected with the French, govern- 
ment. He remained in London about three weeks, and 
after securing the desired information, he returned to Dun- 
kirk| on the 8th of April, where he reported the result of his 
mission to certain gentlemen in the town hall. He was then 
sent to London with letters from the Court of France to 
Lords Shclbume, Stormont, Kcppel and others, the pur- 
port of which was proposals of peace and proposals to the 
English Court for the liberation of Captains Ryan and 
McCarter, two Irishmen, who had commanded privateers in 
the French service and had captured a great nxunber of 
English vessels before they were taken by the British. They 
were confined in Newgate prison under sentence of death 
on account of having been taken under French colors. The 
French government interested itself in saving the lives of 
these men, because they were both lieutenants in the French 
nav)' and had rendered important service to France. Fan- 
ning left Dunkirk on the 9th of April, arrived in Dover at 
5 o'clock the next morning, and four hours later was in 
London, where he delivered his letters. By his expedition 
on the journey he was the means of saving the lives of Ryan 
and McCarter, who were reprieved and soon after set at 
liberty. He remained in the city incognito imder a protec- 
tion signed by Lord Stormont, and aftcr\vards appeared in 
public. After being in London about four weeks he de- 
parted for Dunkirk. On the 12th of May, .1782, he was 
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invested witli the command of the Eclipse cutter newly 
reiittedi mounting eighteen six-pounders, and carrying a 
crew of one hundred and ten officers and boys, fifty-five of 
whom were American and the remainder of \'arious nation- 
ality. 

On the 6th of June the Eclipse sailed for the coast of 
Scotland, and on the loth captured a brigantine laden with 
coal which was sent to Dunkirk, after which she ran a 
large sloop on shore near Scarborough and set fire to her. 
The next day two large sloops were sunk after their crews 
had been taken aboard the Eclipse. On the 15th Fanning 
captured a laige sliip with a valuable cargo, off the coast of 
Buchan-Ness, on board of which he put a prize crew with 
orders to steer for France. He next steered for the Orkney 
Islands, where in Hope's Bay he captured seven vessels which 
he set on fire. On the 27th, finding two frigates in his vicinity, 
he effected his escape from Hope's Bay.. On the 28th he 
captured two sloops which he sent to France, and on the 
following night he took four sloops. Three of these he 
sunk: on board the third he placed his prisoners with liberty 
to go where they pleased after they had signed a writing 
that they had been captured by the cutter Eclipse under 
French colors, Capt. N. Fanning commanding. This certi- 
ficate placed the English government under the obligation 
of releasing an equal number of French prisoners. On the 
29th he sunk two sloops. On the 30th he was chased for 
twelve hours by two British frigates, during which he suf- 
fered much from the shot of the enemy, several of his men 
being wounded, but none killed. Night coming on he es- 
caped. On the ist of July he encountered a letter of marque 
off Sline Head on the west coast of Ireland. She surren- 
dered after being boarded. During the action she lost a 
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mate, boatswain, six sailors and two boys killed and eleven 
wounded. The Eclipse lost two killed and seven wounded. 
She was found to be the Lively Lass of Nevis with twelve 
guns a side, laden with West India produce. She was sent 
to France with a prize crew. Next day he took another 
prize laden with provisions from Galway to Portsmouth and 
sent her to France. On the 3d he shaped his course to 
L'Orient for the purpose of refitting, and arrived on the 7th. 

On the 24th of July he left L'Orient and sailed for the 
coast of Ireland. On the 27th he captured a galliot laden 
with sugar and coffee, and a sloop laden with broadcloth, 
linen, etc., and sent both to France. On the 29th fell in 
with a British privateer, mounting twenty-six guns. After 
an action of thirty-one minutes, she surrendered. Besides 
her crew she had on board one hundred and twenty-seven 
British officers and soldiers destined for America. She had 
fourteen killed on board besides others killed who had been 
thrown overboard during the battle. The Eclipse had three 
killed and seven wounded. This prize was sent to France. 

Fanning next directed his course towards Land's End, 
where on the 9th of August he took two prizes which he sent 
to France. He next took a brig and sloop near Falmouth. 
The brigy being richly laden, was sent to France: the sloop 
was given to the prisoners (then amountmg to one hundred 
and ninety-five officers and men) after they had signed the 
certificate of their capture. 

On the nth of August the Eclipse was chased by three 
frigates and a cutter in the English Channel. Having dis- 
abled the cutter which lay in her path, she soon outsailed 
the c^her vessels, except the Jupiter, a fifty-gun ship and 
reputed the fastest vessel in the British navy. At 3 p.m. the 
Ech'pse reached within three leagues of the Channel Fleet 
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ahead, drawn up in a line extending nine miles south from 
the eastern end of the Isle of V\^ght Captain Fanning now 
ordered the French colors hauled down and the English 
colors raised. All of the crew who could not speak English 
were sent below deck, and the Eclipse boldly entered the 
centre of the line, passing between two three-deckers. Being 
hailed from both ships with the question, "What cutter is 
tliat?" Captain Fanning answered, "His Majesty's cutter 
Surprise," at the same time dropping the peak and dousing 
the colors, but not shortening an inch of sail. The Eclipse 
had nearly got beyond hailing distance when she was or- 
dered to bring to. Fanning answered, "Ay, ay," but kept 
on his course. The ships of the line in the centre then 
fired several shots which passed over the Eclipse without 
doing any injury. Finding she did not bring to, three frig- 
ates, ?. sloop of war, and a cutter gave chase. The fifty 
gun ship Jupiter at the same time passed through the fleet 
and continued the chase. The cutter seemed to outsail the 
other vessels: in fact, she outsailed the Eclipse. Perceiving 
tills, Captain Fanning ordered the drag overboard to retard 
the speed of his own vessel. When the English cutter was 
within musket shot she began firing. Fanning gave her two 
broadsides which cut away some of her rigging, after which 
she did not attempt to follow. This was in the dusk of the 
evening, at which time the other ships gave up the chase, 
except the Jupiter. Towards midnight, wlien Fanning 
thought that ship had also given up the chase, he went below 
for much needed rest, and the crew, shortening sail, busied 
themselves making some necessary repairs. In this situa- 
tion they were hailed from the Jupiter (who had run imder 

the stem of the Eclipse) with the words, "Strike, you d d 

Irish rascal — drop the peak of your mainsail — hoist out 
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your boat and come on board His Majesty's shipl " Cap- 
tain Fanning, who had come promptly on deck when ap- 
prised of the Jupiter's proximity, answered that his boat was 
so full of shot holes she would not float. It was now 4 
o'clock in the morning with no moon, and pretty dark. 
They replied from the Jupiter that they would hoist out 
their own boat, and ordered Fanning to hoist a lighted 
lantern at the peak, which was done. At this time the Ju- 
piter had her light sails taken in ready for action with head 
to southward. The Eclipse pointed in an opposite direc- 
tion. By Captain Fanhing's orders his ship was gradually 
got under way while the Jupiter's boat was being lowered 
and manned. Perceiving this, the boat returned, and a fire 
was directed on the Eclipse from every part of the Jupiter. 
Fanning, himself taking the helm, had in the meantime 
ordered his crew to lie flat on the deck. The Jupiter 
wore ship, crowded sail, and while chasing continued firing. 
Captain Fanning received flesh wounds in the leg and 
forehead from splinters by which he was stunned momen- 
tarily, but still keeping to the hehn, he gained gradually, 
and at daylight was four leagues to leeward of the Jupiter, 
which then gave up the chase, during which the Eclipse had 
thirteen slightly wounded but none killed. 

At 10 A.M. Fanning captured a brig which he sent to Dun- 
kirk. He abo took a sloop in ballast, on board of which he 
placed his prisoners (ninety-four in number) after they had 
signed the usual certificate. 

The next day he encountered a large ship which proved 
to be the Lord Howe, six hundred tons, mounting twenty- 
four six-poimders besides swivels, etc., and commanded by 
a lieutenant of the British navy with a crew of eighty-seven 
sailors of the navy. She had also on board one hundred 
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and ten officers and soldicrsi and was bound from Cork for 
the Downs. During the engagement she lost of the military 
one major, one lieutenant, and twenty-one of the soldiers, 
and of the crew a master's mate, boatswain, seventeen sea- 
men and three boys killed, and thirty-eight wounded. The 
Eclipse lost a quartermaster, gunner's mate, boatswain's 
mate, ten seamen, five marines and two boys killed, and 
twenty-two wounded out of a crew of seventy-two. Cap- 
tain Fanning was wounded in the left leg by a musket ball. 

Scarcely had the Lord Howe surrendered and the prison- 
ers secured on board the Eclipse when Fanning was obliged 
to abandon his prize in consequence of a British frigate 
heaving in sight Having carried off the colors and spiked 
the guns of the I*ord Howe, he sailed for Dunkirk, where 
he arrived on the 14th of August and was received with 
enthusiasm by the inhabitants. Here he was confined to 
his room for three weeks in consequence of his wounds, and 
during that time was treated with every mark* of kindness. 
In October he received a commission as lieutenant of the 
French navy. 

On the 23d of October he sailed from Dunkirk in com- 
mand of the privateer Ranger of forty tons, having on board 
a gunner, a boatswain, a lieutenant and twenty seamen, to 
each of whom he had advanced ten gmneas for a fifteen 
days' cruise. He shaped his course to the Downs, and at 
daylight next morning found himself in the midst of a fleet 
of sixty vessels not far from Dover, all appearing to be west- 
ward bound. Captain Fanning deemed it prudent to sail 
along in the same direction, and kept company with the 
.fleet (which was under convoy of a frigate and three priva- 
teers) for three days and two nights. On the third night he 
boarded and captured one of the ships, named the Maria, 
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a letter of marque, mounting eight six-pounders, with a 
crew of tliirty-five men and three passengers, laden with 
supplies for the fleet at Portsmouth. This vessel he sent to 
France. He next took a Large brigantine, which made no 
resbtance on which he also placed a prize crew with orders 
to sail for France. He now left the fleet, having as crew on 
board the Ranger with him only two Irish lads whom he 
had shipped as Americans at Dunkirk, and sailed for France. 
At a P.M. he was overhauled and captured by an English 
cutter, from which he was unable to escape in consequence 
of being shorthanded. At lo a.m. of the second day after 
the capture they arrived at Dover, where Fanning was 
stoned and otherwise maltreated until he was placed under 
an escort of over a hundred soldiers. He and his kids were 
taken to the fort for examination. The youtlis were found 
to be Irish. They were sent to the guardship and after- 
wards hanged. Captain Fanning was imprisoned at Deal. 
Ten days after he was exchanged, and returned to Dunkirk, 
where he arrived on the 9th of November, the seventeenth 
day after he had sailed on a cruise by wliich he made over 
a thousand guineas. 

After retummg to Dunkirk he purchased a lugger of 
twcnty-five tons, motmting six three-pounders, on which he 
shipped a crew of twenty-one officers and men. On the 
Z4th of November he departed on a cruise. On the second 
day out he was captured by the British frigate Belle Poole 
of twenty-eight guns. Captain Fanning was placed in irons, 
and while so was abused and kicked by members of the 
crew. While cruising off the Isle of Wight the frigate was 
captured by the French and Fanning released. 

Fanning did duty as lieutenant on board the French 
flagship for some time. After the cruise she put into Brest, 
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where it was then rumored that a general peace would be 
proclaimed in two months. Although oflfered a position in 
the French navy> he declined to accept it, and departed for 
Dunkirk, where he was o£fered the command of a brig then 
being fitted out as a privateer. This offer Fanning ac- 
cepted. The brig was ready to sail on the 30th of December, 
but the signing of the preliminary articles of peace prevented 
further privateering. On the 26th of July, 1783, he left 
Dunkirk for Paris, where he arrived on the 9th of August 
and waited on Dr. Franklin, who gave him a passport to 
L'Orient. Next day he waited on Mr. Barclay, the U. S. 
Consul- General at Paris, who lud power of attorney to 
collect money due him by mercliants of Dunkirk and other 
places in France. After completing his business with Mr. 
Barclay, he set out for L'Oricnt, where he engaged a passage 
for New York in a French ship which ssdlcd on the 30th 
of September and on which he arrived in New York Harbor 
the following November, at a time when the British were 
making final preparations for leaving that city. 

After the close of the war and his return from Europe, 
Nathaniel Fanning resided at New York City for some 
time, later removing to Stonington, Conn. He was living in 
New York in 1792, ^95 and '96. In 1798 he held the office 
of Fire Warden of the Seventh Ward in that city. He was 
residing in Stonington in 1797, '9^ &nd 1802, and lived in 
his father, Gilbert Fanning's, house.* 

* A wrong impression seems to have gained sf^mnd that Nathaniel 
Fanning's home in Stonington was the little house Juit west of the pumping 
station at the Mistuxct Water Works. A photograph of this house was 
published in the New York Mail and Express Supplement of Saturday^ July 
30, XS98, and a statement that he resided "many ycus in this house*' and 
that "after the war he came back to the house where he lived to a good 
old age.** etc. There is no evidence to substantiate tiiis. Tlie Connecticut

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On the 5th of December, 1804, he was commissioned 
lieutenant in the United States Navy/ and received appoint- 
ment to the command of a gunboat. While on active duty 
in command of the Naval Station at Charleston, S. C, he 
died of yellow fever on the 30th of September, 1805. 

Nathaniel Fanning is described by those who knew him 
intimately as a man of fine personal appearance, inclined 
to display in dress, rarely being seen on the street witliout 
dress tights, silk stockings, and buckles; much disposed to 
talk of his adventures, and somewhat vainglorious (although 
a man who had fought on the Bon Homme Richard and 
had Paul Jones' indorsement of his bravery may be par- 
doned some boasting). 

While residing in France he was a great favorite, and 
learned to speak the French language fluently. He wrote 
a very interesting book of ^Memoirs, which was published in 
New York in 1808.* 



records show UiAt Deacon William Morgan bought this property on both 
sides of Mistuzet Brook from EUsha Gallup in 1777 and on it was the house 
in which Mr. Gallup then lived and now known as the old "Palmer" house 
(with gambrel xooQ. Elisha Gallup's father, Capt. Joseph Gallup* died in 
Z760, and bequeathed the farm to Elisha, who was living there at the time.

Nathaniel Fanning Uved at Stonington, Long Point, and in New Vork 
City for a time^ and died in Charleston, S. C, at the early age of fifty. He 
was bom at Wequetequock, the first residence of his father, Gilbert Fan- 
ning, in the town of Stonington.

Captain Edmund Fanning, son of Gilbert and Huldah 
(Palmer) Fanning of Stonington, Conn., was bom in that 
town 16 July, 1769. At an early age he embraced a sea- 
faring life, making his first voyage as a cabin boy at the 
age of fourteen years. From this position he rose through 
the regular grades of seaman; second mate, first mate and 
captain, until he attained an exalted rank among the most 
famous and successful navigators of that century. 

After performing three voyages from his native port to 
the West Indies in the capacity of first mate he determined 
to sail from New York as there were no prospects at Stoning- 
ton of a career suitable to his ambitious views. After a short 
sojourn in New York he was engaged on board a brig be- 
longing to Messrs. Murray, Mumford and Bowen, cona- 
manded by Captain Miller, for a six months' voyage to 
Hispaniola. Upon the arrival of the brig at Aux Cayes, 
both niates being discharged, Fanning was appointed first 
mate, in which capacity he performed duty during the re- 
mainder of the voyage. Fanning next engaged in the em- 
ploy of Elias Ncxsen, a New York merchant, m whose ves- 
sels he made several voyages to Curacoa as first mate. 

In May, 1793, Mr. Nexsen fitted out the brig Betsy for a 
voyage to the South Seas for sealskins, in which Mr. Fan- 
ning was engaged as first mate. Unfortunately for the suc- 
cess of the expedition, an incompetent captain, named Steele, 
was given the command, who knew nothing of seak or seal- 
fishing. By great exertion a full cargo of sealskins was 
procured at the Falkland Islands by the month of January, 
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1793. The captain manifesting no haste to return, Fan- 
ning, who was loath to spend his time in needless idleness, 
accepted the offer of a passage to New York made by an old 
acquaintance and arrived there the following March. The 
Betsy arrived in June when Captain Steele was peremptorily 
discharged. Mr. Ncxsen also directed that Fanning be 
given his full proportion of shares. 

Mr. Fanning was next employed as first mate of the ship 
Portland, Captain Robinson commanding. The Portland 
sailed from New York for Norfolk in May, 1793, where she 
received a cargo of flour and cleared for Havre, France. 
When off the Scilly Islands she was seized by a British 
frigate and sent to Falmouth Harbor. There the cargo was 
seized and the flour stored in the government storehouse. 
The next day the officers underwent tlie customary exami- 
nation by the mayor, who, learning that Mr. Fanning was a 
relative of Gen. Edmund Fanning, Governor of Prince Ed- 
ward Island, to whom he was greatly indebted, granted 
them their freedom. Soon afterward Fanning and all the 
crew but two (Captain Robinson being absent in London) 
were impressed into the service of a British frigate, wliich 
arrived at Falmouth, but by the intercession of the mayor, 
they were liberated the following day. After the return of 
Captain Robinson from London the Portland sailed for 
New York. 

Fanning was next appointed to the command of a new 
schooner, the Dolly, belonging to Snell, Stagg & Co., mer- 
chants engaged in the Curacoa trade. On the return voy- 
age, when off Sandy Hook, the Dolly was seized as a prize 
by a British frigate on the pretext of sailing &x>m a block- 
aded port (which Curacoa then was), but when the captain, 
however, learned that Fanning was a nephew of General 
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Edmund Fanning, he promptly released him and his vessel. 

In 1797 Captain Fanning originated the project of fitting 
out suitable vessels which should proceed to the South Seas 
to procure cargoes of sealskins, thence cross the Pacific 
Ocean to Canton, where such merchandise was ascertained 
to be in great demand and at prices which would furnish a 
handsome profit. He consulted Mr. Elias Nexsen on the 
project, who approved of Fanning's plans and placed the 
brig Betsy at his disposal. The Betsy was a Charleston 
packet of one hundred tons' burden. After the necessary 
stores were put on board together with an invoice of goods 
suitable for trading with the natives of the islands, the 
Betsy, having shipped part of her crew, proceeded to Ston- 
ington, where the remainder jomcd her. On the 13th of 
June, 1797, she sailed from Stonington for the South Seas 
with a crew of twenty-seven. By tlie 2d of April, 1798, she 
had scc^jured a full cargo of sealskins, and sailed from the 
island of Massafuero for Canton, China. During this voy- 
age Captain Fanning performed the unprecedented acliieve- 
ment of placing standing rigging on his vessel while at sea. 

On the nth of June, 1798, Captain Fanning discovered 
three uninhabited islands in latitude 3* 51' 30* N., longitude 
159* 12' 30^ W,, situated in the form of a triangle, the north- 
cm and southern ones being each nine miles long and the 
eastern one six miles long. To these islands his crew gave 
the name of Fanning's Islands. At noon on the 12th of 
June he discovered another uninhabited island in latitude 
4** 4s' N., longitude 160* 8' W., to which was given the name 
of Washington Island. 

On the 13th of August, 1798, the Betsy arrived in the 
harbor of Macoa, China, and on the 24th reached Canton. 
After disposing of his cargo and obtaining in return one of 
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teas, silks, china ware, etc., Captain Fanning sailed from 
Canton 30 October on his return voyage. He arrived at 
New York 26 April, 1799, after a passage of one hundred 
and seventy-eight days. The expedition was a great success, 
netting to the owners the sum of $52,300 after all charges 
had been deducted. Captain Fanning received well-merited 
praise from the American and European press for the ability 
with which he conducted the undertaking. To him may be 
awarded (by this and subsequent voyages) tne credit of 
setting in motion the great commercial enterprises which 
built up the mercantile navy of the United States and opened 
up new places of trade in every quarter of the world. 

In January, 1800, the corvette Aspasia, twenty-two guns, 
just from the stocks, was purchased, provisioned and armed 
by a company of New York merchants for an exploring and 
sealing expedition to the South Seas under command of 
Captain Fanning. She was comniissioned as a letter of 
marque by the President of the United States. On the nth 
of May the Aspasia sailed from New York for the scaling 
fisheries of South Georgia and New South Shetland Islands. 
On the 8th of February, 1801, she commenced her voyage 
to Canton, having on board fifty-seven thousand sealskins. 
Arriving there her cargo was sold and a return cargo re- 
ceived on board, and Captain Fanning sailed for New York, 
where he arrived 4 March, 1802, 

In 1803 the brig Union, Captain Pendleton commanding, 
was fitted out for the South Sea seal-fishery and Canton 
trade by Captain Fanning, acting as agent for a company 
of New York merchants. After collecting fourteen thousand 
sealskins at Border's Island, Captain Pendleton sailed for 
Sydney, New South Wales, where he placed the skins in 
storage, and then made a voyage to the Fiji Islands to pro- 
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cure a cargo of sandal-wood for the Canton market After 
landing on the Island of Tongatabu t October, 1804, Cap- 
tain Pendleton and his boat's crew were massacred by the 
natives. Mr. Wright, the first officer, deemed it prudent to 
return to Sydney in order to replace the number of the 
crew destroyed. This being accomplished, the Union again 
sailed for the Fiji Islands. On arriving near the islands, 
the brig encountered a heavy squall by which she was cast 
upon a reef and wrecked. Every person on board was 
either drowned or massacred by the natives. 

Captain Edmund Fanning, as agent, next fitted out the 
ship Catherine in 1804 with everything requisite for a two 
and a half years' voyage. She was pkiced under command 
of his brother, Captain Henry Fanning, who rediscovered the 
Crozct Islands off the coast of Australia. There a cargo of 
sealskins was procured and exchanged in Canton for such 
goods as suited the New York market. A very handsome 
profit was nested for the owners by this voyage. 

On the 3xst of August, 1806, imder the directive agency of 
Captain Edmund Fanning, the ship Hope, belonging to the 
firm of E. & H. Fanning & W. Coles, sailed from New 
York under the command of Captain Brumlcy. At the Fiji 
Islands she took on board a cargo of sandal-wood, and, 
having completed all preparations, sailed for Canton 6 Sep* 
tember, 1807. On the 3d of October, Captain Bnnnley dis- 
covered a hitherto unknown isbnd in latitude 5^ 15' N., 
longitude 165^ 1/ £. of London, which he named Hope's 
Island. After exchanging the cargo of sandal-wood for teas 
and other Chinese goods, the Hope commenced her return 
voyage on the 27th of December and arrived at New York 
on the 3d of May, iSoS. 

On the ist of March, 1807, the keel of a new vessel was 
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laid in the ship-yards of Adam and Noah Brovm in New 
York for the firm of Edmund & Henry Fanning & Wil- 
liam Coles. She was launched in the following May and 
called the Tonquin, and was three hundred tons' burden, 
double flush decked, carrying twenty-two guns, and of great 
speed. On the 26th of May she sailed from New York for 
China in command of Captain Fanning, and returned on 
the 6th of March, 1808, after a. profitable voyage. Thus 
the Tonquin was built, coppered, rigged and launched, and 
performed a voyage to China and back in the unpreccdent- 
edly short time of twelve months and five days. 

On the isth of Jxme, 1808, the Tonquin sailed for a cargo 
of sandal-wood to the Fiji Islands, Captain Brumlcy com- 
manding. He discovered 5 April, 1809, a previously un- 
•known island in latitude ii** 52' S., longitude 169* 44' E. of 
London, to which he gave the name of Tonquin Island. 
HaWng exchanged the sandal-wood for a cargo of Chinese 
goods, the Tonquin sailed for New York, where she arrived 
after a very prosperous voyage. After the return of the 
Tonquin, she was sold by Fanning & Coles to John Jacob 
Astor, by whom she was employed in the fur trade of the 
Northwest American Coast under Captain Thorn. While 
anchored in Newatee Bay, Vancouver's Island, a dispute 
arose between the Indians and Captain Thorn, when he 
unceremoniously expelled the natives from his ship. They 
.departed with threats of vengeance. The next day the 
Indians visited the ship in an apparently friendly manner 
for the purpose of renewing the trade. Having gained the 
deck in large numbers, they drew their concealed weapons 
and attacked the crew, who were aU slain but four seamen. 
The captain, though mortally wounded, gained tlie cabin. 
Here he and the four surviving sailors cleared the deck of 
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the savages with their firearms. The next day the Indiar.s 
visited tlie Tonquin in vast numbers and crowded on board. 
The captain, who was still alive, crawled to the magazine, 
blew up the ship and all on board perished. 

In the spring of 1812 Captain Edmund Fanning received 
a commission from President Madison as commander of a 
discovery expedition to consist of the ships Volunteer and 
Hope, intended for exploring the seas of the southern hemi- 
sphere, and circumnavigating the world. Accompanying the 
commission were letters of recommendation procured by 
James Munroe, Secretary of State, from the ambassadors of 
the different nations of Europe accredited to the United 
States. The expedition was in preparation and nearly on 
the point of sailing, when it was suspended and finally given 
up in consequence of the breaking out of war between the 
United States and Great Britain. 

On the sth of June, 1815, the ship Volunteer, under the 
command of Captain Fanning, with a crew of thirty officers 
and seamen (among whom William A. Fanning, the captain's 
son, rcnked as purser), sailed from New York for the South 
Seas. He visited the Falkland Islands and doubled Cape 
Horn, and, after obtaining some sealskins at the Island of 
Mas-a-fucra, finally arrived at Coquimbo, Chili. After a 
short detention there, he cruised among the Galapagos 
Islands, where he secured 25,000 sealskins and reached New 
York 13 April, 1817. Owing to representations of Captain 
Fanning to the government on his return from this voyage. 
United States war-ships were stationed on the Pacific Coast 
for the purpose of protecting American commerce. 

On the 4th of September, 181 7, Captain Fanning sailed 
from New York for the South Seas in command of the 
Sea Fox. He procured a cargo of oil and sealskins at 
94 
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the Falkland Islands and arrived in New York 27 April, 
x8i8. 

In July, 2819, William A. Fanning, Captain Fanning's 
son, sailed as supercargo on the brig Hersiiia from Stoning- 
ton, Captain Sheffield commanding, on an exploring and 
sealing voyage. They rediscovered many of the south 
Shetland Islands, and after procuring several thousand seal- 
skins, returned to Stonington where they realized a hand- 
some profit on the sale of the vessel and cargo. 

In 1829 the brigs Seraph (built by Captain Edmund Fan- 
ning at Stonington) and Annawan under command of Cap- 
tains Benjamin Pendleton and Nathaniel B. Palmer, respec- 
tively, were fitted out imder the directive agency of Captain 
Fanning for a trading and exploring expedition to the south- 
cm hemisphere* A report of the expedition in 1829 and 
1830 was made by Captain Pendleton to Captam Fanning, 
who submitted it to Congress, by whom it was ordered 
printed:* — 

Having for a long time been imbued with the idea that 
great benefits would result to the commerce of the United 
States from a National Exploring Expedition to the South 
Seas under Government management, Captain Fanning sent 
the following memorial to Congress: — 

"To the Honourable the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States, in Congress assembled: — 
"Your petitioner, Edmund Fanning, havbg obtained satisfac- 
tory evidence, by the trial and result, that any private exploring 
expedition cannot ever produce, or obtain, the desired and wished- 
for national benefit to navigation, commercial trade, the whale 
and seal fishery, sdpnce, &c.; therefore, under a full acquired

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belief of its national importance^ impressed as your memorialist 
is, by personal experience, in the necessity of a governmental 
exploring expedition to those parts of our globe, doth, in his 
national feeling and zeal, and in all humble deference, most 
respectfully recommend and pray, that Congress, in its wisdom, 
will be pleased to grant an appropriation, with power for a com- 
petent National Exploring and Discovery Expedition to the South 
Seas, Pacific, &c. In aid and support of which recommendation, 
your memorialist has heretofore made sundry discoveries in those 
seas, and had long and much experience relating to the subject. 
And your memorialist, as in duty bound, will ever pray.

This petition was referred by Congress to the Conunittce 
on* Naval Affairs and ordered to be printed. 

In 1833 Captain Fanning again petitioned Congress on 
the same subject in the following memorial,, which was re- 
ferred to the Conunittee on Naval Affairs and ordered to be 
printed: — 

MEMORIAL 

OF 

EDMUND FANNING. 

"To illustrate the views in a petition presented to Congress, 
praying that a National Discovery and Exploring Expedi- 
tion be sent out to the South Seas, &c. 
"To the Honourable die Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States, in Congress assembled: — 
"Your petitioner, Edmund Fanning, respectfully asketh leave 
to submit the following explanations, reasons, &c., to illustrate 
his views of the national advantages and benefits prayed for, in 
his petidon before Congress, and on file with your honourable 
committee, that a natioiml discovery and exploring expedition be 
sent out to the South Seas, &c., &c.; and does also farther re- 
spectfully request, that the said explanations, remarks, &c., with 
his former petetion, and papers attached thereto, on file with 
your honourable naval committee, may be again printed. Your 
petctioner, in all deference, requests leave to observe, that, at 
the early date of 1792, he entered and engaged on those South 
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Sea voyages, with a view to obtain information on the seal fishery, 
commercial trade, pecuniary profit, &c., that which at tliis time 
was thought might be obtained from those foreign ports and 
unexplored regions. 

"In 1797, your memorialist sailed on his voyage, in the capa- 
city of commander, supercargo, and director, to prosecute this 
commercial trade and seal fishery, to the South Seas, Pacific 
Ocean, China, and around the world. This new and enterpris- 
ing voyage opened the gate to his fellow-citizens to this South 
Pacific and China commercial trade; by which, and thereafter, 
under his command or agency, were taken from these regions to 
China, on Ameiican account, the first cargoes of sandal- wood, 
seals, fur, beach-la-mer, bird's nest, mother of pearl, pearls, 
shark's fins, turtle shell, &c., being the productions of the land, 
seas, in those South Seas, and Pacific regions; which, on being 
exchanged in Canton, for China goods, and those brought home 
into our ports of the United States, not only enriched his brother 
citizens, the adventurers, but poured streams, by duties on the 
same, of hundreds of thousands, ay, millions of dollars into the 
public treasury, thus enriching our country in the aggregate; and 
which, in the course of some few years, therefore, caused this 
commercial traffic and fishery to increase to upwards of twenty 
sail per annum, out of the ports of the United States, and which 
has now got dwindled down to a very limited number. In your 
petitioner's next voyage to the South Seas, the Pacific, China, 
and around the world, he was honoured in the command of a 
superb new corvette ship, of 22 guns, commissioned by the Pres- 
ident of the United States, with a complement of five lieutenants, 
a master, a surgeon, eight midshipmen, with a competent num- 
ber of petty officers and men, which voyage was also safely per- 
formed around the world, without any unpleasant occurrence, or 
difficulty, but in good discipline, harmony, &c. And having, 
during his voyages in the command and directing agency had 
the fortune to discover the group of Fanning's Isknds, Palmyrie 
Island, Washington Island (so named on its discovery by the 
subscriber, a beautiful green Island that stands recorded on the 
charts in use, by this name of the father of our country). Border's 
Island, as also, the continent of Palmer's Land, and rediscovered 
the group of Crozett's Islands, the South-Antipode's Island, were 
the first Americans at the Feejee Islands, and to the new South 
Shetland Islands: — from all of which there has been produced 
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much wealth to our beloved country, as well as to its national 
treasury; — were the first from among our enterprising fellow- 
citizens, that took from those regions and seas, on American 
account to China those products of sandal-wood, &c., &c., which 
then, as before-mentioned, being exchanged in Canton for silks, 
nankins, teas, &c., && (China goods), not only produced large 
profits to the adventurers, but sdso enriched the national treas- 
ury. And in the utmost respect the subscriber hereunto would 
remark: — Do not these discoveries and their effects, with the 
millions of wealth which this trade and fishery have heretofore 
brought into our country, by its enterprising citizens, and also 
to its national treasury, have a parental claim on government for 
a competent exploring and discovery expedition, to endeavour 
now to revive it again! 

" And to revive this commercial trade, fishery, &c., as well as ; 
to obtain other important national benefits, I do now most re- 
spectfully and earnestly petition and pray Congress for this dis- 
covery and exploring expedition to be sent out, to explore and 
search out new resources, or places, to obtain tliose products, • 
articles, &c., which places, it b confidently conceived and be- 
lieved, are yet numerous to be found, and thereby the said prod- 
ucts '.v:J[l be again obtained in plenty, when those contem- 
plated ncrv places of resort, &c., are discovered and marked down 
on the chnrt, by this exploring, wiih proper vessels^ on such na- 
tional scr\icc. 

"Presuming your petitioner's information, by such lengthy i 
experience to be equal to that of any other, and that your petti- 
tioner has had the fortune to do as much, if not more, thna any 
other citizen, in searching out and bringing forward those na- 
tional advantages and benefits, touching on the before-mentioned 
business of commercial trade, &c., to the South Seas, Pacific^ 
and China, as well as by first opening the gate-way to the prose- 
cuting this valuable fishery and commercial trade, which has so 
enriched the national treasury, and brought such wealth to his 
fellow-citizens, which your petitioner conceives, in all due defer- 
ence, entitles him to, and gives to him the firm ground of con- 
fidence, and of claim to respectfully ask, by his said petition, of 
our nation's Congress, the granting it, by the authorizing the 
prosecution of this national project. 

"Sut laying aside, this Pacific and China commercial trade, 
your meTr.orialist would observe, adverting to the subject, that 
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the whale and seal fishery to the South Seas, of late years, has 
increased in the number of vessels beyond that of any former 
time, from out of the ports of the United States, and are still on 
the increase: — therefore the more urgency there is now of this 
national exploration, in the immediate need to its support: — 
Also in further illustration, as touching on the seal and whale 
fisheries, history gives to us the fact, that the British Greenland 
Whale and Seal Fishery at their old fishing ground, had got 
reduced in their fleet engaged in this business, by the scarcity of 
the whales and seals, from upwards of eight sail, down to a very 
limited number; — when the exploring and discovery voyages 
sent out by their government, under captains Ross Parry, hav- 
ing discovered new fishing grounds, never before having been 
disturbed, up Davis* Straits, Baffin's Bay, &c., where the whales 
and seals were plenty, or numerous, revived again this fishery to 
such a degree, that they now have, annually, a fleet of between 
ninety and a hundred sail employed again in it, (which revival 
would undoubtedly have been lost to that nation, had not those 
exploring and discovery voyages been performed) with renewed 
advantages, not only in bringing wealth to the nation, but in also 
establishing an adchtional nursery for seamen, which, it is well 
known, is the main spring of a navy. 

"And your memoriaUst is now in possession of the fact, that 
losing voyages by our American vessels have already, and lately 
been made, owing to the scarcity of fishes and animals at their 
old grounds, or places of resort, for their requisite, natural, and 
annual wants of feed, propagation, &c.; particularly the latter, 
iiie scats; which ill success and hard fortune will still prevail, 
and in an increased measure, if not to a total abandonment in a 
few years, if this national exploring and research are not soon 
entered upon and effected, by (Uscovering, marking down, and pro- 
mulgating new resorts, grounds, and places, where those am- 
phibious animals and fishes are to be again found in plenty, as 
they are still met with, numerous, on their travels, in those seas. 

'*The vessels now employed in this whaling and seaUng busi- 
ness to the South Seas, Pacific Ocean, &c., on taking their de- 
parture from our ports, proceed direct for the old grounds and 
places of resort of those fishes and animals where they are now 
found and met with, so scattering and wild as to protract their 
voyages, often to such a length as to frequently exhaust their 
provisions, which were laid in for the voyage; and, of course, 
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obliged them to recruit in a foreign port, or force them to return 
home mth a losing voyage, and which, it is confidently believed, 
such an exploration would prevent, and cause a more sure, prompt, 
and successful voyage and return, by its discovery and marking 
down of new grounds and places of their resorts: — which ex- 
pedition would also make more sure and safe the life of the mari- 
ner, by placing in their true situation the many dangers, &c., and 
thereby aiding and benefitting navigation as well as science, &c. 

'* Further, your petitioner and his associates, in their arduous 
enterprising and persevering endeavours for many years past, to 
the general national good, and to promote this fishery, and com- 
mercial trade, and in discoveries, have had the fortune tQ dis- 
cover a new continent, or extensive lands, in the southern hemi- 
sphere: — which, by Uie generous act, as due to American en- 
terprise, of a talented circumnavigator,^ belonging to a powerful 
. and magnanimous nation, has received the name of Palmer's 
Land, and which, it is earnestly desired, may be explored and 
surveyed by this prayed-for national expedition, for the general 
public good of our nation; as it is yet uncertain what Suable 
sources of rich furs, oils, &c., it may contain and supply to our 
hardy, adventurous South Sea mariners. 

*' Now, therefore, your petitioner doth humbly pray, that this 
much required government expedition be sent out to endeavour 
to obtain those national benefits herein set forth, and which 
cannot, as in evidence by trial, be done or performed by any 
private means. 

*'As your memorialist is of opinion such a national discovery 
and exploring expedition would, in a very weighty degree, accom- 
plish those before-mentioned benefits to navigation, commerce, 
the fisheries, science, &c., your petitioner is likewise strongly 
in the belief that said expedition, in traversing those unfrequented 
seas., would make new discoveries of lands and islands, which 
would likely tend to advance our commercial trade, &c. 

**«\lso^ furth^, that they would search out, discover, and 
mark down at inhabited as weQ as at uninhabited lands and 
islands, as also at the sea-banks and coral reefe, new depots, 
sources, &c., where those products could be again procured in 
abundance, viz. of sandal-wood, bird's nest, bcach-la-mer, pearls, 
turtle shell, &c., wliich would much revive again this commer- 
cial trade to China, &c

"Furthermore, your petitioner feels confident that this expe- 
dition would discover, and do an act of great humanity in their 
routes, by falling in with and returning again to their homes, 
some of those now missing ship's crews of American citizens 
thus long absent from their country, families, friends, and civil 
society, and which, perhaps, are now dragging out a lonesome 
and suffering life, after being cast away upon some uninhabited 
island, or in slavery to some cannibal chief on an inhabited 
one; which pains the heart in deep distress of feeling in the suf- 
fering thought of those most unfortunate missing fellow-citizens 
and voyagers: — And, to relieve even a single ship's crew of them 
by such an expedition, what a parental act of government this I 
And yet further, your petitioner feels sure that they would greatly 
benefit and improve navigation by exploration and survey, and 
in correcting the situation, and placing them true on the charts, 
to be in use, of many islands and dangers, and tliereby make the 
now dangerous hazard much less to the mariner, in our whale, 
seal, and trading ships and vessels, when traversing those oceans 
and seas. 

''Finally, all will admit that such an expedition would add 
much to the history, science, &c, and your memorialist is sin- 
cere in the belief, that, if land is not discovered in ihc way, they 
may reach a very high south lattitudc, if not in the vicinity of the 
south pole. The noted voyager. Captain Weddcll, who obtained 
to the S. lattitude of 74^ 15' states, in this lattitude the sea was 
then free of ice, and that he had fine mild weather. And should 
the American expedition discover land in their way on proceed- 
ing south on its examination, who knows but what it may afford 
or produce in valuable and rich furs, oils, &c., in addition to a 
new discovery? 

"And your petitioner would here respectfully remark, with a 
view to show the rate and length of time his mind has been en- 
gaged intent on this exploring subject, and requests, in all def- 
erence, permission to state in illustration, that, while engaged in 
the command and agency in prosecuting those South Sea, Pacific, 
and China voyages, he has for upwards of thirty years past, had 
before his mind's eye the evidences of the advantages and bene- 
fits of such an exploring expedition to his nation, with the con- 
stant increasing surmises and evidences coming up before him 
in observation, touching and relating to the most proptr kind 
0/ vessels, with their fitments, &c., to enable and give the most 
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sanguine promise to such an expedition, to obtain the greatest 
favorable and brilliant result; which, if this petition be granted, 
he is freely willing to conununicate for the national benefit. 

"Also, personal experience has taught the subscriber that sit- 
uations wUl occur on such voyages of exploration, both in high 
and low lattitudes, which would be fatal to the large and heavy 
ship, when the small and lighter vessel would escape. 

"The writer of this has wintered in his ship in a high latti- 
tude, in the icy regions towards the south pole, and personally 
observed the formation, and make, and movements of the ice 
islands, bergs, &c., on the break up of the vrintcr, and of its 
frozen massive barriers, causing a terrific, thundering roar, like 
that of ten thousand cannon, seemingly making terra-firma 
tremble to its foundations; and been with his ship in very trying 
and painful situations in the mountainous swell of rolling bil- 
lows or turgid seas, in calms and currents, in the equatorial 
lattitudes among the coral reefs, when at the same time beset 
and surrounded by the savages, which would have been fatal, 
beyond possibility of human means, to extricate her, if a heavy 
ship, but having a lighter vessel he escapes from this awaiting 
dread (*al fate; but which happened to be the lot of our first ship, 
and all on board of her which was sent to the Fcejee Islands 
•after s<indal-wood, &c.: — she being a full built, heavy vessel, 
was wrecked by drifting, and being hove by the billowed sea, in 
a calm and current on the coral reef, and every soul on board of 
her, save 15:2 Tonga native pilot, perished, or were massacred 
by the savages, as each individual obtained, through the break- 
ers and surf, a foothold on the rocks. 

"A similar situation and case was no doubt the fate and de- 
struction of the much lamented and unfortunate La Perouse, his 
frigates and their crews, which, with more proper and b'ghter 
vessels would perhaps have been avoided. 

"Also, as an additional evidence of weight of advantage such 
an exploring has been to his mind, he would respectfully men- 
tion a fact, viz.: That an expedition of two ^hipa was prepared, 
and nearly ready for sea in their departure on this service, in tlie 
spring of 1812, under his command, and a commission was granted 
by the President of the United States, to your (K^titioncr, in the 
command of the same, when the sudden declaration of war by 
Congress put a stop to its sailing, and finally ciusccl it to be 
8\bnmIoncd. 
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"Your petitioner also respectfully begs, it will be here noted, 
that since that date the additional weighty call, or necessity, 
that such a national expedition should be sent out, is, that the 
important' discovery of the continent of Palmer's Land has been 
made by Americans; whidi will also show in evidence, that in 
our South Sea mariner's and voyager's minds, at least, this ex- 
ploring project petitioned for is not a visionary idea, but for real 
and important national benefits that are much needed. 

"All which is most respectfully submitted.

Largely through the efforts of Captain Fanning, who paid 
frequent visits to Washington in furtherance of the project, 
the South Sea Exploring Expedition was authorized by act 
of Congress on the 14th of May, 1836. In answer to a letter 
sent to the Secretary of the Navy a short time thereafter 
Captain Fanning received the following reply: — 

•*Navy Department, 15/A /«ne, 1836. 

** If Congress had authorized such Exploring Expedition to be 
conducted by citizens and not by officers of the navy, your claim 
to command the expedition would be a strong one, — but Con- 
gress have made it an affair of the navy, — and I find you re- 
nounce all desire to sail in the expedition, as you believe the 
officers of the navy equal in all respects to the ta^. 

'* Your zeal in procuring a law for an explorer's expedition is 
well known.

Commodore Thomas Ap Catesby Jones was appomted to 
the command of the expedition, but was forced to resign, 
owing to^ ill health, in November, 1837. The conunand was 
then given to Commodore Charles Wilkes, and the expedition, 
composed of five vessels and a store-ship, siiilcd from Nor- 
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folk, Va., 18 August, 1838. The history of the four years' 
cruise was written by Commodore Wilkes under the title of a 
''Narrative of the U.S. Exploring Expedition of 1838, 1839, 
1840 and 1842" and published in Philadelphia in 1845. 

There can be no doubt but Captain Fanning fdt keenly 
the disappointment of not being employed in the fitting out 
of this expedition for the authorization of which' he had 
labored so long and arduously, and in the organization of 
which he considered his aid and counsel (founded <m long 
experience) would be of the greatest importance. 

In January, 1840, he again petiticmed Congress, soliciting 
on this occasion a government loan of $150,000 which he 
would supplement with $100,000 from his own resources, 
the whole sum of $250,000 to be expended in fitting out 
suitable vesseb for trade and explorations in the South/Seas. 
This petition was ordered printed by the Committee on 
Naval Affairs, but no further action taken* 

On the 19th of April, 1841, his wife died at his residence 
163 Hudson Street, New York City, in the seventy-second 
year of her age. Four days after, Friday the 23d of April, 
i84x» Captain Edmund Fanning died of grief (according to 
the records of vital statistics) at the same place. Both were 
buried in the family burying-groimd at Stonington, Coon. 

From his voyage as first mate of the Betsy in 1792, Captain 
Edmund Fanning commanded or acted as directive agent 
for upwards of seventy expeditions to the South Seas and 
China. Besides the ^ps already mentioned which were 
built for him in New York, he built the following at Ston- 
ington: the ship Hydaspy in 1822; ship Almyra, which was 
sold in New York: brigs Seraph, Othello, and Bogartar. 

As an inducement to him to enter into the Naval service 
of the United States, he was tendered the command of either 
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of two new frigates by President Jefferson, as the following 
certificate wiU show: — 

'' Nsw YoxXy JamMory 19IA, 1837. 
''This certifies that I was personally known to Mr. George 
Wamer, on his return from Washington, having brought frcmi 
President Jefferson an invitation and tender to Captain Edmund 
Fanning to the rommand of either of the new United States 
frigates, the New York or the Adams, as an inducement for him 
to enter into the naval service of the government; his commis- 
sioD to take date the day the frigate was launched. This was, 
as my memoiy serves, between the years 1801 and 1803.

This flattering offer was deduiedt as Captain Fanning was 
at that time actively engaged in fitting out expeditioDS for 
the South Seas. 

Captain Edmund Fanning publ]shcd.two books of voyages: 
the first, entitled ''Fanning's Voyages Round the World,^' 
appeared in 1833; ^^^ ^ second, ''Voyages to the South 
Seas, Indian and Pacific Oceans, China Sea, etc.," in 1838. 

Captain Edmund Faiming's residence at Stonington, Long 
Point, was on the comer of Water (formerly called West 
Main Street) and Trumbull Streets. (See photogravure.) 
The land was originally Denison land, and thb comer bt of 
thirty-two rods was sdd by Joseph Denison ad to Andrew 
Brown so January, 1775. The dwelling-house and other 
buildings on it were built by Mr. Brown previous to that date 
(as is proved by Stonington Deeds, Book 9, p. 479). Brown 
sold the property to Robert ShefBeld as Much, z78z«^ On 
the X3th May, z8o6, Robert Sheffield Junior, for his father, 
deeded the property to Nathaniel M.^ Pendleton. It then 
contained, in addition to the large dwelling-house, a black-

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smith's shop.^ Mr, Pendleton sold it 23 July, 1819, to Nancy 
Pendleton of New York,* and she 4 August, 1851, to Francis 
Pendleton of Stonington for $800.' It was bequeathed by 
will in 1875 ^y Fnuids Pendleton to hb son Albert, and now 
belongs to his widow, Ada Pendleton. In the will the 
house is spoken of as the "Fanning House." * Captain Ed- 
mund Fannmg never owned this property according to the 
Stonington Records, but there is no doubt of his residence 
there, which fact is confirmed by the older inhabitants. 
Captain Fanning owned a house and lot on the north comer 
of Water and Harmony Streets. The house has now been 
taken down and a new one erected by Dr. C. O. Main. It 
is not known, however, that Captain Fanning resided there, 
and it ]& thought not. He also owned a house and lot on 
Harmony Street, next east of his comer lot, which was the 
old Acors Sheffield place bought about 1770. This Shef- 
field jproperty soon went to his son, Captain William A. Fan- 
ning, who sold it to Benjamin Pendleton 22 May, 1821. 
He also owned at times other property in Stonington. 

Kis ship-yard was on the water's edge west of his house 
and just south of the present Attwood Morrison Machine 
Shop, and the breakwater.

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CAPTAIN CHARLES • FANNING (No. 158).

Captain Charles Fanning, son of Captain Thomas and 
Elizabeth (Capron) Fanning, was bom at Groton, Conn., 16 
Deccmberi 1749. Early in life he moved to Preston — 
North Society — in that part which was afterwards the 
town of Griswold and the village of Jcwett City. There* 
on the 31st of March, 1774, he married Anne Brewster, 
daughter of Simon and Anne (Andrus) Brewster, and had 
by her eleven children. 

Charles Fanning was among the first who entered into 
service in the American army on the call for troops in April, 
1775, and was an actor in some of the most prominent 
scenes of the war. He was in the Battle of Long Island 
and at Monmouth. He shared the sufTcrings of that hard 
winter at Valley Forge, and was at Yorktown at the sur- 
render of Lord Cornwallis. He was one of the few who 
served the full quota of time, seven years and eight montlis. 
He was mustered in on the 8th of May, 1773, ^ Sergeant 
in Captiiin Tyler's Company of Preston, in the 6th Regi- 
ment commanded by Colonel Simiucl H. Parsons of New 
London. This Regiment was recruited from New London, 
Hartford, and the present County of Middlesex. Two com- 
panies at once marched to Boston: the others (including 
Tyler's) remained on duty in New London until the 17th 
of June, when they were ordered to the Boston Camp, where 
they were posted at Roxbury until the expiration of their 
term of service on the loth of December, 1775. 

On the 20th of June, 1776, Charles Farming received his 
comnussion as Ensign from Jonathan Trumbull, Captain- 
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General and Commander-in-chief of the Contmcntal forces 
of Connecticut, and served under Captain Joshua Hunting- 
ton in the 4th Battalion of Wadsworth's Brigade, com- 
manded by Colonel Selden. This Battalion was raised to 
reinforce General Washington at New York. It served 
there and on Long Island. During the retreat of the Amer- 
ican forces from New York City it suffered much. loss. 
Colonel Selden was taken prisoner and incarcerated in the 
city, where he died on the nth of October, 1776. The 
term of service of the Battalion expired on the 2Sth of De- 
cember following. 

Charles Fanning re-entered the service on the ist of Jan- 
uary, 1777, as Second Lieutenant in Captain Abner Bacon's 
Company of the 4th Regiment of the Connecticut Line, 
coixmianded by Colonel John Durkee. On the isth of March, 
1779, he received a commission as First Lieutenant to rank 
from the 15th of November, 1778,* and on the ist of May, 
1779, he was appointed paymaster. This Regiment, like 
the others of the line, was raised for service during the con- 
tinuance of the war. It went into camp at Pcekskill in the 
spring of 1777, and in September was ordered to join Wash- 
ington's forces in Pennsylvania. It was engaged at the 
battle of Gcrmantown, on tlie 4th of October, 1777. The 
Regiment being afterwards assigned to Vamum's Brigade, a 
detachment of it took part in the brave defence of Fort 
MifTlin on the Delaware, November 12-16. It wintered at 
Valley Forge in 1 777-1 778, and on the 26th of June follow- 
ing was engaged at the battle of Monmouth, Cobnel Durkee 
conunanding the Brigade. 

After this battle the Regiment was encamped with the

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main army at White Plains until ordered into winter quar- 
ters at Reading, where it was assigned to the ist Connecti- 
cut Brigade under General Parsons. In the campaign of 
1779 ^^ ^^^ engaged in the movements on the east side of 
the Hudson River and took part in the storming of Stony 
Pomt on the isth of July. During the 'following winter it 
was encamped with the Connecticut Division on the out- 
posts at Morristown. In 1780 it was with the main army 
on both sides of the Hudson and wintered opposite West 
Point. The Regiment took an active part in all the succeed- 
ing events of the war until the surrender of the British at 
York town. At the close of the war in 1783 it was mustered 
out of service, when Charles Fanning received the brevet 
rank of Captain. 

His original commbsion as Ensign, signed by Jonathan 
Trumbull at Hartford, 20 Jime, 1776, and his commission 
as Second Lieutenant "by order of Congress" signed in the 
bold hand of John Hancock, President, 7 January, 1777, 
are still preserved as precious heirlooms by his descendants. 

After the close of the war he returned to the duties of a 
citizen. In early manhood he engaged in mercantile busi- 
ness near Griswold Paper Mill, better remembered as the 
site of " Glasgo's Iron Works." Afterwards he carried on 
business in Jewett City, where he was one of the pioneer 
merchants. His store was sitiiated just east of his house, 
and was a one-story building painted red and with gambrel- 
roof. It had half-doors, so called, and the counter in the 
store had a hole or slit in it through which pennies could be 
dropped, a common custom in those times. 

On the Fourth of Julv, 1786, he was enrolled as one of 
the original members of the Society of the Cincinnati, the 
certificate of membership being dated at Mount Vernon, and 
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signed by George Washington as President and John Knox 
as Secretary. (See photogravure.) 

In 1788 he was chosen as Selectman, and was a Justice of 
the Peace in 1810 and for many subsequent years, from 
which office he received the appellation of " Squire Fanning,'' 
by which he was designated in his latter years. He was 
chosen a Representative to the Legislature in 1792, 1794, 
1796, 1803, 1804, 1806, 1807, i8ii| and 18141 being the can- 
didate of both parties when any matter of special interest 
to the town was at stake. 

In 1814 Charles Fanning was instrumental in establish- 
ing the Fanning Manufacturing Company at Jewett City 
for the manufacture of cotton yarn and cotton cloth. The 
Company consisted of four partners: Charles Fanning, Chris- 
topher Avery, Joseph Stanton and Joseph C. Tyler. 

When General Lafayette visited the United States in 1824, 
on his jovxT.ey from New York to Boston, he visited Charles 
Fanning at his house in Jewett City and embraced him after 
the French manner, exclaiming, "God bless you, Comrade 
Fanning! " 

Squire Fannmg has been described by those who recollect 
him as a delightful gentleman, greatly respected and beloved 
by all who knew him. He was a fine looking man, always 
well dressed, wearing silver- buckled shoes, silk stockings, 
knee-breeches, and coat in the fashion of the period, and 
always carrying a cane. 

His dwelling-house in Jewett City, a large, square, two- 
story white house and one of the most substantial built 
residences in the town, stood on the northwest side of the 
Main Street near the Quinebaug River where the Rev. Mr. 
Shipman's house now stands, under the shadow of venerable 
oaks. Here he died on the 22d of March, 1837, at the age 
96 
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of eighty-seven years, three months, and six days. His 
second wife, Hepzibah Bull, whom he married at Hartford 
on the 30th of August, 1814, survived him. She died on 
the 31st of March, 1843, without issue, aged seventy-four 
years. The house in which Squire Fanning lived was oc- 
cupied by his daughter Betsy and son Franklin after his 
death. Some years after her decease it was removed to an- 
other part of the village opposite the Railroad Station, where 
it was remodelled and was known as the Jewett City Hotel. 
This was burned to the ground on the morning of July 5, 
1878. 

Squire Fanning was a prominent member of the Church 
and took a leading part in every religious movement. He 
united with the Congregational Church at Jewett City soon 
after its organization, under the ministry of its first pastor. 
Rev. Seth Bliss. During his residence in Jewett City, until 
his last illness, his attendance at the house of worship on 
Sundays was so punctual that the other villagers were wont 
to exclaim on seeing him pass by, '*Come, it is time to go to 
church. There goes Squire Fanning." His life was never 
more replete with usefulness than during the last fifteen 
years; — though the oldest man in town, he was still active 
and sound both in body and mind. His society, his exam- 
ple and his charities were such as caused his death long to 
be remembered and mourned. 

Fanning Island, in an expansion of the Quinebaug River 
on the Lisbon side of Jewett City, was named after Squire 
Charles Fanning. 
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THOMAS* FANNING (No. 160).

Thomas Fanning, son of Captain Thomas and Elizabeth 
(Capron) Fanning of Groton, Conn., was bom on -the asd 
of May, 175S9 was a farmer and resided at Groton, and 
later at Norwich. In his youth he learned the trade of ship- 
carpenteTi and followed that occupation for several years 
at Groton, Mystic, Stonington, Conn., and New York City. 

When the Revolutionary War broke out, Thomas, then 
twenty years of age, was early imbued with the spirit of '76 
under the influence and active guidance of his paternal 
parent, Captain Thomas Fanning. His father was captain 
of the sth Company or "Trainband'' of Groton and took 
an active interest in the war, opening a recruiting office and 
sending five of his six sons, all of whom went through the 
'service and two of whom were wounded. His sixth, and 
youngest son, was only a lad of ten years. 

On the iSth of March, 1777, Thomas enlisted for the war 
as a private, and was appointed Corporal same day, in 
Captain Amos Stanton's Company (whose sister Prudence 
Stanton married Captain Roger Fanning (No. 68)) of Colonel 
Henry Sherburne's Regiment.^ Three of the six companies

Connecticut Revolutionaxy Rolls, page 355, however, say '*he enlisted 
in Stanton's Company xS March* 1777, and was transferred to CoI. Samuel 
B. Webb's Company i May, 1780, appointed Corporal i August, 1780." 

On his Pension Papers he appears as private only. 

A letter from the Pension Department, Washington, D. C, dated 4 
January, 1897, says "he received a pennon for six years actual service as 
a Private in the Connecticut Troops Revolutionary War." 

Cnpt. Amos Suinton*s originnl Muster Roll b in possession of Mrs. 
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of this regiment were raised in Connecticut by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Jonathan Meigs of Middletown; the others by Colonel 
Sherburne in Rhode Island. On the ist of May, 1780, the 
regiment was disbanded: most of the officers retired from 
active service and the enlisted men were distributed among 
other commands. 

The record of the regiment is identical with that of Col- 
onel Samuel B. Webb's, with which it was brigaded; the 
record of which regiment is as follows: — (Taken from 
"Connecticut Revolutionary Rolls.") 

"Col. Samuel B. Webb's Regiment 1777-81 — One of the 
sixteen additional regiments of Infantry raised at large for the 
'Continental Line' of '77 to continue through the War, recruited 
mainly in Hartford County and eastern part of State. 

"Went into Camp at Peekskill in Spring of '77 and served in 
Parson's Brigade under Putnam during movements of the follow- 
ing Summer and Fall. On advance of the enemy and the loss 
of Forts Clinton and Montgomery October, 1777, it crossed to 
west side of Hudson and served under Governor Clinton of New 
York for a time. On December 10, the Regiment engaged with 
other troops in an e.xpedition against Long Island, which met 
with accidents leaving Col. Webb and other officers prisoners in 
the enemy's hands. Regiment wintered with Parson's Brigade 
at West Point and assisted in construction of permanent works 
there. Redoubt Webb doubtless named after the ' Colonel.' In 
Summer of 1778, it was attached to Vamum's Brigade and 
marched to Rhode Island engaging in the batde there of August 
29, 1778, and commended for its conduct. Wintered in Rhode 
Island i778-'79 and remaining there till Fall of 1779, marched 
to winter quarters Morristown, New York, i779-'8o; assigned 
to Stark's Brigade, Lieut Col. Huntington, commanding. Pres- 
ent at Battle of Springfield, New Jersey, June 23, 1780, and dur- 
ing following Summer served with main army on the Hudson. 
It was designated tlie gth Regiment and went into Winter quar- 

ChrUtopher Morgan, Mystic, Conn. In it are the names of ''Corporal 
Thomas Fanning, appointed 18 March, 1777/' cnllslcd for the war. Also 
David Fanning (No. 79), private, aj March, 1777, enlisted for 3 years. 
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ters i7So-'8x with the Division at camp 'Connecticut A^Uage* 
above the Robinson House. There it was xe-organized for 
formation of 1781-83." 

Thomas Fanning also served in Captain William Cliffs 
Company in Colonel John Durkce's Regiment, Connecticut 
Line, and in Colonel Ebenezer Huntington's Regiment He 
served until the dose of the war, June, 1783. 

He was wounded during service, a ball plowing through 
the scalp on the top of his head, leaving a scar which in after 
years he was wont to show to his grandsons, saying: — 
"Boys, put your finger in that furrow — that was made by 
a d ^n Redcoat's bullet." 

By an Act of Congress passed on the i8th of March^ 
1818, he became a United States pensioner for six years 
actual service in the Army of the Revolution and for wounds 
and disabilities received, at the rate of eight dollars per 
month. His pension certificate. No. 7298, was dated 6th 
of March, 1819, and signed by John C. Calhoun, Secretary 
of War. After his death his widow, by Act of Congress 
7th of July, 1838, drew half pension of $48 a year. 

After the war Thomas Fanning returned to Groton, where 
in 17S5 he married Susannah, daughter of John and Su* 
sanaah (Willson) Faulkner of Groton. 

A few years previous to 1800 they removed to New York 
City. His name appears in the City Directory there in 
the year 1798 as "Thomas Fanning, 33 Banckcr St." 
There on the 22d of September, 1800, their infant son 
Thomas died of yellow fever, whereupon they immediately 
returned to Groton to live. In 1803 his name again appears 
in the New York Directory as living at 156 Harmon Street, 
but it is doubtful if his family lived there at that time. It is 
more probable that he went to New York simply to work at 
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teen years old at the breaking out of the war. When the 
traitor Arnold burned New London at the time of the Mas- 
sacre of Fort Griswoldy 6th of September, 1781, she helped 
to carry water and supplies to the patriot soldiers. 

In her old age she enjoyed relating to her grandchildren 
the incidents of her early life during the stirring period of 
the Revolutionary War. She was a great friend of old 
Mother Bailey. Both were bom in the same year, went to 
the same school, and were intimately associated during their 
youth. This friendship was further cemented by the same 
feeling of patriotism which swayed their hearts. 

At one time, not long before her death, Mrs. Fanning, 
while visiting her son Henry at Jewett City, requested her 
eldest grandson Henry, as he was going to New London on 
some business, to caU on old Mother Bailey over at Groton. 
*'Tell her you are Susan Faulkner's grandson," she said. 
Henry, not daring to disobey his grandmother's, command, 
knowing that he would be held to a strict accounting, re- 
luctantly performed the required duty. He crossed over to 
Groton after transacting his business at New London, and, 
arriving at old Mother Bailey's house, knocked long and 
loudly for admission. He was finally confronted by the old 
lady herself, who upon opening the door cried out, "Why 
on earth don't you come in and not stand there knocking 
like a darned fooll Don't you know this is a public house? 
Who the devil are you anyway?" "I am Susan Faulkner's 
grandson," tremblingly ejaculated the youth. "Ohl" cried 
Mrs. Bafley, and thereupon she softened her tone and wel- 
comed him in. She showed him all over the house, and 
among other things pictures of Daniel Webster and Henry 
Clay "hung up by the heels" as she expressed it (upside 
down), for she hated all Whigs, the new an ti- Jackson party. 
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Old Mother Bailey was a remarkable character in her 
day. Her maiden name was Anna Warner. Her parents 
dying in her youth, she was adopted by her uncle Edward 
Mills, who was one of the victims of the Fort Griswold 
Massacre. She exhibited great heroism at this trying time 
and during the whole Revolutionary period, being animated 
by the most fervid patriotism. After peace was established, 
she married Elijah Bailey of Groton. During the War of 
1812, Decatur and his little fleet of three vessels were closely 
blockaded by the British squadron under Commodore 
Hardy, then in full view in Fishers Island Sound. Ma- 
rauding parties were landed from time to time and the in- 
habitants feared a general landing of the enemy. In this 
situation the garrison of the fort at New London was found 
to be deficient in flannel for cartridges. An appeal for 
flannel was made to Mrs. Bailey as she was crossing the 
street to visit a neighbor. Like the other inhabitants she 
had sent her blankets with her other goods inland for safety; 
but quick as thought she passed her hand under her skirt, 
unloosed the band of her flannel petticoat, dropped it at 
her feet and then handed it to the officer with the remark 
that she hoped their "aim might be true and the execution 
on the Englishman thorough." The garment was conveyed 
to the fort and the stoiy repeated to the garrison. With 
loud huzzas for Mother Bailey it was raised on a pikestaff 
with the remark that no better banner was needed to stimu- 
late the men to deeds of heroism. The "Martial Petticoat" 
incident was lauded through the land and was the theme of 
prose and poetry, of song and story. When President Jack- 
son visited Mother Bailey long afterward he presented her 
with a gold snuff-box, having a locket at the reverse side 
containing a lock of his hair. This locket she was very 
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proud of and loved to exhibit to her friends and victors, 
but would only open it a trifle for fear that the lock of hair, 
which was very small, owing to the President's scanty 
growth of that article, would fall out. 

The old Willson-Fanning Family Bible, printed in 17x2, 
is known to have been in the possession of Thomas Fan- 
ning and his wife Susannah Faulkner, and came into their 
hands from Susan's grandparents John Willson and his 
wife Mary Cunningham, who were married on the 3d of 
September, 2730, according to the first entry in tlie Bible. 
From Thomas Fanning it passed to his daughter Fanny 
Maria Gardner, who lived and died in the old Fanning 
homestead at Norwich. Mrs. Gardner presented it to her 
niece Lucy Faiming Hawkins, who previous to her death in * 
1893, presented it to her nephew, Walter F. Brooks, of 
Worcester, Mass., in whose possession it now is.

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CAPTAIN RUFUS* FANNING (No. 171). 

(For Genealog;ical data, see page 306.) 

Captain Rufus Fanning, son of Asher and Priscilla (Kinne) 
Fanning, was bom at Groton, Conn., in April, 1775. 

He early evinced a fondness for the sea, and before he was 
fifteen years of age he had made several voyages. 

An account of a voyage and its accompanying hardships 
which he made to Dcmerara in the year 1790, in the form of 
a letter to his Uncle Phineas Fanning of Groton, is preserved 
by his descendants and gives a good idea of a sailor's mis- 
fortunes. 

Nothing daunted, however, by his ill luck on that memor- 
able voyage in 1790, he continued to follow the sea until 
before many years he became a captain and was in command 
of his own vessel. He followed this occupation the greater 
part of his life. He was captain of the vessel "Criterion," 
which it is said was captured in the War of 181 2. 

He resided in the northeast part of Groton near the Ston- 
ington line. The house, now known as the Ira Main Place, 
is located at the foot of Lantern Hill, on the west side of the 
highway. 

Capt. Rufus Fanning was a member of the order of 
Masons, having joined Charity Lodge No. 68 F. & A. M., 
25 Oct., 1825. 

Late in life he removed to the West, and married a second 
time and had issue. He died at Bath, Summit Co., O., 
20 December, 1845. 
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HENRY WILLSON* FANNING (No. 350). 

(For Genealogical data, sec page 408.) 

Henry Willson Fanning, son of Thomas and Susannah 
(Faulkner) Fanning, was bom at Groton, Conn., 8 Febru- 
ary, 1786, and was named after his grandmother Willson. 
He was brought up on his grandfatlier Captain Thomas 
Fanning's farm at Groton, afterward occupied by his father, 
which locality is now known by the name of Shewville. 

He early learned the trade of a blacksmith of Joshua 
Barstow of Preston City, which trade he continued to fol- 
low during his lifetime. Possessed of natural ingenuity he 
became very skillful at it, and had the reputation of being 
one of the most ingenious men in his line. 

Soon after his apprenticeship he located in Marlboro, 
Conn., where he followed his trade and where he married, 
in the fall of- 181 1, Sarah, daughter of David Hale of Glas- 
tonbury. She was a school teacher and taught in Marlboro, 
living with her Uncle Foote. They resided there imtil 1816, 
during which period three children were bom to them. 
Being urged by his father to remove to Norwich and set up 
business there, he did so in June of that year, and located on 
the farm at East Great Plain, which his father had bought 
the year previous. He built a blacksmith shop on the prem- 
ises and commenced work, but did not stay there long, 
removing within a year and a half to Jcwett City. He then 
built him a blacksmith shop near what was the "Woolen Fac- 
tory." Later this was torn do^vn, and he constructed another 
across the Quinebaug River on the Lisbon side. It was 
on the northwest side of the highway and directly opposite 
Captain Charles Fanning's house. 
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His first residence in Jcwett City was in the southeastern 
part of the village. In 1834 he moved into a new house 
which he built on the Main Street in the northejist part of 
the villagCi on land bought of Enoch Baker. Tliis land 
adjoined the meeting-house lot in the Second Ecclesiastical 
Society of Griswold, Neither he nor his wife lived, however, 
to long enjoy their new abode, as they both died within two 
years. 

Henry served a short time in the War of 1812. He was 
Corporal in Enos H. Buell's Company of Connecticut Militia, 
and served about two months, marching from Marlboro, 
where he was then living, to New London and Groton at 
the time they were threatened by the British. His period 
of service, according to the Connecticut Rolls, dates from 
18 July, 1813, to 16 September, 1813. It is said he was 
unable to continue in the army on account of his being 
very deaf, and a tradition exists in. the family that he nar- 
rowly escaped being shot, through his inability on an oc- 
casion to hear his name called for the third time at muster 
roll, or while on duty. 

Henry Willson Fanning was of medium height, stout 
built, and resembled very much his eldest son Henry Wil- 
liams Fanning, of Newton Upper Falls, Mass. 

He died at Jewctt City, Sunday afternoon, 3 July, 1836, 
at the early age of fifty, his wife dying in less than a year 
afterward, 10 Jime, 1837, aged forty-nine years. 
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DAVID HALE ^FANNING (No. 697). 

(For Genealogical data, see page 538.) 

The subject of this sketch is a self-made man. In a 
genealogical consideration of the Fanning family, this fea- 
ture of his career is worthy of mention, as it indicates the 
staimchness of the parent stock. 

David Hale Fanning was bom 4 August, 1830, in Jewett 
City, a village in the town of Griswold, New London County, 
Conn. He was the son of Henry Willson and Sarah (Hale) 
Fanning, and the youngest of nine children. His father, a \ 
native of Groton, Conn., was bom 8 February, 1786. His 
mother, a daughter of David and Ruth (Hale) Hale, was 
bom in Glastonbury, Conn., 19 July, 1788. 

When Da^/id was seven years of age, his parents died, 
and he remained in the care of an older brother until he ! 
reached the age of sixteen. Meanwhile he received such I 
education as the district schools of the neighborhood af- 
forded. The exacting discipline of his brother, the narrow- 
ness of his own life, the hopelessness of any development, 
and the inborn craving to be somebody and to do some- 
thing, made David ambitious to see the world and nuike 
his own way. This characteristic had to assert itself, and 
has ever been a conspicuous part of his make-up. So, with 
his few possessions, among which was a Testament given 
him by his mother (which he has always faithfully kept), 
and a cash capital of S2.50, he left his native place on foot 
to seek his fortune. After a twenty-mile walk, David 
reached Danielsonvillc, Conn,, at the end of his first day, 
there obtaining supper, lodging and breakfast, for which he 
paid sixteen cents. He tlien made direct for Worcester, at tliat 
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time a town of some 10,000 inhabitants. There he hoped 
to find employment, but not succeeding, went on to Clmton, 
then a part of Lancaster, where he found employment in a 
factory. It is worthy of record that his first business experi- 
ence was in a counterpane mill at sixteen years of age. 

He remained in this position two years, and by attention 
to work, was promoted. By economy, he saved sufficient 
money to give him a start in life. Coming to Worcester in 
1848, he served a short apprenticeship at the machinist trade. 

In 1853 he was proprietor of a country store in Groton 
Junction, now the city of Ayer, Mass. Disposing of this 
business later, he went West, remaining in Cleveland two 
years, returning to Worcester again in 1857. During the 
next four years he was employed as a salesman. In 1859 
he married Rosamond Hopkins Dawless, of Sterling, Mass., ; 
by whom he had issue, a son who died in infancy, Agnes ^ 
Maria and Helen Josepliine. Mrs. Fanning died 14 Decern- ' 
ber, 1 901. 

In the year 1861 Mr. Fanning engaged in manufacturing 
hoop-skirts, under the name of the Worcester Skirt Co. 
Two or three years later he added the making of corsets to 
his business, and as the hoop-skirt gradually passed into 
disuse, corset-making became the principal feature of the 
business, the title of which was changed to that of the Worces- 
ter Corset Co. It was conducted as a private business until 
1888, when it was incorporated as a stock company. 

The same painstaking, diligent attention to business that 
had characterized Mr. Fanning's entire life, soon brought 
his manufactures into universal prominence, and in 1901 
another change in the business was made, and its name 
became the Royal Worcester Corset Co. Mr. Fanning be- 
gan his business in a small way at the comer of Main and 
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Front Streets, and as it expanded, occupied quarters respec- 
tively in Franklin Square and Hennon Street, finally mov- 
ing to the extensive and complete factory on Wyman Street, 
erected by the company for its business, where it is at pres- 
ent located. From a very modest beginning, by persistence 
and faith in the country and its resources, and untiring dil- 
igence, Mr. Fanning has developed tlie great industrial in- 
stitution known throughout the world, the Royal Worcester 
Corset Co., with its magnificent plant, and branch offices 
in all the large cities of the country, and business cormec- 
tions in every civilized country on the globe. 

Notable among Mr. Fanmng's personal characteristics is 
his intense patriotism. He springs from men who fought 
in all wars in v/hich our country has been engaged, even 
back to the French and Indian Wars. In politics Mr. Fan- 
r.ing is a Republican. He is a man of pronounced opinions, 
«v-id once he .k^o^vs he is right, whether it be a business or 
a personal proposition which confronts him, he goes ahead, 
and nothing stands in the way of his accomplishing his end. 
In business Mr. Fanning is a disciplinarian. His influence 
is felt everywhere in his great factory. Cleanliness, deport- 
ment; order, system and attention, which are so much in 
evidence about him, are the results of his constant care and 
training. In spite of an active business life, Mr. Fanning 
has found time to study men and things; conditions histori- 
cal and geographical; keeps thoroughly in touch with all the 
contemporaneous news of the time, and will stand in com- 
mercial history as a forceful illustration of what a man 
may be if he will. 
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JUDGE ADELBERT CANEDY" FANNING (No. 735). 

(For Genealogical data, see page 535.) 
Adelbert Cancdy Fanning wiis bom in Springfield, Pcnn., 
25 July, 1851. His father, David Grace Fanning, was one 
of the pioneers of Bradford County, and for fifty-nine years 
was a Methodist class leader. He died 15 March, 1903. His 
wife, Antis Brown, daughter of Alexander and Catharine 
(Brown) Canedy, of Halifax, Vt., was bom 28 April, 1815, 
and died at Wetona, Penn., 11 September, 1870. 

Of the six children of David Grace and Antis Brown 
Fanning, Adelbert Canedy was the youngest. He was 
reared on the farm in Springfield Township, where he re- 
ceived his first school privileges. He was graduated from 
the Mansfield State Normal School in 1872 and from the 
Law Department of the Michigan University at Ann Arbor 
in 1874. In September of that year he was admitted to 
the bar, and at once took high rank in his profession. He 
began practice at Athens, Penn., but after a few months 
removed to Troy in that State. He was District Attorney 
for three years of Bradford Coimty, and in September, 
1899, was appomted by Governor Stone President Judge of 
the Forty-second Judicial District of Pennsylvania to suc- 
ceed the late Hon. Benjamin M. Peck. In January, 1900, 
Judge Fanning entered upon the ten-year term to which he 
had been elected the preceding fall. 

Bradford County, being a large county, forms one dis- 
trict, and upon the Judge falls the entire burden of trying 
all cases that come into the courts, — civil, criminal, and 
equity cases. Appeals from this court in matters not in- 
volving over fifteen himdred dollars are taken to the Su- 
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perior Court, and in excess of that amount to the Supreme 
Court of the State. As the duties also comprise the dis- 
position of license applications, the position of the Judge 
is an arduous one. There are four regular terms of the 
Court at Towanda, usually of three weeks' duration each; 
four Grand Jury and Argument Courts of one week each; 
two terms of Court at Troy, the half-shire town, of two 
weeks each; besides an Argument Court the first Monday 
of each month, and frequent adjourned Argument and 
Jury Courts. The late Chief Justice of the Supreme Court 
of Pennsylvania was once the President Judge of Bradford 
County, as was David Wilmot, of "Wilmot ProNiso*' fame. 

Judge Fanning is actively interested in educational mat- 
ters, and was for twelve years a memlx^r of the Board of 
Education of Troy. In religion he is a Methodist, and for 
seven years was superintendent of the Troy Sunday school, 
and later filled the same place at Towanda. He is a Free 
Hason, a member of Trojan Lodge, No. 306, Troy Chapter, 
No. 261, Northern Commandcry, No. 16, and has filled the 
highest positions in the Order. Is a member of Towanda 
Lodge of Perfection, Hayden Council, Princes of Jerusalem 
Calvary Chapter Rose CroLx of Towanda, Penn., Williams- 
port Consistory 32 and Irene Temple A. A. O. N. M. S., 
Wilkesbarre, Penn. 

He is a member of the Bradford County Bar Association, 
Trustee of the Mansfield, Penn., State Normal School, 
Trustee of Robert Packer Hospital at Sayre, Penn., and a 
member of a number of Historical Societies. 

He is a Republican, and for years has advocated the cause 
of that party on the stump: he is popular as an orator, and 
is in frequent demand on public occasions.

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WALTER FREDERIC BROOKS- 

Son of Charles Edwin and Elizabeth (Fanning) 
Brooks (No. 694). 

(For Genealogical data, see pages 410, 411.) 

Walter Frederic Brooks, son of Charles Edwin and Eliza- 
beth Capron (Fanning) Brooks, was bom at Worcester, 
Mass., 13 January, 1859. He was educated in the public 
schools of that city, graduating from the High School in 
1877 and fitted for Harvard College, but preferring a mer- 
cantile life, he entered the office of the Crompton Loom 
Works the same year, where he remained about two years. 
In July, 1879, he entered the banking-house of William H. 
Morse with whom he was associated eleven years. In 1891 
he severed his connection with Mr. Morse and took a lease 
in partnership with James F. Rock, of the Worcester 
Theatre, then newly built, they purchasing and assuming 
the interest of the old lessees Rich, Harris and Rock of 
Boston. The new lessees successfully operated the house 
for three years, but relinquished their lease in Februarj-, 
1894, owing to the excessively high rental and during the 
Cleveland administration. 

In December, 1895, Mr. Brooks was elected treasurer of 
the Worcester Corset Company, of which company his uncle, 
Dand H. Fanning, is President, General Manager and prin- 
cipal owner. The company was re-incorporated in 1901 
as the Royal Worcester Corset Company. Mr. Brooks is 
still connected with the new company in that capacity. 

In politics he is a staunch Republican. He is a life 
member of Montacute Lodge A.F. and A. M., Eureka Royal 
Arch Chapter, Hiram Council R. & S. M., Worcester County 
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Commandery Knights Templar, Worcester Society of Aa- 
tiquity. New England Historic Genealogical Society, Bos- 
ton, New London County Historical Society, Conn., and 
Suffolk County Historical Society of New York. He is also 
member of the Worcester Club, Tatnuck Country Club, 
Worcester Board of Trade, Home Market Club, Boston, 
and other societies. 

He is author and compiler of this ''History of the Fan- 
ning Family." 

He is immarried and resides at Worcester, Mass.

THE RIVERHEAD TOMBSTONE. 

(See Photogravure.) 

On a gravestone in the Cemetery at Riverlicad, Long 
Island, is the following inscription : — 

••Capt. JAMES FANNING, 
dial 1776, in the 93 year of 
his age. 
•' He was the great grandson of DOMINICUS FANNING, who 
was Mayor of a City in IRELAND, (under CHARLES ist) 
was taken prisoner at the IJattlc of DROGHEDA 1649, all the 
Garrison, except himself put to the sword, he was hchea<lcd by 
CROMWELL his head stuck upon a pole at the priiKii)al ^ate 
of the City, his property confiscalcd, because when CrilARLICS 
ist made f)roclamation of peace, as a member of the Irish Council, 
he advised not to accept unless the Ikitish Government woukl 
secure to the Irish their religion, their properly and iheir lives: 

O'Conners History. 
His son EDMUND was born in KILKENNY, IRELAND, 
married CATHERINE daughter of HUGH HAYS Earl of 
CONNOUGHT and Emigrated to this country with his family, 
Consisting of his wife CATHARINE, two Sons, THOMAS and ! 
WILLIAM, and two Servants, LAHORNE and ORNA, Settled I 
in STONINGTON D: WILLIAM in a Battle with the In- 
dians was killed bv King WILLIAM who split his head open 
with a Tomahawk.' THOMAS had a daughter CATHARINE 
PAGE, and one Son JAMES: this Capt. JAMES FANNING 
Served under Great Britain which government was at war with 
FRANCE, Married HANNAH SMITH of SMITHTOWN, had 
five Sons and four Daughters, Viz. PHINEAS, THOMAS, 
GILBERT, EDMUND, JAMES, CATHERINE, BETHIA, 
SALLY, and NANCY. PHINEAS had a Son, PHINEAS who 
graduated at Yale College 1768, two of whose Sons are now 
living 1850, Viz. WILLIAM FANNING in New York City, 
and P. W. FANNING in WILMINGTON, N. C. His wife 
HANNAH, Son THOMAS, & daughter CATHARINE buried 
beside their father. GILBERT settled in STONINGTON Ct, 
EDMUND became Lcut. Governor of NOVA-SCOTIA where 
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he held large estates, JAMES settled on Long Island, had two 
Sons JOHN, and JAMES, the latter was a merchant many 
years, residing three miles east of RIVER-HEAD, had five Sons, 
four of whom are now living: the Elder, JAMES, died at MO- 
RICHES in his 72 year 1848. NATHANIEL resides in Town of 
SOUTHAMPTON, two MANNASSEH and ISRAEL reside in 
RIVER-HEAD Town, and the fifth Son, JOSHUA FANNING 
Physician in Greenport, SOUTHOLD Town. SALLY FAN- 
NING married Capt. JOSIAH LUPTON, CATHARINE mar- 
ried a MUMFORD, BETHIA married a TERRY, and NANCY 
married Maj. JOHN WICKHAM. L. S. Hill Sculptor/' 

The gravestone was originally erected in the year 1849 
on the Griffing farm, formerly belonging to the Fannings, 
but was removed to the Riverhead Cemetery in 1861, to- 
gether with other headstones of the Fannings buried there. 

The old plot on the Griffing or Fanning farm was located 
about where Jotter and Moore's bottling works stand, at 
the southeast comer of Grifling Avenue and Railroad Street, 
and wr,5 the old burial-place of the Fannings. Interred 
there vv ere* the remains of Captain James Fanning (No. 15) 
and his wife Hannah, daughter Katliarine, son Richard, and 
brother Thomas Fanning (No. 38), all having headstones. 
There were other unmarked graves in the old plot. 

The removal of the remains and headstones was made by 
George Hill, father and predecessor of the present firm of 
Frank H. Hill & Bro,, Marble Workers and Undertakers, 
of Riverhead, who died in 1888, and brother of Lester S. 
Hill, who cut the inscription on the Fanning tombstone. 
Israel Fanning (No. 206) made the contract and furnished 
the inscription, and Peter Fanning (No. 210), it is said, 
bought or donated the cemetery plot. O. T. Fanning of 
Port Jefferson, L. I. (No. 484), procured the funds for clean- 
ing up the stones and plot. 

The tombstone contains many errors of statement. Cap- 
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tain James Fanning died 15 April, 1779 (not in 1776)1 as b 
proved by the '^ Salmon Record^' and the Mattituck, L. I., 
church records. In a letter written by General Edmund 
Fanning, his son, to his sister, Mrs. Hannah Wickham, 16 
March, 1778, which is still preserved by his descendants, he 
sent his "best regards" to his "aged father." * Other let- 
ters also in existence prove he was living in 1777. So he 
could not have died in 1776, as stated on the tombstone. 

Nor was he ninety-three years old, for he was born either 
in 1694 or 1695, as is evident from the town and church 
records of Stonington, Conn.' He was consequently eighty- 
four or eighty-five years old at time of decease. 

In regard to Edmund Fanning, the elder, and the conten- 
tion that he was son of Dominick Fanning, there is not the 
slightest evidence that Dominick had such a son. This 
matter is treated fuUy in another part of this work.* 

Dominick Fannmg was a resident of Limerick, Ireland, 
and mayor and alderman of that city. He was not iii the 
Battle of Droghcda, nor taken prisoner there in 1649. ^"^ 
the contrary, he was beheaded at the fall of Limerick in 
1651 by General Ireton, being one of twenty-one prisoners 
exempted from pardon.^ 

The statement that Edmund Fanning married Catharine 
Hays, daughter of the Earl of Connaught, is ridiculous. 
No person of the name of Hugh Hays ever bore the title of 
Earl of Connaught, nor was there any Earl of Connaught 
in existence in the x 7th century, when the marriage of Ed- 
mund Fanning took place. Edmimd's wife was named Ellen 
and not Catharine, as proved by the Connecticut records.

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THE OLD FANNING BURYING-GROUND. 

The Fanning biirying-ground is located on the old Groton 

farm of Edmund Fanning, about twenty rods west of Mystic 

River or Brook, and one himdred rods south of Alonzo 

Main's dwelling-house. It is in extent from one-half to 

three-quarters of an acre, and is now thickly grown up with 

bushes and trees. It is first mentioned in the year 1762, 

in the will of Edmund Fanning (No. xo), who reserved the 

burying-ground as follows: — 

*'I give and sequester one half acre of my land to be laid out , 
''conveniently to the burying place in the northeast corner of ; 
" my Land near Mistick River." j 

His grandson William Fanning (No. 65), who inherited the 

farni, also reserved the burying-ground "containing } of an 

cicre,'- !n >:s rocd of the land to Samuel Williams, 3d, 15 

March. 1777. r.nc the latter made like reservation in his 

deed to Ambrose Fish, 6 August, 1777. In the subsequent I 

deeds, however, no mention is made of the burial pk>t 

In the burial place are some fifteen or twenty gravestones, 

only three of which are legibly inscribed. Two of these are 

the headstones of Jonathan Fanning (No. xx) and his wife 

Elizabeth, both in a good state of preservation. The in- . 

scriptions read as follows : — 

In Memory of 

Mr. Jonathan Faning 

who died April ye 

28, 1761, in ye 78th 

year of his age. 

In Memory of 

Mrs. Elifabeth ye wife 

of Mn Jonathan Faning 

who died July 24th 

1772 ia ye 78th )'car 

of her age. 
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The third stone is marked: — 

P X M 

I7S3 

but it cannot be learned who was buried there. Lieutenant 
John Fanning had daughters, Mary and Prudence, who 
married Samuel Fox and Jacob Parke, respectively. Both 
husbands died in 1752, but the dates of decease of Mary 
and Prudence arc not ascertained. If both died the fol- 
lowing year, the interpretation of the inscription may pos- 
sibly be "Prudence and Mary, 1753/' but this is mere con- 
jecture. 

The burying-ground lies on both sides of a dividing stone 
wall, and the north portion seems older than the south. 
In the latter part are several headstones in a good state of 
preservation, among them "Zerviah Niles" (No. 33). North 
of the wall the oldest stones appear, most of them being 
rough and unshaped rocks placed at the head and foot of 
the graves. 

There is little or no doubt that the majority of the first 
three generations of the Fannings were interred there, 
though with unmarked headstones, and an effort is now 
being made to redeem the old burying-ground and form an 
Association to take care of it, and erect a suitable monu- 
ment to the memory of Edmund Fanning the Elder, and 
those of his descendants who are buried there.

Esther Fanning, bom about 1760, a poor child, put out 
to serve until she was eighteen years old as an apprentice 
to Caleb Lamb of Groton, 25 April, 1763, by Joseph 
Morgan, Nathan Niles, Jonathan Latham, Selectmen and 
Overseers of the Poor, and with consent of Christopher 
Avery, a Justice of the Peace for County of New London. 

Jordan Fanning's name appears in the Probate Records 
of Stonington or Groton in 1781 or 1782. 

There was a Jordan Fanning of South Brimfield, Mass., 
who served in the Continental Army, 1778-1780, but no 
evidence to show who he was. 

Henry C. Fanning, Norwich, Conn., in Civil War; died

APPENDIX G. 

Autobiographical Statebient of General Edmund 
Fanning, (No. 46). 

(Refer to page 672.) 

I was bom in the Province of New York. My Father was 
several years a Captain in His Majesty's service. My Mother 
was the daughter of Colonel Smith of Smith Town and sole 
Proprietor thereof. In the ninth year of my age, I was, by my 
father, who then lived in the city of New York, sent to a Grammar 
School on Long Island and some years after I was removed to 
the University of New Haven in Connecticut, where after four 
years residence I was admitted to the Degree of Bachelor of 
Arts. From thence I went to Har\'ard University at Cambridge 
near Boston, where I also had conferred on me 'the degree of 
Master of Arts. I was after>vards honored with the like degree 
at Kings College New York and Queen's College at Mecklenburg, 
since greatly endowed and styled Washington University in North 
Carolina. I have since in the year 1774 been honored with the 
Degree of Dr of Civil Law in the University of O-xford, Enghnd. 

In the time of his Majesty's civil Government, in tl\c year 
1760, I Avas elected a trustee and commissioner of the incor- 
porated Town of Hillsborough, N. Carolina, and one of the two 
Representatives of the County of Orange in the General Assem- 
bly. In 1762 I was admitted to the Bar as a Lawyer and also 
appointed by Gov' Dobbs, Registrar of the County of Orange. 
In 1765 I was appointed by Gov' Tryon one of the Judges of the 
Supreme Court of Justice in North Carolina, in the room of 
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Mr Justice Moore, who was dismissed from office on suspicion of 
his favoring the public commotions at that time existing in the 
Provinces and throughout America on account of what was called 
the " Stamp Act," This office I accepted at that perilous period 
of Riot and Popular discontent from a principle of Loyalty to 
my king and just zeal for the support of His Majesty's Govern* 
ment, and resigned it again to the Governor immediately after 
the public Ferment had subsided by the repeal of the said Act 

In 1 77 1 Gov' Tryon being removed from North Girolina to 
the Government of New York, he requested me to accompany 
him thither and immediately appointed me his Private Secretary, 
and Surrogate General of the Province. In 1774 1 was appointed 
by commission from the King, Surveyor General of His Majesty's 
Lands in the same province. This office was given me by Lord 
North in consequence of my losses, sufferings, and services dur- 
ing the insurrection in North Carolina. 

In 1759 The Indians making incursions upon the Frontier 
of North Carolina, the Militia of Orange County was embodied 
by law and the command given to me, and in this command I 
continued till the peace in 1763. In running the Boundary line 
bet'.veen the Cherokee Indians and the Inhabitants of North 
Carolina I wr.s employed to raise a corps of Provincials ior the 
prcTtection of that ser/ice with the work and pay of Colonel. 
In 1763 I ag?in raised a corps of 800 Provincials to oppose the 
violence and threatened attempts of a large body of Insurgents 
styling themselves "Regulators" to resist the execution of the 
laws, stop the Courts ©Injustice and to rescue some of their prin- 
cipal leaders who had been apprehended and bound over to take 
their trial. This service performed the corps was sometime after 
paid off and disbanded. In that year I received the Public 
Thanks of Gov' Tryon in Council and House of Assembly for 
my conduct and behavior in support of the laws and Civil Gov- 
ernment of the Province, 

In i77t I again raised and embodied a corps of Provinciab 
to oppose and suppress the Insurrection in North Caroh'na and 
on the i6th of May commanded the left wing, of the first line in 
the Battle of Allamunce in which action after a long and obstinate 
resistance from vastly superior force, the Insurgents were de- 
feated and totally routed. Gov' Tryon on the Field of Battle 
after the action, publicly thanked me in the presence of the dif- 
ferent Regiments saying that my King and my Country could 

JOT 
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never sufficiently reward me for my distinguished Bravery and 
Gallant services in the compleat and signal victory of that day. 

In 1776 By Warrant from the commander in chief in America 
General Sir WiUiam Howe I raised the Kings American Regt. 
of which I was Colonel and with which I served during the Revo- 
lutionary War. In 1782 the Regiment was placed on the British 
Establishment and disbanded at the Peace in 1783.

Appointed Lt. Governor of Nova Scotia 34th of February 1783. 
Lieut. Governor of Prince Edward Island 26th July 1786. 
Major General in the Army lath Oct. 1793.

Retired from the Gov" of Prince E. Island 1805. 
Returned finally to England in 1813. 
Died in London 28th of February z8i8. 

In a letter dated Hanover County, Va., 23 July, 1869, 
William Fanning Wickham wrote as follows: — 

"The foregoing sketch of Gen. Edmund Fanning's family, 
education, services &c is from a copy sent to me by his daughters 
Lady Louisa Wood & Miss Maria M. Fanning in Oct. 1866 — 
The dates of his appointments &c subjoined are in the hand- 
writing of one of them. They have lived many years as they 
still do in the City of Bath, England, where I visited them in 
1852. Gen. Fanning was 79 years old at the time of his death 
when he was carried off by a short illness. Until then he en- 
joyed good health and did not suffer from the infirmities of age. 
He was six feet two inches in height; with a finely proportioned 
form, and was remarkable for his strength and activity. A por- 
trait of him half length was taken a few years before his death in 
the scarlet uniform of a British General which I saw in Bath 
and of which my cousins sent me an excellent miniature copy.''

My dear Brother's is from a sketch taken 
by a Brother officer at home in " India," and who, after his death, 
superintended the miniature in the case with my Fathers. He 
(my brother) died in India in 1812 aged 23 a Captain in the 
22^ Regt. 

My Father died in iSxS, aged 79. The one in green vdvei I 
sat for two or three years after my marriage. The last I have 
to mention is that of your cousin Louisa (Lady Wood) at 18 
which she had painted and sent to our Brother in "India" and 
which he held in his hand when he died in this Country without 
the comfort and happiness of having one of us near him. I 
extremely regret not being able to send you one of my dear Sister

APPENDIX L 

Colonel David Fanning, the Tory and notorious outlaw 
of North Carolina, born about 1754, was not a descendant 
of Edmund Fanning of Connecticut. 

In his "Narrative," written by himself,^ he refers in a 
schedule of property to his being " hexr to an Estate of my 
*^ father of 550 acres in Amelia County, 7a., with dwelling 
"hoiise, etc.*' A careful research of the records in that 
county discloses a family of Fannins who, in 1748, resided 
in Nottaway Parish, Amelia County (now Nottaway County 
since 1789). A Patent of 280 acres in Amelia County was 
granted by George II- to Bryan Fannin 20 July, 1748,* and 
a Patent of 308 acres in Halifax County by George III. 
to William, Thomas and Achilles Fannin, 15 June, 1773.* 
Eli7.abcth, Laughlin and John Fannin are also mentioned 
in the records — the latter living in Sussex County, in 1785 
— but no record is found of a David Fanning. The infer- 
ence, however, is he was connected with these Virginia 
Fannins.

The Fannin Faioly 07 the South. 

This family spelb its name "Fannin," and traces its an- 
cestry back to James Fannin, who married Elizabeth Saf- 
fold 13 October, 1767. 

James Fannin was bom 28 November, 1739, and died 
4 November, 1803. 

Elizabeth SafFold was bom 12 November, 1748, and died 
30 March, 1814. 

They resided in Greene County, Ga., and were the pro- 
genitors of a large family of descendants, well and promi- 
nently known throughout the South. "^ 

It is common tradition among the "Fannins" that they 
are related to the northern "Fannings,*' some members 
claiming that James Faimin, bom 1739, was a brother of 
General Edir.und Fanning of Long Island (No. 46), but 
there is not a particle of evidence to sustain the claim. A 
long and painstaking research has not revealed any relation- 
ship. It 5s claimed by the Fannins that the letter "g" was 
dropped from their name by their earliest progenitor on 
account of the loyalist tendencies of some members of the 
family during Revolutionary times. This may be the correct 
explanation of their dropping the letter "g," but it does 
not furnish any evidence of a relationship of the Fannins to 
the northern family of Fannings recorded in this work,' 
and if any connection exists it has not yet been made evi-

The hero of the Goliad Massacre, Colonel James W. 
Fannm, was related to the Southern Fannins, and a worthy 
member of that family. The story of his bravery and 
tragic death is too well known to need a lengthy account 
here. 

He was bom in Georgia about January i, 1804, and was 
sent to West Point Military Academy for a short time, b;:t 
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did not graduate. He married in Hancock County, Ga., 
Miss Minerva Fort, and by her had issue, two daughters, 
one of whom was bom two months after his death. He 
became a captain in the Texas service in 1835. By order 
of General Austin, Commander-in-Chief of the Texan forces, 
Captain Fannin and Captain Bowie marched at the head of 
ninety men to Bexar, where they defeated a superior Mex- 
ican force, 28 October, 1835. Captain Fannin was soon 
afterward made Colonel-of-ArtiUcry and Inspector-General 
by General Houston. In January, 1836, he was sent to 
reinforce Dr. James Grant, who was on an expedition to 
Matamoras, but hearing of his defeat Fannin fell back to 
Goliad, which he put in a state of defense. On the 19th of 
March, with a force of less than four hundred men, he was 
attacked by the enemy in vastly superior numbers, under 
Genera! Urrea, on the Coleta River, but after a desperate 
fight was compelled to capitulate on the 20th. It was agreed 
'that the Texans should be treated as prisoners of war and 
sent back to the United States. They were then taken to 
Goliad, where, by orders of Santa Anna, on March 27th at 
da\vn, three hundred and fifty-seven of the prisoners were, 
shot, only twenty-seven escaping. Fannin was killed last. 

The State of Texas honored him by naming a County 
after him, as did also the State of Georgia. 

APPENDIX K. 

Jaices Fanning, Foxjnde& 07 the James Fannino Char- 
XTABLS Institution, Waterford, Ireland.* 

The family of James Fanning consisted at one time of 
wealthy and influential landowners in the County Kilkenny,

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who lost their estates by the Cromwellian and Williamite 
confiscations. His grandfather was a farmer in easy cir- 
cumstances at Rochestown in the barony of Knocktopher. 
He had two sons, Sylvester and William. William, the 
younger, engaged in business in the City of Waterford, 
where his son James (the subject of this sketch) was born 
and educated. 

Early in life James Fanning went to Spain and entered 
into business as a general merchant at Cadiz. Having 
realized about four thousand pounds sterling, he retired 
from business and returned to his native city in 1763. In 
December of that year he married Frances Butler, only 
daughter and heiress of Richard Butler, Esquire of Luffany, 
County Kilkenny. By this marriage he became possessed 
of a large personal property and considerable landed estates 
in the barony of Iverk, County Okcnny. 

Owing to the rigorous enforcement of tne penal laws, 
Mr. Fanning was compelled to dispose of his landed prop- 
erty. In 1775 he retired to France with his wife and two 
children. Here he purchased the estate of LaRoche Talbot 
in 1777. In 1778 his wife died, and four years after his 
son and daughter, both unmarried. 

On the outbreak of the French Revolution, James Fan- 
ning became involved in the general proscription of the 
nobility; and upon his flight in 1791, his property was con- 
fiscated. During the short peace of i8oa, he returned to 
France to claim the restoration of his estates, but was un- 
successful. In 1804 he made a will in which he bequeathed 
one-third of his estate to his relative. Lieutenant Januarius 
Fanning of the Royal Italian Regiment at Naples, wliich 
Januarius, he specifies, was son to his cousin. Captain Rich- 
ard Fanning, the son of his uncle Sylvester, Another third 
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he bequeathed to his cousin, James Edward Devercaux, 
and the remaining third to the poor of Watcrford City. Of 
the four thousand acres of land, in the State of Georgia, 
which had been granted to him and his lately deceased 
brother, Mathew, by King George III., previous to the 
American Revolution, he bequeathed two thousand acres to 
James Edward Devereaux, one thousand acres to his friend, 
Edward Christian of London, and one thousand acres to 
the Baron of Beauford. Mr. Fanning died in Paris in 1806, 
but the will was inoperative until the peace of 1814. 

Under the Convention of 181 5 between Great Britain and 
France, a commission was constituted for the purpose of 
adjudicating the claims of British subjects for losses sus- 
tained during the Revolution. To this tribunal the Fan- 
ning executors submitted their claims. In 1820 an award 
of 760,577 francs was made in full of all their claims. 

In 182 1 the Board of Charitable Donations and Bequests 
for Ireland took measures to secure the legacy bequeathed 
to the poor of Watcrford. Owing to various claims set up 
by the next of kin of Mr. and Mrs. Fanning, a tedious liti- 
gation ensued. In 1841 the matter was decided in favor of 
the Board of Charitable Donations and Bequests, when the 
Court of Chancery ordered the payment to said Board of 
;£3i,5i4-ioj. in three per cent consols producing an annual 
income of ;£94S-7-8. 

When the order of Chancery was issued it was determined 
by the Corporation of Waterford to found an institution for 
the aged and infirm of both sexes who had seen better days 
and were accustomed to some of the comforts of life, but 
who, through no fault of their own, were unable to procure 
the means necessary for their support. This institution — 
called the James Fanning Charitable Institution — in memory 
X02 
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of the testator, was opened in the spring of 1843, when 
thirty-four men and forty-three women were admitted. 
Since then its income has been largely increased by bequests 
and donations, and the aid extended to the deserving poor 
has been in proportion to the increase of income.

There being a mistake in the genealogy, it was cancelled and 
re-registered 22 April, 1775, for "James Fanning of Stonehouse 
Co Waterford Esquire, lineally descended from John Fanning 
of Ballingary in the County of Tipperary Esquire." 

On comparing these Pedigrees, James Fanning of Cadiz (1759) 
and James Fanning of Stonehouse (1775) appear to be the same 
person. 

The Arms in each case are the same. No Fanning Arms 
appear to have been recorded here earlier than 1759. What is 
the nature of the Document which gives the date 1673 ? Is it a 
Certificate, or Grant, issued by Ulster King of Arms, and how 
does the date appear? If you can give these particulars, I may 
be able to find out something further.

The Notes from which I compiled my "Pedigrees" were un- 
fortunately destroyed when, in 1889, on the death of my only 
son (in his fortieth year of age, and unmarried) I left Ringsend, 
and went to live at the sea-side in Kilkee, County Clare, where, 
in my grief, I meant to spend the remainder of my life! For 
family reasons, however, as well as to be near my last resting- 
place with my dear son in Glasnevin Cemetery, I returned to 
Dublin in 1S92. 

In my present old age my dear wife feared that my health 
could not stand the strain of the labour and fatigue which any 
further genealogical research should entail. Submitting to her 
entreaties, I then assented to destroy all my Genealogical Notes 
from which, as above mentioned, my " Pedigrees" were compiled. 
But fortunately the Notes mention^ in the enclosed Memoranda 
were not in the portfolio then destroyed. 

Before I found these Metnoranda on yesterday I had written 
to a gentleman of the "Fanning" family, requesting any infor- 
mation on the subject of your letter which he might be able to 
give me. But I am satisfied that the gentleman (if he reply to 
my letter) cannot give me more definite information re Edward 
or Edmund Fanning who, in 1653, emigrated to America and 
settled in Connecticut, than I give in said Mem. ^C). 
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If I hear from the gentleman here alluded to, I shall let you 
know. 

I may here mention that Vol. i., of the People's Edition of my 
Irish Pedigrees is in the hands of Mr. P. J. Kenedy, Book 
Publisher, $ Barclay Street, New York City, who tells me the 
work wU be ready for delivery this spring. My two-volume 
' Edition of the ''Pedigrees'' was considered too voluminous and 
necessarily too expensive to meet the means of legions of our 
countrymen in the New World, who would be glad to learn the 
origin of their respective families. Vol. n., of the People's Edi- 
tion of the "Pedigrees" will follow, whenever called for by Mr. 
Kenedy.

(E.) Geoffrey Fanning of Ballingarry forfeited in the reign 
of Charles II., under the Act of Settlement, a.d. i66x. 

(F.) Richard, a younger brother of Dominick Fanning, who 
is No. s on the "Fanning" pedigree, served in 1663 as "Capitan 
Don Ricardo Fanan," in the Spanish Netherlands. 
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(G.) Jeffrey Fanning, of Fanningstown, Co. Tippeiaiy, mar- 
ried Gyles, daughter of Thomas Power (d. 1637), son of James, 
son of Thomas of CuUefin, Co. Waterfoid, son of Richard, Lc^ 
Power. This Jeffrey's name appears among the '^ Names of 
Persons in the Grants," imder the Act of Settlement, a«d. x66i.

In reply to your letter of the Z4th instant I regret to have to 
say tiiat, so far, the only information I can give you bearing on 
the "Fanning" family — outside of what is given in the family 
pedigree, in p. 202, Vol. ii., of tlie two-volume Edition of my 
Irish Pedigrees — is contained in the Memoranda I lately sent 
you. Since I sent you that information, I have, I assure you, 
looked up every available source, but, so far, with no success. 
I shall continue the research, with God's help; and I shall in the 
Public Record Office, Four Courts, Dublin, look up the WiU 
of Francis Fanning — if he left one — and, if he did, I shall 
send you the contents thereof. 

Unfortunately I cannot recall where I got this or that infor- 
mation contained in my Books; but I am satisfied that, when I 
noted any information for insertion in my works, the sources of 
my information were reliable and authentic! 

After the death of my good son I retired from Ringsend, Dub- 
lin, and went to live in my grief to Kilkee, Co. Clare, where I 
meant to spend the remainder of my life. On leaving Ringsend 
I sold my Library; and, at the request of my dear wife (who, 
on account of my health and old age, entreated me to destroy all 
the papers which I employed in Uie compilation of my Books, 
so as to publish no further Editions of my works) I assented 
to destroy most of my Notes — those contained in one of my 
portfolios. Now I keenly feel the loss of those papers; for, from 
family reasons, I found it advisable to come back to Dublin, in 
1892; and have since condensed each of the two large volumes 
of my Irish Pedigrees, for publication in America. The first 
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of these two condensed volumes is now in the hands (as I think 
I abeady told you) of Mr. P. J. Kenedy, Publisher, 5 Barclay 
Street, New York, who, in November last, wrote me that said 
VoL I of the People's Edition would be ready for delivery in 
this Spring. 

In the "copy" of VoL 11. of the People's Edition of the Irish 
Pedigrees, which I have ready for Mr. Kenedy whenever he calls 
for it, after Vol. L is published, I have, in continuation of the 
narrative under Simon, No. 4, on the "Fanning" pedigree, added 
the following; — 

"This Simon Fanning had a brother named Francis, whose 
name appears in the 'Connaught Certificates,' in 1653-1654, 
and whose son Edward or Edmond, in the then unhappy state 
of Ireland under the Cromwellian Rule, emigrated to America 
in 1653, and settled in Connecticut."

APPENDIX M. 
Fishers Island.^ 

Jolm Winthrop, Junior, obtained from the General Court 
of Massachusetts on the 7th of October, 1640, a grant of 
Fishers Island, which was confirmed to him by the Con- 
necticut Court, 9 April, i64i. The Island had been re- 
garded as belonging to Connecticut, but in 1664 it was in- 
cluded in the patent of New York, and Winthrop obtained 
from Governor Nichols of that colony a patent dated 28 
March, i668, which confirmed to him the possession of the 
Island.' It is probable that he began building and planting 

' "It is said the oldest deed in America, probably, is in the possession 
of Major Leland of New York. It antedates the landing of the Pilgrims 
one hundred and ten years, and was written eighteen years after the dis- 
covery of the new world by Columbus. It is a deed of Fishers Island,

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there in the spring of 1644 and his house is said to have 
been the first English residence in the Pcquot country.^ 
Gov. Winthrop died 5 April, 1676, and his real estate in- 
cluding Fishers Island, descended to his two sons Fitz John 
and Wait Still and was possessed by them jointly during 
their lives. Fitz John having no male issue, it descended 
to John, only son of Wait Still.' Miss Caulkins, in her 
"History of New London," states tliat William Walworth 
was lessee of Fishers Island under Fitz John Winthrop 
about 1690, coming over from England at the invitation of 
the owner who wished to introduce English methods of 
farming, and later his son, Jolm Walworth, leased it for a 
long term of years.* Joshua Hempstead of New London, 
on page 89 of his Diary, makes mention of the houses on 
Fishers Island under date of June, 1719: "I was at Fishers 
Island al! day (except ye going over) we Rode a(bout) West 
End to See yc Island & Deer &c/* . • . "wee Rode fr 
( • ) End where wee Lodged to the East-house & there 
wee dined & came away." This would signify that there i 
were two luniscs on the Island at this lime — one at the 
west, and the other at the cast end. 

Ivi April, 1727, "Ms. Havens movetl off Fishers Island & 
al her Children & servts." * and Chiirlcs Dickinson, Senior, 
hired it the next two years* and probably until 1731 as 
Hempstead at that time, together with Justice Richmond 
and Mr. Mumford, went over to receive the stock of him,

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and speaks of viewing the house at the east end.* In the 
spring of i735-6f Captain George Mumford leased Fishers 
Island.* In 1738 Mumford was still on the Island, as 
Hempstead tells in his Diary that he, with some others, had 
set sail for Sag Harbor in November and the wind and sea, 
being too great, "wee got Safe into fishers Island Hay har- 
bour about 9 Clock & After about 2 hours Stay went up to 
the House where wee Stayed al night & Mr. Mumford 
Entertained us very courteously & would take nothing of 
me or mine." * 

From the foregoing it would seem that Mr. Mumford 
lived in the house at the west end near Hay Harbor. In 
October, 1739, Hempstead with Madam Winthrop, Mr. 
SaltOQStall, and several others went over to the Island with 
George Mumford in his boat. He says, "wee all Rid 
Down to the East End & back & Lodged at Mr. Mum- 
fords again." . . . "wee all liands Rid out to the west End 
Med. & Woods aftem We went a hunting Deer." * John 
Winthrop died in London in 1747,* and his son John Still 
came into possession of the Island. In August, 1752, he, 
with Hempstead, went over to the Island and Hempstead 
writes in his Diary "wee measured the Length of the Island 
almost, wee began att the west point & Measured Six 
mile towards the East End & made heaps of Stones att 
the End of Each Mile & also measured the Distance from 
ye house to ye West point & also to ye East End," •

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Mumford continued to lease the Island until 1756, when 
Wintlirop rented it to Benjamin Brown, of Rhode Island, 
for {^1^00 per annum.^ On the 7th of May that year Mr, 
Winthrop, with Justice Perkins, Captain Mathew Griswold, 
and Mr. Hempstead, went over to the Island to receive the 
stock of Mumford and delivered it to Brown, the new tenant, 
v/ho was already there with his family.* 

Brown was still on the Island in 1777. Miss Caulkins, 
in her "History of New London,'* says that the British 
ships on the 5th and 6th of May, 1775, took 1,100 sheep, 
besides cattle and other provisions from Fishers Island," 
and on the 14th of March, 1777, the British fleet seized and 
nearly swept the Island clean of supplies of all kinds as 
they liad the previous year, for all of which they made 
reasonable compensation to Mr. Brown.^ On tlie death of 
Tchn Still Winthrop in i776,* Fishers Island descended to 
r.'s son JoKn, who in his will, proved $ October, 1784, gave 
?t ^.o'his brother Francis Bayard Winthrop.* Francis Bay- 
c.rd Winthrop, at liis death left it to his son, William H., 
-v^ho in his will, proved 11 September, 1860,^ ordered it to 
be sold. The sale of the Island was made 2 December, 
1865, by Jane ?. Chester and Mary T, Pratt (daughters of 
William H. Winthrop) to Robert R. Fox* for 855,000. 
The heirs of Robert Fox sold it 19 July, 18S9, to Edmund

ADDENDA. 

Pace 66. The " Diary of Joshua Hempstead/' pubh'shed since 
the early pages of this work went to press proves that the 
original Edmund ^ Fanning (No. i) house at Stonington, 
Conn., referred to on page 66 of this work was torn down, 
2S May, 1722, by William Denison, " in presence of Jo, 
Denison, Gershom Holdridge, and Edmund Fanning*' 
(grandson of Edmund Fanning, Senior).^ For this act, 
Hempstead, who owned the farm and house, recovered 
damages of Denison in a suit at law. 

In December, 1742, Hempstead leased the Fanning 
farm to Daniel and William Bennett for £30 per annum 
for three years, they to build a house on it and leave it 
for him.' The house was evidently constructed soon after- 
ward, for Hempstead wrote in his diary z May, 1750, 
"Chris Eldredge is got on ye upper most in the house 
"wiUiam Bonnet & DanU Built W» is Still there.''* 
Hempstead wrote, 30 March, 1750-51: "Ichabod Wick- 
"wire & Jonat Hamilton came from Paugwonk to buy 
"my upper farm (Fanning farm) and offered £700."* 
. Hempstead evidently did not sell as Christopher Eldredge 
was living there at the time of Hempstead's death in 1758. 
There is evidence of hut one cellar-hole and the house 
built about 1743 was probably constructed on the site of 
the original house of Edmund Fanning, and presumably 
is the one, a plan of which is shown on page 66, and was 
torn down in 1842 by Clark N. Whitford. 

Page 91. The widow of Edmund* Fanning (No. '2) was Ii\-ing 
in 17 20, and was the ''widow Fanning" referred to in the
